Returned a FAN-atic

RS. D. C. HARRIS, Texas, has 


a houseful of fans. Her large 
and beautiful collection numbers more 
than 300, and hardly a week passes 
but the mail brings another valuable 
addition. She started collecting while 
on a European trip several years ago. 
Up to that time she had never had 
a hobby, but it was pointed out to 
her by a member of the tour, Mrs. 
Nancy Richey Ranson, Texas poet 
laureate, that she was the only hobby- 
less person amongst them. They got 
their heads together and decided that 
Mrs. Harris should collect fans; but 
it was not until Mrs. Harris found, 
in Vienna, a fan that had belonged to 
the Jenny Lind era that she was 
definitely bitten by the bug. Sight- 
seeing then became a secondary in- 
terest, collecting ord and rare fans 
immediately ascending to the primary 
consideration. She became a fre- 
quenter of old shops, junk piles, little 
stores hidden away in unsuspected 
places. So successful was her search 
that when she returned to the United 
States she brought with her a size- 
able nucleus for her collection. She 
has been fan hunting and studying 
fans every day since. 

One of her treasured fans is of 
gold lace mounted on white tortoise- 
shell sticks — a gift of Mary Martin, 
fellow Texan, and the radio-film 
star who rose to stardom in a Broad- 
way hit by singing “My Heart Be- 
longs to Daddy.” In presenting the 
fan to Mrs. Harris, Miss Martin said 
that it was given her on the night 
of her debut in New York and was 
the only one she owned. 

And a niche has been made in the 
collection for another highly-prized 
fan. It was carried by Queen Eliza- 
beth when she and King George were 


guests at a garden party given in their 
honor at Hyde Park by President 
and Mrs. Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
Such things does the mail bring. 

The Jenny Lind fan is of opalescent 
mother-of-pearl fretted with gold. 
There is an original Marie Antoinette 
lacquer sticked fan, with Marie and 
the ill-fated Dauphin etched across 
its upper fluting. It was issued to 
herald the birth of the Dauphin in 
1781. 

One of her regal fans, found in 
Budapest, was used by French 
royalty during that period of French 
history when a woman needed some- 
thing to screen her face from the 
many guillotine activities of the day. 
Its outer gold sticks are studded with 
emeralds and cameos. 

A 200-year-old mandarin fan is 
carved stick by stick to tell a story 
of the history of the Chinese empire. 
It was sold in London by a Chinese 
empress a few years ago to raise war 
funds for her harassed country, and 
Mrs. Harris eventually acquired it. 
The gentlemen had their fans back 
in the days of real dandyism. In her 
collection are several gentlemen’s fob 
fans. They are fluted circles that 
easily compress behind two sticks, so 
as to fit snugly in a mannish breast 
pocket. A fan made of chicken skin is 
hand-painted and signed, but the art 
of making them seems to have dis- 
appeared a long time ago. 

A beautiful rose point fan is more 
than 200 years old, hand-painted, and 
made of the finest French rosepoint, 
with mother-of-pearl sticks. There is 
a program fan from France, a dagger 
fan from China and many, many 
others, each differing in beauty and 
fascination. 


Mrs. Harris’ collection of fans hold 
Biblical, historical and pictorial in- 
terest. She has mourning fans, opera 
fans, just fans. They are made of 
various materials, including lace, 
satin, gold, ivory, chicken skin, finger- 
nails from human hands, rattlesnake 
skin, feathers and paper. 

They represent the history and ro- 
mances of many, many generations 
of men and women who have played 
their life dramas and made their exit. 
They truly belonged to a day that is 
past and gone forever. 

When and where was the fan in- 
vented? The beauties of old Rome 
were as familiar with the charm of 
the fan as the proud-stepping dames 
of Spain, and women of every clime 
and complexion have in the ages gone 
by adopted this mfschief-working 
weapon of coquetry. 

Schoolmasters used to bring unruly 
urchins to book by rapping their 
knuckles with a fan; the fop used 
it as a switch; the beggar as a 
receptacle for alms; the warrior 
could brain a foe with its iron case; 
and it often came as a death warrant 
to a high-born evil doer. 

The fan probably made its first 
popular appearance in England at 
the beginning of the 16th century. 
It hit the fancy of the feminine sex 
and soon became an _ indispensable 
part of her dress. In Shakespeare’s 
day no lady thought of stirring 
abroad without it, the care of her 
toy devolving on her gentleman com- 
panion. When Queen Elizabeth died 
the royal wardrobe contained no less 
than 30 fans. 

The butterflies of the Scotch Court, 
both men and women, earried fans to 
shield their tender faces as they rode 
to banquet or ball. In the year 1687 
gentlemen were in the habit of carry- 
ing huge fans with handle half a 
yard long, which served not only for 
their protection, but came in handy 
in domestic affairs, when correction 
of grown-up daughters was necessary. 
Justices of that land were not exempt 
from the fan fever and no less a man 
than Lord Chief Justice Coke carried

French court. 


The center illustration 
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an enormous fan when going the 
rounds of the circuit. 

Catherine Braganza introduced the 
green shading fan into England and 
it held its place until the Revolution, 
when the fan came into vogue and 
the old-fashioned weather fan (re- 
christened the matron’s fan) was 
relegated to elderly women. In Anne’s 
reign the fan also had much of its 
charm, and it was alleged that certain 
fashionable ladies endured church 
services by making them an occasion 
to display their fine fans and jewelry. 

Watteau fanned his way to fame; 
West and Reynolds used their pencils 
in designing more and more unusual 
fans. When “Gulliver’s Travels” took 
London by storm, every lady carried 
Lilliputian fans about with her, and 
after the advent of Beggar’s Opera 
fans were covered with copies of the 
songs and engravings of the scenes. 

The fan seemed to decline with the 
advent of the 19th century and it has 
long since ceased to become a neces- 
sary adjunct to a lady’s toilet. 

Last summer Mrs. Harris visited 
in the home of a fan collector in 
Hollywood who has 3,000 fans. and 
this collector knows them like a well- 
read book. There collector Harris 
learned many things about the history 
of fans and of the art of preserving 
them in frames. Since she returned 
home she has had several of hers 
framed. 

Browsing in a musty Chicago shop 
this past summer, a friend of Mrs. 
Harris had the good luck to find a 
beautiful satin fan which was signed 
by a French artist. Down in that 
city’s “Harlem,” she picked up a tiny 


folding one, in a case that was made 
in Hungary. 

Since she started her collection Mrs. 
Harris has gone hither and yon in 
fan research. She has compiled many 
scrap-books and is so well versed in 
her fascinating subject that she has 
lectured before many women’s clubs. 

Last winter she lectured to her own 
club on Chinese fans, displaying only 
fans from that nation, She wore a 
Chinese costume and head-dress, gave 
tiny Chinese fans for favors and 
featured Chinese food. This year she 
will lecture on Spanish fans, of which 
she has a number of most insteresting 
ones. 

She wears fan jewelry and has 
been fortunate enough to pick up, 
among other things, some _ lovely 
antique earrings, a breastpin and 
clips in fan design. Every nook and 
cranny of her big house is fan filled 
— and still they come. Each fan 
is tagged with its history and the 
name of its donor, or the place where 
bought. She never finds one so dilapi- 
dated that she can’t restore it, for 
she has learned to restring and repair 
them; and when in doubt about the 
era in which a certain fan flourished, 
she goes into a research huddle which 
nearly always brings results. 

“Before going to Europe that time,” 
she once said, “I had forgotten there 
was any other kind of a fan other 
than the electric ones I use to fight 
the summer heat.” 

Her hobby has brought her happi- 
ness, a new joy in life, a new knowl- 
edge of history and has proved itself 
to be an inspiration to herself and to 
her friends.

|’ the early days, children orphaned 
or not properly looked after by 
their parents, so that they were liable 
to become public charges, were 
“bound” under the direction of the 
county court. Lyman _ Chalkley’s 
“Chronicles of the Scotch-Irish Settle- 
ment in Virginia” extracted from the 
court records of Augusta County 
(which at one time included part of 
Virginia, all of the state of West Vir- 
ginia and Western Pennsylvania, in- 
cluding Pittsburgh) finds many men- 
tions of children being “bound.” Only 
a few of the many are reproduced 
below: 

“Francis Dunn to be bound to An- 
derson Russell, Jr., to have trade of 
weaver and to read and write and cy- 
pher as far as the rule of three. 
(Cipher was spelled with a y.) 

“Benjamin Lindon, bound to Wil- 
liam Boone, give him when free a 
horse and saddle, value 10 pounds, a 
suit of clothes, value 8 pounds, and 
two years schooling. 

“Margaret Huffman, orphan, bound 
to David Mogert—he agrees to give 
her 8 pounds 10 and a new spinning 
wheel when she becomes of age and 
to teach her to read and write. 

“Elizabeth, her sister, to Samuel 
Mogert, 9 pounds 16 and to teach her 
to read and write.” 


The Huffman girls were bound by 
order of the court, March 19, 1771. 

“George Taylor, a child of Thomas 
Taylor, to be bound out to John 
Findley, the father not being able to 
bring him up in a Christianlike man- 
ner. 

“Walter Cook, an orphan child, to 
be bound to John Gregory for 8 years 
to learn the art and mystery of a 
tailor, September 16, 1783. 

“Peter Kendell, age 14 next March, 
bound to William Throckmorton to 
learn the art and mystery of a 
printer. 

“Francis Mahan, son of John Ma- 
han, age 3 years and 2 months, to 
be bound (December 16, 1789). 

“To be bound Sarah Curtain, or- 
phan age 2 years June last (Septem- 
ber 20, 1791). 

“Henry West, orphan, about 12 
years of age, to be bound to Dr. Alex 
Humphreys, tc learn apothecaries 
business (April 18, 1792). 

“Meredith Lively, age 13 the 6th of 
June last, to be bound to Benjamin 
Eagle, to learn the art and mystery 
of blacksmith. 

“Patience Ritchey, age 14 in April 
next, to be bound to John Poage, Jr., 
who agrees to pay her 6 pounds as 
freedom dues. She was formerly 
bound to John Burnside, now de- 
ceased, and Francis Stewart, the only 
child of said Burnside, is willing to 
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deliver her up.” But a later record 
says, “Patience Ritchey bound to 
John Sanders until 18.” And a still 
later entry reads: “Patience Ritchey 
to remain with her mother, Catherine 
Campbell, and not be bound out.” 

“Nat, an Indian bound boy in the 
custody of Mary Greenlee, who de- 
tains him as a slave, complains of 
being held unlawfully (August 17, 
1777). The court found ‘she used 
him inhumanly and orders him to 
be hired out by the sheriff.’ Mary’s 
son was allowed to go to the Carolinas 
and take depositions.” 

A later entry: 

“The facts appear that Sherwood 
Harris, of Granville county, North 
Carolina, conveyed in a bill of sale 
for 10 pounds the boy to someone 
and by several assignments he was 
made over to James Greenlee, hus- 
band of Mary. Decided Nat is a free 
man and not a slave.” — E. E. Mere- 
dith, West Virginia.

Old-Fashioned Winter 


(From the New York Times) 


In the days when winter was winter, 
few American homes were what we 
should now consider well-heated. They 
were not well-aired, either, . because 
fresh air was cold air. A good many 
people thought that the air which 
had been good enough for their 
fathers and grandfathers was good 
enough for them. In those days a 
house with a coal range in the kitchen 
and a pot-bellied affair in the sitting- 
room offered a wide range of climate. 
The temperature near these stoves, 
at about supper time, would have 
risen to 75 or 80 degrees. Thence 
it would grade down to 50 in the 
corner by the north window. Bedroom 
temperature at any time depended on 
the weather. When it was zero out- 
side it would be around 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit inside. 

Going to bed was an adventure 
comparable with exploring the North- 
west Passage in a bathing suit. One 
could warm up a little by shivering, 
but not much. One explored the lower 
recesses inch by inch. In the morning 
the situation was reversed. The bed 
was then warm, but nothing else was. 
Not even the kitchen. 

Then, too, winters were colder in 
the old days. Snow came at about the 
middle of December, and by December 
17 the thermometer might fall to 10 
above in cities like this, and to that 
much below in some of the more 
mendacious suburbs. Everything was 
more difficult: transportation, getting 
certain kinds of food—such as beef- 
steak, bananas and fresh vegetables, 
getting enough fuel. 

The old-fashioned winter, in short, 
was pretty tough. It is fortunate that 
we modern softies do not have to 
face such winters.

“Ordinary” 

Frank M. Brand, of Morgantown, 
W. Va., has a prodigious flare for 
research, according to information 
furnished this department by E. E. 
Meredith, also of West Virginia. Mr. 
Brand, whose genealogy of the Wil- 
liam Fleming family has _ recently 
come from the press, and who is the 
author of similar works on the Wade 
and Brand families, has traced 9,063 
descendants of William Fleming, go- 
ing down as far as the 10th genera- 
tion. 

But it is not hard to see why one 
is lead on and on in researches of 
this kind. It makes the learning of 
history as alluring as digging for 
gold would be in our national treas- 
ury in Tennessee. You would strike 
pay-dirt without much effort. 

Josiah Wolcott was authorized to 
operate a ferry and an ordinary 
(hotel) at Fairmont, W. Va., in 1819- 
21, according to early records found 
in this book by Brand, and gave bond 
to — find and provide in his said 
ordinary “good, wholesome and clean 
lodging and diet for travelers and 
stableage, fodder and provender and 
pasturage, as the season shall re- 
quire, for their horses for and during 
the term of one year and shall not 
permit any unlawful gaming in this 
house nor on the Sabbath day permit 
any person to tipple or drink more 
than is necessary.” 

And while many of us have been 
reading formal history for several 
years, how many of us have ever 
heard the word “ordinary” applied 
to a hotel? Yes, nuggets are there 
for the asking when we dig into old 
documents and family records.

Rickenbacker Collection 
Timeliness seems the right word 
to use in describing an exhibition 
seen by several Ohioans recently. 
During the time that Eddie Ricken- 
backer was missing in the Pacific, 
the Columbus, Ohio, State Museum 
was showing mementoes of this fore- 
most American air ace of World War 
I, who is a Columbus man. The col- 
lection was loaned to the museum 
by Walter A. Pfeifer, former presi- 
dent of the Columbus Automobile 
Club of which Captain Rickenbacker 
is the sole life member. Included in 
the exhibits were a rare photograph, 
showing the captain beside his first 
fighting plane; fabric from this plane 
showing his personal “hat in the 
ring” insignia, four bullet holes 
patched with Maltese crosses; a rapid 
fire gun from a German plane and a 
German officer’s hetmet and armor; 
a compass and altimeter from a Ger- 
man plane; a cartridge belt; cart- 
ridges and cap ornaments. Owner of 


the collection, Pfeifer, will no doubt 
find it hard to keep up with his 
Rickenbackerana today, particularly 
if he is trying to keep scrap-books of 
the miraculous stories that are now 
being told by the famous flyer and 
his associates on the Pacific flight. 

Incidentally, the story of these eight 
men adrift for 21 days in the broad 
and lonely expanses of the Pacific, 
and their courage in the face of star- 
vation, is one that will live forever. 
Histories will record the highlights 
of the story, but the newspaper scrap- 
books that are preserved for the 
future will tell a more personal and 
complete story.

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CIRCUS PARADE WAGONS 
Part I 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


‘ Hprenmpenid of the present genera- 


tion are deprived, by the com- 
plexity of modern city traffic, of one 
of the greatest thrills of circus day 
in other years — “the grand and 
glittering free street parade!” 

For nearly a century the parade 
was an effective means of ballyhoo, 
for tented amusement enterprises and 
rival circus owners, seeking to create 
the impression that their respective 
shows were the largest and most 
attractive, invested many thousands 
of dollars in extravagantly carved 
and gold-leafed parade wagons, drawn 
by the finest draft horses to be found 
anywhere. 

Nowadays, collectors of circusiana, 
recognizing that the parade era was 
the most colorful in the history of 
circusdom, are perpetuating its mem- 
ory by the preservation of pictures 
of band and tableau wagons and in- 
formation on parade features, while 
circus model builders are reproducing, 
in miniature, many of the colorful 
floats which were exhibited in street 
processions. 

The circus parade dates back al- 
most to the beginning of itinerant 
exhibitions—when Uncle Nate Howes 
hoisted the first big top in 1815 and 
went on tour with Hackaliah Bailey’s 
famous elephant, Old Bet, as chief 
attraction. At first, the tiny caravan 
of wagons, driving into town preceded 
by a clown who blew a trumpet, an- 
nounced the approach of the company. 

But as circus business prospered 
and show troupes expanded, a band

of musicians advertised the exhibi- 
tion. In 1887, Purdy, Welch, Macom- 
ber and Company had a 14-piece 
mounted band, 12 members riding 
caparisoned horses while the drum- 
mers brought up the rear in a howdah 
atop an elephant, 

June, Titus & Angevine and Com- 
pany’s Menagerie went them one bet- 
ter in 1845. This show also had a 14- 
piece band and “in order to afford 
the band an opportunity of playing 
as the menagerie enters each town 
or village, the proprietors have built 
an omnibus for the sole purpose of 
carrying the band, and have attached 
to it four beautiful bay horses at a 
cost of $2,000”—probably America’s 
first circus band chariot! 

By the early ’50’s, circus owners 
began to give serious attention to 
their parades. They dressed up their 
wagons with colored cloth, banners 
and flags. And there was an occasion- 
al cage wagon with some wood carv- 
ings. But it remained for Spalding 
and Rogers Circus in 1855 to use the 
first big parade wagon, despite the 
fact that the show traveled overland. 

This wagon, known as the Apolloni- 
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can, bore a great number of musical 
instruments — including organ pipes, 
horns, whistles, drums and bells .— 
operated by levers. It was drawn by 
the first 40-horse team used by a 
circus. The steam calliope was in- 
vented in the same year, but it was 
four years later that Sands, Nathan 
and Company had the first steam 
calliope in a parade. 

The Civil War retarded circus ex- 
pansion, but in 1868 Yankee Robinson 
Circus had a parade in which tableau 
wagons drew considerable attention 
from the public press. One was called 
the Polyhymnia, a large musical 
organ on wheels. Another was the 
Golden Dragon and the third, the 
Four Seasons tableau. These were 
built by a Chicago wagon building 
firm, Coan and Ten Brocke. 

Howes & Cushing Circus, later 
known as Howes Great London, hav- 
ing returned in 1866 from a European 
tour, began receiving a set of beauti- 
ful tableaus built by English mechan- 
ics and decorated with carving and 
gold leaf by French and _ Italian 
artists. These wagons, obtained over 
a six-year period, spurred the first 
great rush of parade wagon building 
in this country. 

The Chariot of India was 35 feet 
long and 10 feet high, drawn by ele- 
phants. The World Chariot, built so 
that it could be extended 35 feet in 
the air, featuring allegorical paint- 
ings and gold and silver carvings and 
mirrors, was 25 feet long, 12 feet 
wide and was drawn by 20 Flemish 
horses. Then there was the Golden 
Dragon chariot, drawn by six zebras; 
the Lilliputian chariot, drawn by 20 
Shetland ponies; the Jerusaiem float, 
drawn by eight Jerusalem donkeys 
and the Golden Horse band chariot, 
drawn by 12 camels.

The accompanying records recently 
came into my possession aS a group, 
and since my friends agree that they 
constitute one of the most remarkable 
finds of recent years, I shall make no 
further apologies for printing the 
list. Short of personally playing 
them for you, how else could I better 
share my pleasure in them? If they 
had not been in such marvelous con- 
dition — even those in the very early 
5000 series — perhaps I could have 
restrained myself, but... well, they 
are a feast for the eyes as well as 
(in most cases) for the ears. So 
away with all modesty! Perhaps a 
perusal of this list will merely serve 
to arouse your envy, but it is my 
hope that it will instead inspire you 
to go out and hunt up something 
bigger and better! In these days 
when tons and tons of old records are 
being turned in for scrap, to be 
melted down so that their yield of 
shellac can be used in the manufac- 
ture of new _ issues, horrifying 
amounts of “old and rare” are in- 
evitably being destroyed. So it is 
always comforting to learn that 
something worthwhile has been res- 
cued for posterity, and while space 
limitations have prevented my re- 
porting the progress certain collec- 
tors have made in their rescue work, 
readers of this department may be 
sure that some fine work has been 
done. But not enough. Remember, 
fellow collectors, that never again 
will there be such a demand for scrap 
records as there is now, and while 
present conditions make record hunt- 
ing temporarily more rewarding, a 
terrible dearth is bound to follow. 
When the war is won old records will 
be fewer than ever before, and there- 
fore every effort must be made now 
to snatch such records as these from 
the melting pot. After all, broken, 
worthless, old black seal dance records 
are just as good for scrap purposes 
as the most cherishable of red seals. 

Especially for the sake of compara- 
tive newcomers, I should like to com- 
ment upon the more interesting re- 
cords in this lot. Although many of 
us no longer believe the 5000 series

Victors to be so fabulously rare as 
we did when Albert Wehling first be- 
gan writing about them back in No- 
vember, 1935, even the most seasoned 
collectors will prick up his ears upon 
hearing the glad tidings that no less 
than 18 of the precious things have 
been found in one lot! Such a stroke 
of luck is, as far as I know, unique 
in the annals of record collecting. As 
was explained in the July, 1941 issue 
of this magazine, the 5000 series re- 
cords (transferred to the 91,000 series 
a few months after being issued) are 
the American first editions of the 
first red seal celebrity discs, recorded 
in Europe in 1901, 1902 and 1903 by 
Victor’s affiliate. The Gramophone & 
Typewriter, Ltd. The Calvé’s, Adam’s 
and Plancon’s were all recorded in 
London, 1902, and seem mechanically 
somewhat inferior to the Caruso and 
other discs of Italian origin, and to 
those of Renaud, Ackté, Affre & 
Agussol and Delmas, which were 
waxed in Paris. But for one reason 
or another, all are fascinating. 

Of all the records on the list, the 
one I was most impatient to hear was 
Planeon 5018, for I hoped it would 
be just what the label leads one to 
expect and not, as is the case with 
the few other copies of this elusive 
disc to be reported so far, the Air 
du Tambour-Major from “Le Caid” 
which I have, correctly labelled, on 
5017. But my hopes were dashed and 
it turned out to be a mis-labelling, 
just like the others, and so I have 
come to the conclusion that if Victor 
ever issued Plancon’s London record- 
ing of Vulcan’s Song from “Philemon 
et Baucis” it was not under the num- 
ber 5018. This record and the similar 
ease of Renaud 5036 were thoroughly 
discussed on page 16 of the February 
HOBBIES. Poor Plancon was the 
victim of a lapse on the part of Vic- 
tor’s labelling department: on this 
particular copy of 5021 the singer’s 
name is altogether missing! In- 
cidentally, this is one of the most in- 
spired of the four magnificent ver- 
sions of Plancon’s “Veau d’Or” pub- 
lished by Victor, but mechanically it 
is poor and, unless reproduced very 
slowly, the great basso is made to 
sound like a tenor. 

Aino Ackté’s “A ma Fiancée,” in 
case you have wondered about it for 
as many years as I have, turns out 
to be Schumann’s famous “Widmung” 


in all too Gallic guise! The records 
of this beautiful Finnish soprano are 
highly prized by collectors, perhaps 
more as rare mementoes of a cele- 
brated artist than for their intrinsic 
merit. This one, played at a low 
enough speed, gives an excellent re- 
production of an interesting if not 
lovely voice. The interpretation is 
ardent. 

Suzanne Adams retired almost be- 
fore her brilliant career had com- 
menced, but not before recording for 
G&T in London, 1902, and for Colum- 
bia in New York a few months later. 
Her records disappeared early from 
the catalogs, and while it cannot be 
said that any of her performances 
have remained unsurpassed, they 
have more to recommend them than 
mere scarcity. There is some very 
brilliant singing in these recordings 
of “Coquette” and the “Romeo” waltz. 

The duet from “Romeo et Juliette” 
on 5076, which originated in Paris, 
must have been one of the first ever 
recorded by G&T, and surprisingly 
successful it is, too. Affre’s voice is 
pleasing here, but Agussol does not 
sound very distinguished. 

Calvé’s London recordings are live- 
ly affairs, sometimes startlingly in- 
formal, but as examples of finished 
vocalism they can hardly compare 
with her later Victors. However, 
they have a very special charm of 
their own, and none is more sought 
after than “Enchantment” (5001), 
with its remarkable chest tones, which 
Calvé did not record again. 

Caruso’s Milan recordings of 1902 
never fail to thrill me. The voice is 
so fresh and young, the style so full 
of zest, fire and abandon! Mechani- 
cally they are superb, too, with none 
of the tight, muffled quality that dis- 
figured the Victors of the 1905-1906 
period. This performance of “Celeste 
Aida” is not good, however, partly 
owing to the time limitations of a 
ten-inch disc. But the Siciliana from 
“Cavalleria” is a real thriller, its im- 
petuosity and passion sweeping aside 
all criticism. The New York version, 
of two years later (81030), is tame 
by comparison. In fact, with few ex- 
ceptions, Caruso’s first American 
series of 1904, released in the 81000 
and 85000 series, fail to show him 
quite at his best and he does not 
seem to have faced the recording horn 
with as much assurance as he did 
earlier in Italy, or later here. Yet,

dearth of highly proficient fiddlers 
that there is of singers! 

This sample of the singing of the 
Pope’s Choir (5067) is more than a 
mere curiosity, the recording being 
amazingly realistic for the period. 
The same may be said of 5081 and 
the rich bass of Delmas never sound- 
ed more impressive. As is so often 
the case with these very early records, 
the singer seems to be right in the 
room with you! 

It was only in April, 1942 (see 
that issue of this magazine), that 
we knew for sure that Garbin’s 
“Favorita” was first issued here under 
the number 5038. Aside from this 
one I have heard of only one other 
copy in the country, but there must 
be more. It is an important and 
rare item, but the musical world in 
general would not have shed many 
tears if it had never turned up at 
all, for the voice and style are un- 
lovely. The opposite is true of Ma- 
dame Christman’s “Ave Maria” 
(5044), which is a better exhibition 
of her appealing voice than my copy 
of her “Doubt” (91065). Beyond the 
fact that she recorded for both G&T 
and Columbia about 40 years ago, I 
ean tell yon nothing about this Rus- 
sian soprano. 

In many ways, the outstanding re- 
cord among these 18 of the 5000 series 
is the Renaud (5035), recorded in 
Paris in 1901. Originally one of the 
chief charms of this great French 
baritone, the exquisite quality of his 
high notes deteriorated soon after 
1900 from singing too many Beck- 
messers and such, so the story goes. 
In fact, Renaud is said to have lost 
his voice for a time and what he 
regained, while enough, in conjunction 
with his superb acting and skilful 
costuming, to win him great favor 
when he came to America, did not 
compare with what had been before. 
This record, however, must have been 
made before the glory of those high 
notes was dimmed, for all who know 
it agree that never have they heard 
such tones from a Renaud dise. The 
interpretation is inspired but decided- 
ly unorthodox. His version of the 
“Roi de Lahore” air on 92002, dating 
back to 1906, remains unsurpassed. 

Nine mauve label “Melba Records” 
in one lot is doing well, too, especially 
when they are clear and unworn as 
these are. They were waxed in Lon- 
don in 1904 and 1905 and, although 
I do not feel that the true timbre of 
that wonderful voice was ever done 
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justice by the acoustic process of re- 
cording, they do show a freshness of 
tone and flexibility of technique re- 


markable in a woman of 45. But 
then, few singers preserved their 
voices as well as Melba did. In near- 


ly every case Melba’s coloratura work 
in this early series is both more bril- 
liant and more spontaneous than in 
the replacements that began to ap- 
pear in 1907. Notice, for instance 
(if you can!), the vast difference be- 
tween this first “Lo, Here the Gentle 
Lark” and the second and third ver- 
sions of 1907 and 1910. In the field 
of pure, undecorated song Melba was 
at least equally happy, and this early 
series includes some exquisite ex- 
amples, including much that she did 
not do over again later, notably the 
lovely Bemberg song “Sur le Lac” 
(95028). 

The names of those two sterling 
Italian baritones, Scotti and Cam- 
panari, figure prominently in the early 
Columbia and Victor lists. As sing- 
ers they were somewhat eclipsed by 
Battistini and, later, Ruffo and Ama- 
to, but nevertheless they left us 
some fine records. These early piano 
accompanied Scotti’s are almost all 
uniformly good, if not sensational. 
Campanari, a very prolific recorder, 
was less even in his output, but bril- 
liant at his best. All those listed 
here are very fine, but the best Cam- 
panari remains, as far as I’m con- 
cerned, the “Africana” aria on Vic- 
tor 85027, an astoundingly realistic 
reproduction of a thrilling perform- 
ance. 

Sembrich, favorite at the Metropoli- 
tan for so many years, is not so be- 
loved among collectors, as her records 
are generally disappointing. Best of 
all her coloratura discs, however, is 
this Ah, non giunge of 1904 — a 
brilliant performance. 

These are not the finest Eames 
records, though the “Chanson d’ 
Amour” is a beautiful exception and 
the “Two American Patriotic Songs” 
a priceless souvenir. The “Faust” 
trio with Dalmores and Plancon is as 
disappointing to hear as it is thrill- 
ing to think about — a great oppor- 
tunity lost. j 

Plancon, in this “Damnation of 
Faust” Serenade (with piano), is at 
his unique best, and quite well re- 
corded, too — the only basso who 
sparkles! This applies as well to his 
astounding performance of the “Le 
Caid” air. His “Jesus of Nazareth” 
is dramatic and thrilling, but the 
“Magic Flute” records don’t do him 
justice. The outstanding feature of 
his rare “Les Saisons” are the neat- 
ly tossed-off runs. 

Homer’s contralto is one of the 
most beautiful on records — smooth 
and pleasing. Her early records are 
generally more interesting and vital 
than the later ones, and in this colora- 


tura aria from “Le Prophete,”’ made 
about 40 years ago, she is really ex- 
citing. 

A different type of contralto is Ada 
Crossley, whose powerful low tones 
remind one of the more famous Clara 
Butt. With De Lussan she shares the 
honor of having appeared on the first 
Victor red seal discs of American 
origin. Her records are far from com- 
mon and the best, I think, is the least 
rare “Caro mio ben.” The others 
are extremely hard to find and I’d 
boast about “Four Leaf Clovers” 
more loudly if Philip Roden, of New 
Jersey, hadn’t just written me that he 
recently found it in its strictly origi- 
nal form, bearing the number 2189 — 
not that I’m complaining! 

It happens that three of the four 
Tamagno’s are new to my collection 
and I am very: pleased to have them, 
for even when that mighty voice can 
no longer quite carry out his noble 
conceptions, there is something great 
about everything he has done on 
records. The 12-inch versions of 
these “Otello” and “Andrea Chenier” 
arias are definitely superior, in my 
opinion, and it is a pity Victor never 
issued them here. 

Gilibert’s French songs are a de- 
light. His “Plaisir d’Amour,” in 
spite of some trouble with the intona- 
tion, has long been one of my favor- 
ite records. The interpretation is 
superb, the legato sustained to an 
extraordinary degree, the diction is 
perfection, the tone fuller than usual 
and beautifully shaded; and there is 
even a neat and not too conspicuous 
trill! 

Emma Juch was near the end of 
her singing career when she recorded, 
but you’d never guess it to hear her 
three Victors of 1904, of which these 
two are both excellent. Of the same 
period is Gadski’s “Du bist die Ruh,” 
and her voice never sounded fresher. 
The songs on 88041, made a few 
years later, are beautifully done, too. 

Schumann-Heink is great in the big 
arias on the 85,000 series records, 
charming in the Brahams “Wiegen- 
lied,” but surprisingly disappointing 
in “Orfeo” . .. Journet was never 
more impressive than in the King’s 
Prayer from “Lohengrin.” But this 
is the end of my space...

Byron G. Harlan — II

_— HARLAN’S recovery from 

the typhoid that laid him low in 
1911 was a slow and painful process. 
When he was finally able to get 
about, after several months in bed, 
his weight of 200-plus had dropped 
to less than 100 pounds, and he bore 
no resemblance to the cheery gentle- 
man whose impersonation of Santa 
Claus was for years a treat enjoyed 
by the children of Orange, N. J., as 
they assembled around the community 
Christmas tree. 

Fortunately, as he regained his 
weight his voice returned, unim- 
paired. Meanwhile, Collins had got 
along as best he could in recording 
without his partner. On Victor he 
sang solos, with banjo accompani- 
ments by his old friend, Vess Oss- 
man, who had played with him in the 
’90’s. Columbia teamed him with Al- 
bert Campbell, whose high tenor 
voice proved a good substitute for 
Harlan’s. 

The big comedian’s naturally 
cheery, optimistic attitude returned in 
full force as he regained his health. 
Billy Murray likes to tell of the fun 
Harlan had when on tour with the 
Eight Famous Victor Artists. He 
would go with Billy and other mem- 
bers of the troupe into a restaurant 
and begin to spout orders to the 
waiter in a meaningless gibberish 
that sounded exactly like some 
foreign language. When the waiter 
couldn’t understand what he was talk- 
ing about he would pretend to be so 
provoked that the head waiter would 
be called. He couldn’t make sense of 
the gabbling, either. And Byron would 
go on, pretending to be more and more 
irate, until Billy would grab him by 
his collar, push him through the front 
door and rush him up against the 
nearest lamp-post. Harlan would then 
stand, leaning against the post, shout- 
ing with laughter that could be heard 
for blocks. 

On a different occasion he used 
his facility to imitate foreign tongues 
in another way. While rehearsing 
with Robert Gayler, Edison studio 
pianist, he began singing in mock 
operatic style, taking all sorts of 
ultra-high tones and playing every 
imaginable trick with the scale. For 
the fun of it Gayler accompanied him, 
or tried to, and had the bogus aria 
recorded. This was later played over 
for some of the company’s executives, 
who were all excited over the belief 
that they had discovered one of the 
greatest operatic tenors of all time. 
Their disgust was great when they 
learned it was only Harlan up to one 
of his pranks. With his vast sense of 


humor, the tenor must have relished 
a remark made in the Edison publica- 
tion, “Along Broadway.” To me it 
remains as one of the funniest “cut 
lines” I have ever read. Beneath a 
photo of Harlan at work in his 
kitchen, the magazine commented: 
“Even great singers must have 
athletic exercise to keep fit. Mr. Har- 
lan frying an egg.” 

Billy also recalled that Harlan, al- 
though an accomplished sight reader 
of music, had a wretched memory 
for the words. On one occasion he 
was in a theater singing “Two Little 
Baby Shoes” (one of his famous “sob 
songs”) to the accompaniment of 
Albert Benzler’s piano. To make sure 
of the words he had them printed in 
large letters on a piece of cardboard 
which was propped behind the piano. 
Suddenly Benzler decided to open 
the piano top. When he did so, the 
cardboard was pushed against the 
footlights and burst into flame. The 
horror-stricken tenor couldn’t remem- 
ber a word and stood helpless, until 
his cronies backstage quit laughing 
long enough to troop forth in a body 
and sing the chorus for him. 

Although Mr. Harlan is best re- 
membered as a comedian, his largest 
selling solo records were probably 
those in a more lyrical vein—simple 
songs of sentiment, such as “School 
Days,” which stayed in the Victor 
catalog for 20 years, “Why Don’t 
They Play With Me?” “Two Little 
Baby Shoes,” “Where the Sunset 
Turns the Ocean’s Blue to Gold” (a 
great favorite on both Edison cylin- 
ders and Columbia discs), “Would You 
Care?” and “When the Harvest Moon 
is Shining on the River.” 

In comedy, his most successful solos 
were those of the “rube” type. One 
of his very best was “They Gotta 
Quit Kickin’ My Dawg Aroun’.” Other 
excellent efforts of this genre were 
the classic “Wal, I Swan,” “Way 
Down East Where I Belong,” and, 
after the World War, “How Ya Gonna 
Keep ’Em Down on the Farm?” 

It also should be mentioned that 
Mr. Harlan did not confine himself 
in his duet work exclusively to his 
partnership with Arthur Collins. He 
and Steve Porter teamed up in many 
vaudeville skits of the “rube” variety, 
such as “The Old-Time Street Medi- 
cine Faker” and “Down on Jasper’s 
Farm,” and in the years before Frank 
Stanley adopted Henry Burr as his 
tenor protege, Harlan sang many 
standard duets with the great basso. 
They particularly specialized in patri- 
otic songs, such as “Dixie” and 
“Marching Through Georgia.” But 
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their other repertoire ranged from 
records of “The Palms” to “The Girl 
I Loved in Sunny Tennessee.” And— 
rarity of rarities! -— I have a very 
old Columbia single-face in which the 
famous Irish sketch, “Backyard Con- 
versation Between Two Jealous Irish 
Washerwomen,” was recorded by 
Harlan and Len Spencer. A few years 
later this opus was associated en- 
tirely with Steve Porter, who re- 
recorded it and made it his own. 

Just as Harlan’s long illness made 
carrying on difficult for Collins, so 
the injuries the baritone sustained in 
an Ohio theater in 1921 provided his 
associate with a problem for a year or 
two. He made a few solo records for 
the minor companies and, since Cal 
Stewart was now dead, even recorded 
a number of “Uncle Josh” monologs. 
In some records he had the assistance 
of new-comers, such as Billy Jones 
and Ernest Hare. As has already been 
related, however, Collins and Harlan 
returned to recording and vaudeville 
tours in 1923, and continued together 
for almost two years more. Mr. Col- 
lins’ failing health then compelled 
him to retire in Florida. 

My. Harlan continued to live in 
Orange, where he was a valued friend 
and neighbor of Thomas Edison 
(Billy Murray used to introduce him 
to audiences as “the only member 
of our troupe who could call Mr. 
Edison ‘Tom’ without getting thrown 
out!”) and he, too, lived his remaining 
years in virtual retirement. In 1931, 
Harry Mack, an announcer at radio 
station WOR, became enthusiastic 
about his still great abilities as a 
comedian, and wrote a series of pro- 
grams in which he was featured; but 
they were soon dropped. 

On September 11, 1936, Mr. Harlan 
died of a heart attack in the bath-tub 
at his home in Orange. The metro- 
politan newspapers were generous in 
their accounts of his career and his 
former celebrity as one of the great- 
est of recording artists. He was sur- 
vived by his wife and daughter, Mrs. 
Frank Lucas, of Essex Falls, N. J., 
both of whom are still living. 


The permanent appeal of the Col- 
lins and Harlan records is shown by 
the fact that hundreds of collectors 
consider them authentic Americana 
and enthusiastically acquire them as 
among the finest “period pieces” of 
their time. I make the prediction 
that “the portly, pleasant and popular 
Komedy Kings” will not be forgotten 
for generations to come — that some- 
where in the land there will be 
machines playing “The Preacher and 
the Bear’ and “Auntie Skinner’s 
Chicken Dinner.” 

They should not be forgotten. They 
were truly accomplished artists who 
excelled in the difficult field of dia- 
lect and were never satisfied to make 
anything but an admirable job of 
whatever they undertook.

A Pictorial Cover

Cre of the joys for the collector of 
sheet music is to discover a song 
with the title page bearing the por- 
traitures of two famous singers such 
as Alboni and Jenny Lind. Whether 
or not the two ever actually sang 
this duet is problematical, but it was 
written for them and there they are 
pictured much as they must have 
looked — Marietta Alboni, the con- 
tralto, of heavy build, and Jenny 
Lind, the soprano, of more delicate 
mold. 

Lind needs no introduction to hob- 
byists. Her fame is now legendary. 
Wagenknecht, in his charming life of 
the singer, states: “As a singer, she 
stands, even today, somewhat in a 
world apart. There are other fa- 
mous musicians of the past — Mali- 


bran, Sontag, Grisi, Alboni, Cam- 
panini — what are they but names? 
Even Patti and Tamagno are 


already receding definitely in the 
memory of human-kind. But Jenny 
Lind? That is another story.” It 
will be interesting to note if Mr. 
Wagenknecht’s belief will be chal- 
lenged in the future by the name of 
Caruso, which seems to have become 
part of the common idiom. 

It is interesting to see that Wagen- 
knecht makes mention of Alboni. 
Marietta Alboni (1823-1894; debut 
1843), ‘tis true, is nothing but a 
memory now, even to collectors of 
musiciana; but she definitely was of 
the great, as the evidence left by her 
contemporaries proves. She enjoyed 
the rarity of a true, luscious contralto 
but, having an enormous range, often 
employed her voice unwisely in sing- 
ing soprano. The range (contralto) 
was of two octaves, g to g, and above 
that was not unpleasant, only thin. 

For a brief time she was an opera- 
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tic rival of Jenny Lind. In 1847, 
the leading English opera house had 
been “Her Majesty’s Theatre,” at 
which Jenny Lind appeared in May. 
Due to criticisms, another opera 
house had been opened, Covent Gar- 
den, whose name and fame was to out- 
live that of the older hall. Alboni 
made her first English appearance at 
Covent Garden in April, and it was 
a triumph, as is evidenced in two 
facts! The day after her debut the 
manager raised her salary from 500 
pounds to 2,000 pounds! Also, the 
undeniable brilliance of her voice did 
much to defeat the engagement of 
Jenny Lind a month later by and for 
Her Majesty’s Theatre. 

But reasons for the unfavorability 
of Alboni’s name to be retained in 
legend were many. The most im- 
portant was her own personality 
which, while amiable, lacked the dra- 
matic fire to sweep her audience into 
the necessary frenzy for hero-wor- 
ship. All admired her voice, but her 
perfect rendition of a song never 
varied; it was perfect vocally, but 
lacked emotionally. Another reason 
was her lack of beauty, grace and 
charm, such as Jenny Lind possessed. 
Also, she was of a retiring nature and 
abhorred _ self-advertisement, and 
frankly enjoyed her home life more 
than that of public. She retired in 
1853 — only a brief 10 years before 
the music-loving populace. And she 
only re-appeared twice again—at the 
death of Rossini, when she sang with 
Patti, and when Rossini’s “Petite 
Messe Solennelle” was first performed 
in 1871 (London). The latter con- 
tralto part had been designated for 
her by Rossini himself whenever the 
mass was to be introduced to the 
public. 

Stephen Glover, the composer of 
this really melodious duet, is better- 
known for his “What Are the Wild 
Waves Saying?” He never enjoyed 
robust health, but his facile pen pro- 
duced between 1,200 and 1,500 sepa- 
rate compositions, instrumental and 
vocal, with many published! His 
music may have received “mere draw- 
ing-room popularity,” as Miss Louisa 
M. Middleton claims, but it also did 
contain sincere sweetness of melody. 
He was no world-stirrer as a musi- 
cian, but he must have pleased many 
a troubled breast with his music of 


charm and quietness. 
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George Washington in Lithographs

ie one of the many descriptions of 
our early republic written by 
European visitors, the memoirs of 
Paul Svinin, a Russian diplomat sta- 
tioned in Washington about 1812, 
there is a pertinent comment: “It is 
noteworthy that every American con- 
siders it his sacred duty to have a 
likeness of Washington in his home. 
A Washington portrait is the finest, 
and sometimes the sole decoration of 
American homes.” That is a very 
marked contrast to present-day Amer- 
ican homes, particularly those which 
have been carefully and tastefully 
furnished, although less “cultured” 
citizens, especially first and second- 
generation Americans, still hang 
portraits of our national heroes from 
1776 to 1943 on their walls. Pos- 
sibly those of older lineage consider 
such a display of patriotism vul- 
gar, and certainly there are still 
many who prefer not to be reminded 
of Lincoln and the Civil War or Roo- 
sevelt and the New Deal. But, while 
George Washington’s face may not be 
pretty, it is certainly a non-partisan 
American motif, and one which should 
be in high fashion at this moment. 

The choice of portraits of Wash- 
ington and pictured scenes from his 
life is really enormous, when paint- 
ings, engravings, wood-cuts, lithog- 
raphs and all other types of pictures 
are considered, the total running into 
the thousands. Naturally, the most 
important are those painted from life, 
especially the oils of Stuart and the 
Peales, with some of the engravings 
issued during Washington’s lifetime 
next in order. All these, however, are 
rare, with many of the known ex- 
amples already in public collections, 
beyond the reach of the private col- 
lector, for whom the lithographs af- 
ford the widest choice, with some 150 
titles known. 

Since lithography was not intro- 
duced into this country until a quar- 
ter of a century after Washington’s 
death, “life portraits” in this medium 
should hardly be expected. However, 


Rembrandt Peale, one of the finest 
American portrait painters, was es- 
pecially known for his likenesses of 
the Father of His Country, who sat 
for him 14 times. After Wash- 
ington’s death, in 1799, Peale went on 
turning out copies or adaptations of 
his Washington portraits until the 
70 or more which are known were 
completed. When the Pendletons of 
Boston started the first successful 
lithographing establishment in the 
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United States, he became interested 
in the new process and made a num- 
ber of lithographs which were repro- 
duced on Pendletons’ press. These 
include three portraits of Washing- 
ton, a small folio, a large folio vig- 
nette type, both undated, and the 
large folio illustrated, which is dated 
1827, Like all our first lithographs, 
these are uncolored; but, unlike the 
others, which show that they are the 
work of engravers in their fine lines 
and cross-hatching, these were drawn 
by a skilful and talented painter, who 
made full use of the lithographic 
technique. 

These Peale prints are scarce, actu- 
ally rarer than his oil portraits. So 
is the quarto “George Washington, 
Designed by Emily Nutting after 
Savage, Anin & Smith Senefelder 
Litho. Co., Boston,” issued about 1830, 
and the earlier large folio “George 
Washington, First President of the 
United States, From the Original 
Series Painted by Stuart for Messrs. 
Doggett of Boston,” which was also 
lithographed by Pendleton. This 
series of the first five presidents, 
known as the “Five Kings,” was com- 
missioned by the Boston book and art 
dealers, and reproduced only after 
many tribulations, including, appar-

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ently, the loss of a sixth portrait of 
John Quincy Adams. But these pic- 
tures were copied, not too accurately, 
in most of the similar presidental por- 
traits issued by at least seven lith- 
ographers, and most of these, particu- 
larly those by the Currier house, are 
better known. 

Nathaniel Currier and Currier & 
Ives published eight bust portraits of 
Washington, most of them directly 
inspired by the Stuart paintings, and 
several with companion prints of 
Lady Washington, but without any 
mention of the originals. D. W. Kel- 
logg of Hartford, J. H. Bufford and 
Louis Prang of Boston also issued

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busts after Stuart, so stated in their 
titles. Other busts worth mention for 
their fine quality and decorative value 
are the large folios published by Wil- 
liam Smith of Philadelphia, the two 
chromos by Louis Prang and that by 
E. C. Middleton of Cincinnati. The 
full-length portraits include a wide 
variety of types and backgrounds, the 
six Masonic prints and the equestrian 
portrait by N. Currier, one of the 
“Best Fifty” small folio Currier 
prints, possibly the most interesting. 
The famous Washington Monument at 
Washington was erected by public 
subscription, and lithographed por- 
traits by Endicctt of New York and 
Hoen of Baliimore served as certifi- 
cates acknowledging contributions. 

The groups are headed by the 
“Washington Family” of which 17 
variants are known. All are more or 
less adaptations of the Savage en- 
graving, but the small folio by M. E. 
D. Brown of New York, dated 1839, 
probably the first of the series, is the 
only one to mention the original in 
its imprint. A fine large folio ver- 
sion is known to the writer only with- 
out an imprint, but was probably pub- 
lished by William Smith of Philadel- 
phia. Other groups show Washing- 
ton with his generals, and one by 
Currier & Ives, inspired by the Cen- 
tennial of 1876, substitutes his cabi- 
net. 

Scenes and views afford an illus- 
trated story of Washington’s life, 
from his birth at Wakefield to his 
death and his tomb at Mount Vernon, 
Nathaniel Currier and Currier & 
Ives both showed him “Taking Com- 
mand of the Army at Boston,” with 
companion prints” Taking Leave of 
the Army.” N. Currier’s print of this 
scene is particularly fine. His head- 
quarters at Newburg and Cambridge, 
his meeting with Lafayette, and his 
Winter at Valley Forge all appear 
several times. The Battle of Tren- 
ton, and especially views of the Gen- 
eral crossing the Delaware River on 
the evening before this are favorite 
topics; the small Currier & Ives and 
the large print published by Thomas 
Kelly are the best versions. Wash- 
ington’s arrival in New York to be in- 
augurated as President is another 
favorite; the N. Currier print and 
the very large and handsome view by 
Duval of Philadelphia are especially 
fine. But an unimportant incident 
on his way to New York, “Washing- 
ton’s Reception by the Ladies at the 
Bridge at Trenton,” struck the senti- 
mental fancy of the Victorian public 
so strongly that it was shown eight 
times by N. Currier, and also by Cur- 
rier & Ives, J. Baillie, E. B. & E. C. 
Kellogg, Kellogg & Comstock and 
twice by one John Jacob Hipp, in 
1879 and 1887. Washington’s home 
at Mount Vernon was an even more

COLLECTOR of automobiliana 

gets a great satisfaction out of 
the friendly contacts and associations 
that he makes; sometimes even a 
greater satisfaction than that de- 
rived from making a discovery.

gasoline motors can only be explained 
by the fact that when the automobile 
bacteria was once in your system it 
was impossible to get it out. 

“Would not advertisements in local 
newspapers all over the United States 
be of assistance in locating these old- 
time cars?

I had more real pleasure with that 
little runabout than any other car 
I have owned before or since. Those 
early two-cylinder Reos were worth- 
less and had just about everything 
wrong with their construction that 
you could think of. The Rambler, 
Jackson and Buick had two cylinder 
opposed motors, and the Buick Motor 
was very good; but the others were 
enough to make their unfortunate 
owners curse God and long to die. 

“Apropos of Packard; the 1903 
Model F was built when the factory 
was located in Warren, Ohio. The 
next car was the 1904 four-cylinder 
Model L — a rear-entrance tonneau 
job, and a fine car for its period. Then 
came the 1905 Model N, a car that 
was really reliable and a lady. I 
acquired a Model N in 1912, and it 
did me excellent service, but hav- 
ing no magneto it used up an enor- 
mous amount of battery current. The 
1907 Model ‘30’ was a really splendid 
machine, superior to the 1908 and 
1909 Models that followed. There 
were some pretty fair cars in 1907. 
Wintons, Model R and Model C; the 
Thomas Flyer and the Thomas ‘40’; 
also the Peerless. The 1905 Pope- 
Toledo and Pope-Hartford are mu- 

seum pieces. If you could find an 
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old Mathison touring car, I think 
you would have the last word in 
automotive complication. I was once 
a real auto fanatic, and I could write 
reams concerning the old-time ma- 
chines and their idiosyncrasies. 

“A saga could be written of the 
‘human interest’ side, too, that mem- 
ories of all these old cars conjure; 
when auto owners were divided into 
two classes — millionaires and damn 
fools. Who in these days would 
believe that motor-car owners were 
considered a menace to decent society; 
and that to own a car meant that 
about 30 percent would be added to 
all your other accounts, for if you 
could afford to run a car you could 
afford to pay a stiff price for every- 
thing else — and were a sucker to 
boot. 

“The scandalous amount of people 
who mortgaged their homes to pur- 
chase automobiles! The difficulty of 
obtaining satisfactory labor when the 
best to be got was poor enough; the 
Pioneer owners who, in their ignor- 
ance, were imposed upon right and 
left by repair-men and garage pro- 
prietors who would make Captain 
Kidd and Al Capone look like philan- 
thropists. 

“For example: (and this was a 
fact): Imagine yourself in the year 
1906 and stalled in an isolated com- 
munity. Inquiry reveals that an ‘ex- 
pert’ auto mechanic is located about 
10 miles away. You contact this 
repair-man via the ‘party line,’ and 
finally the expert arrives, duly at- 
tired in cap, goggles, leather coat, 
gauntlet gloves and leather leggings, 
and driving a gothic-boned horse in 
an ancient buggy. While your glazed 
eyes digest this ensemble in con- 
junction with such lowly means of 
locomotion, your repair-man unlimb- 
ers a meek little bicycle repair-kit, a 
monkey-wrench and a_ carpenter’s 
hammer and sets to work. When he 
begins to draw on the local black- 
smith shop for supplemental tools, 
you begin to feel that the engage- 
ment is going to be a serious mistake. 
But of course it is too late to say 
anything. Only then subsequent con- 
versation reveals the awful fact that 
the ‘expert’ is one of a crop of rural 
graduates from an automobile corres- 
pondence school, and your car is the 
guinea pig for his first actual experi- 
ence. So you interfere, gather up the 
pieces of your disembowled engine, 
and ship the whole car to the nearest 
agency — by freight.” 

People will appreciate automo- 
biliana more and more as the years 
go by. We do hope that in the 
thousands of junk collections being 
made the items of interest, such as 
license tags, unusual accessories, etc., 
will be saved. It seems a pity that 
so many really historical items are 
being destroyed along with junk.

Perhaps Reginald Lawrence of 
Galveston, Ind., can tell us, as he has 
a collection of almost 2,000 auto- 
graphs of stage, screen and radio 
stars, all of whom he has met per- 
sonally. 

Lawrence is known throughout In- 
diana, Florida, West Virginia, and 
Michigan as “Mysterious Lawrence,” 
as he entertains with magic, music, 
and juggling; naturally he became 
interested in autographs of others in 
the field of entertainment. 

Hollywood has furnished him such 
names as: Monte Blue and Joe Cook, 
both Indiana boys, Hugh Herbert, 
the Stroud Twins, Eddie Foy, Jr., 
Gene Autry, Richard Arlen, Sonny 
Boy, Hoot Gibson, Ken Maynard, Ray 
Corrigan, Judy Canova, Helen O’Con- 
nell and many others. 

Since Lawrence has made appear- 
ances over radio stations WLS, WK- 
MO, WDBO, WCHS, and WSAZ, he 
is interested in names frequently 
heard over the air, such as Ben Ber- 
nie, Dave Rubinoff, Johnny “Scat” 
Davis, Bonnie Baker, Jimmy Dorsey, 
Ina Ray Hutton, Lum and Abner, 
Lula Belle and Scotty, Uncle Ezra, 
Red Foley and most all of the WLS 
stars. Lillie May and her Coon Creek 
Girls, Aunt Ida and Little Clifford, 
Carl “Deacon” Moore and others of 
WLW are also in the Lawrence auto- 
graph book. 

Blackstone heads the list of famous 
magicians. Then there are Betty and 
Benny Fox, sky dancers, Barney Old- 
field, old-time auto racer, Robert Rip- 
ley of “Believe It Or Not” fame, 
“Bring ‘Em Back Alive” Frank 
Buck, stunt flyer Mike Murphy, ani- 
mal trainers Clyde Beatty and wife, 
Father Flanigan of Boys’ Town. 

Lowell Thomas, news commentator, 
and A. Somoza, President of Nicara- 
gua, are there too. 

Perhaps the most treasured of this 
collection are two autographed photo- 
graphs of the late Jean Harlow and 
an autograph of Amelia Earhart, ob- 
tained shortly before her last flight. 

Sally Rand presented Lawrence 
with a large autographed picture of 
herself also, along with some feathers 
from the fan used in her famous fan 


dance which set the Century of Prog- 
ress agog in 1933. 

When meeting these folks Lawrence 
usually has a few tricks up his sleeve, 
as the old saying goes, or a deck of 
ecards in his pocket with which to 
entertain them.

Curie was one of 
those who disliked parting with her 
signature; for it is said that in 1929, 
while in this country, she went to the 
Golden Jubilee of Light luncheon 
given for Thomas Edison and Mr. and 
Mrs. Ford and Mr. and Mrs. Hoover, 
as well as all other celebrities who 
were asked to sign menus, cheerfully 
complied. Mme. Curie refused to sign, 
however.

Curie’s signature, sent a 
sizable check and told her to give it 
to her favorite charity. But it didn’t 
work! Mme. Curie’s secretary re- 
turned the check — untouched. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, however, 
used to tell his admirers that if they 
would buy $25 worth of books at a 
certain psychic book shop in London, 
the address of which he always en- 
closed, they could have his autograph. 

Still other autograph givers have 
insisted that the recipient of their 
a tographs donate a certain amount 
to their favorite charity.

For the most part, however, famous 
people are generally eager to comply 
with requests for their signatures.

As a matter 
of fact, I still collect.”

Portrait Collection 


Collecting portraits of the Presi- 
dents of the United States is a long 
job, especially when you are trying 
to find ones that are the most repre- 
sentative of the man while he held 
office. Sometimes there are many 
portraits of a President, but all of 
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poor quality; sometimes they were 
made before or after his presidency. 
On the other hand, likenesses may be 
so rare that you wonder if a par- 
ticular president ever had his por- 
trait painted. These have been some 
of the experiences of The New York 
Historical Society, an organization 
which has been collecting presidential 
portraits for over 138 years. 

The Society is now displaying the 
25th portrait to be added to this 
gallery. It is of William Howard Taft, 
by Artur Halmi. Painted from life, 
the sittings were held in the White 
House while Taft was President. 
Along with the portrait, the Society 
also received various letters wherein 
the appointments were made for the 
artist to go to Washington for the 
various sittings. 


Taft was President of the United 
States from 1908 until 1912. He was 
born in Cincinnati, September 15, 
1857, attended Yale, and Cincinnati 
Law School. Through the field of law 
he worked into government and then 
rose to become Presfdent. His career 
did not end with his defeat for re- 
election in 1912, for he then became 
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a professor of law at Yale, and, in 
1921, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, one of the few men in the 
history of the United States to be 
both President and Chief Justice. He 
died on March 8, 1930, and is buried 
in Arlington. 

Artur Halmi, the painter of the 
Taft portrait, is of European origin. 
He was born in Budapest in 1866, 
studied in Vienna and Munich. He 
first came to America in 1910, to see 
his mother primarily, but the visit 
lengthened to a stay of more than 30 
years. His portrait of President Taft 
was one of his first important com- 
missions in America. A memorial 
exhibition of Halmi’s paintings was 
held in New York in 1939.

Leyendecker Preferred 


While some collect and study only 
the old masters, there are others who 
are devotees only of the more modern 
artists. One of the latter is William 
Harold White, himself an artist, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. He writes: 


“A drawing by Leyendecker! Wheth- 
er it be a new one or an early one, 
it means a thrill to this collector of 
his art. Most young artists look to 
older and famous artists for the in- 
spiration and technical skill, and 
choose from them those that mostly 
appeal to the type of art they wish 
to follow. Draftsmanship, character 
and design were things I wanted; and 
I found all of these in this great 
American artist. 

“Joseph Christian Leyendecker was 
born in Montabour, Germany, in 1874, 
and came to America at the age of 
eight. He gave early promise of his 
artistic ability. At 16 he entered an 
engraving horse in Chicago. Five 
years later he went to Paris, where 
he studied for several years under 
Jean Paul Laurens and Benjamin 
Constant. He returned to the United 
States, where he rapidly forged to 
the front as a leading cover designer. 
He lives in New Rochelle, N. Y. I 
think he is without a peer in the 
cover designing field. 

“Now a word as to my collection. 
In 1910 I found my first Collier and 
Saturday Evening Post covers which 
Leyendecker designed. Old book stores 
gave up these treasures. Artist 
friends have helped me collect Leyen- 
deckers, too. At present I have a 
complete collection of his Saturday 
Evening Post covers, 324 in all, 
and Collier’s, 49 in all. Leyendecker 
also designed for Success Magazine, 
Popular Magazine, Kuppenheimer 
Fashion Books, Arrow Collars and 
war posters, besides doing many other 
cover designs and story illustrations. 
My most treasured pieces are those 
drawn in 1895, 1896 and 1897.”

ended her reign and started Raleigh’s 
misfortunes. 

Diamond-point writing rings, such 
as the one used in this incident, 
seem to have been fairly plentiful in 
16th century England and _ were 
known as “tower rings.” The reason 
for this name is difficult to conjec- 
ture, unless it was because those im- 
prisoned in the Tower of London 
could use them to cut names and 
verses upon the windows of their 
cells. 

In an 18th century newspaper was 
another story of writing with a dia- 
mond point. It seems that an English- 
woman of beauty and renown cut on 
a window-pane, on impulse, the fol- 
lowing lines: 

“Tn vain, in vain is all you’ve said, 
For I’m resolved to die a Maid.” 
A gentleman friend responded by 

writing below: 

“The Lady who this resolution took 

Wrote it on Glass to show it 

might be broke.” 

It is said that later the pane was 
substituted by a new one, and we 
wonder if perhaps the beauty’s reso- 
lution to remain single was also sub- 
stituted by a new conviction. 
Decade Ring 

He was already an old man back 
in 1792 and he had spent an exciting 
and adventurous life at sea. But 
though he may have lost youth and

agility, he still had his ring — his 


dicket. A queer ring it was, too, with 
its ten small knobs and one large 
center knob engraved with a cross. 
Yet, it had served him well. During 
battle, if one watched him closely, 
he would be seen to place the ring 
successively on each of his fingers, 
turning it when he came to the thumb. 
None knew, or even stopped to won- 
der, of the reason for this strange 
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behavior. And for this he was grate- 
ful — for he was saying his prayers. 
Amidst the hurry and confusion of 
a man-of-war. this old man paused 
and repeated an Ave for each of the 
smaller bosses and a Paternoster for 
the large one with the cross. 

The 14th and 15th centuries saw 
many of these rings, sometimes de- 
scribed in wills and inventories as 
“rings with knoppes or bulionys,” 
other times called ‘‘pilgrims,”’ 
“reliquary” rings, or rosary rings. 
Our friend of the sea called his a 
dicket. Few knew that its correct 
name was decade ring; less cared. 

But worn they were, and frequently 
they were bequeathed to the favored 
upon the death of the owner, de- 
scribed as “heirlooms of great value.” 
Many religious-minded persons wore 
them to bed so that, if they awoke 
during the night, they might repeat 
their prayers, keeping count by means 
of the knobs on the ring. 

Fashion Plate 

One of the most unusual of collec- 
tions was that presented to the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, in 
New York, by Samuet P. Avery, back 
in 1873, It seems that there was a 
certain 17th century gentleman who 
was extremely fond of his gold ring 
and was loathe to change the circlet 
to which he was accustomed just so 
that his jewelry would match his 
clothing. So for every waistcoat he 
possessed he had made a specially- 
cut stone to fit the setting of his 
gold ring. Thus, regardless of the 
shade or pattern of his waistcoat, he 
always had a stone to match. And he 
must have had a good many waist- 
coats too, for there were 240 of these 
oval, domed-inch-long stones in the 
collection.

A Boat Helped 
Publicize Telephone 

A scale model of the Ohio river 
packet, “Telephone,” has been pre- 
sented to the river museum at Mari- 
etta, Ohio, by the Ohio Bell Telephone 
Co. The miniature replica of the 
steamboat, which plied the river from 
1878 to 1885, was built by Jack Bren- 
nan, central office repairman of the 
Ohio Bell Telephone Company in 
Ohio. 

The original “Telephone” was built 
just after the opening of the first 
telephone exchange in New Haven 
Conn. For seven years the stern 
wheeler was the “queen of the upper 
Ohio and Great Kanawha Rivers,” 
and did much to publicize the inven- 
tion from which it took its name. The 
craft was sunk by an ice flow below 
Hockingport, Ohio, in 1885. 

Mr. Brennan’s model is the result 
of research by C. A. Swoyer, chair- 
man of the historical research com- 
mittee of N. C,.

The river museum, first of its kind 
in the country, is located in the state

Historical Society News 


The Northeast Kansas Historical 
Society has been instrumental in the 
founding of an Indian Mission Mu- 
seum at Highland, Kans., which has 
brought about the restoration of a 
Presbyterian Indian Mission. 

The first story is built of native 
hand-cut stone, the top stories of 
brick burned at the site. The doors, 
windows, shingles and other articles 
of mill-work were sent from Penn- 
sylvania about 1843, traveling from 
that state by river boats and ox 
teams. 

The beams, pillars and sills of the 
building are of native walnut, and 
the laths are of native oak. 

Missionaries Reverend and Mrs. 
Samuel M. Irvin, who were sent out 
from Pittsburgh in 1837, were instru- 
mental in having the original mission 
built. While the structure was going 
up they carried on their religious and 
educational work among the Iowa, 
Sac and Fox Indians in the log cabins 
and teepees near-by.

A Farmers’ Museum 


A Farmers’ Museum is being estab- 
lished at Cooperstown, N. Y, Already 
the collections include about 65,000 
farm, household and craft imple- 
ments, utensils, tools and equipment.

The property 
was donated by Stephen C. Clark and 
consists of a barn, adjacent building, 
and 25 acres of land on the outskirts 
of Cooperstown. A small stone struc- 
ture connected with the barn by a 
narrow passageway will house a li- 
brary on old crafts and farming 
practices. Mr. Clark has donated the 
grounds and buildings as a memorial 
to his brother, Edward Severin Clark, 
who devoted his lifetime to agri- 
cultural pursuits and agricultural 
societies. 
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New Private Museum 


The Charles D. Coes, Holyoke, 
Mass., have recently built a private 
museum. Among the displays is a 
fine collection from the _ tropical 
countries. The museum houses the 
shrine of Cartagena, taken from a 
church of about the fifth or sixth 
centuries. The shrine explains why 
the museum is built in the form of 
a church. 

The museum is equipped with 
Gothic stained windows, electrical 
music with choir singing and organ 
piaying, chimes in the steeple with 
colored lights and flood-lights fo- 
cused on the building.

Winter Concerts 


Winter concerts have been a feature 
of the winter program of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art ever since the 
first World War when they were in- 
augurated, principally for the enjoy- 
ment of men of the Army and Navy. 

Dim-out regulations and wartime 
conditions have made it necessary to 
schedule the concerts this year in the 
afternoon. On February 12, the prin- 
cipal work on the program was the 
Symphony No. 5 in B Minor by 
Tschaikovsky, followed by several 
shorter compositions. The program 
for February 22 scheduled the 
Brahms No. 1 Symphony in C Minor.

A Consoling Thought 


Since the bombing of Pearl Harbor 
over a year ago, many art galleries, 
museums and collectors have sought 
bomb-proof housing or remote 
shelters for their collections of art. 
The William Rockhill Nelson Gallery, 
Kansas City, alone housing such out- 
standing collections as the Wicner 
collection of the National Museum, 
Yale University, New Haven, and the 
Phillips memorial gallery, Washing- 
ton. The Kansas City Star, comment- 
ing on the fact that the city had 
been selected as a deposit of these 
collections, says: “Theoretically, of 
course, such a raid is still feasible. 
What we did to Tokyo others con- 
ceivably might do to us. In practice, 
however, the chances that even our 
coastal cities will be bombed in any 
force look exceedingly remote, as a 
result of the naval and air develop- 
ments of the last year. Of all the 
great powers we are certainly the 
most fortunate from the point of view 
of home security, and no small part 
of our formidable position as the 
arsenal of democracy today flows 
from the fact that our war industries, 
like our art galleries, can function 
with reasonable confidence that they 
will not be subject to a rain of 
‘block busters.’ ”’ — W. S. 


CIRCUS PARADE WAGONS

were among the large circuses which 

acquired many fine tableau wagons 

in the ’70’s and ’80’s, the Forepaugh 

wagons being the largest and most 

elaborate. 

Sebastian Wagon Company, of New 
York, built “The Five Graces” band 
wagon, known as Forepaugh No. 1, 
which had probably the most colorful 
career of all parade wagons during 
its 56-year career. It continued with 
the Forepaugh show and the com- 
bined Forepaugh-Sells Brothers Cir- 
cus until 1896, when it was acquired 
by Barnum & Bailey. It was taken 
on the five-year European tour from 
1897 to 1902, a 40-horse team being 
revived to haul it through the streets 
of European capitals. Returning to 
this country, it remained with the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus until after 
its combination with Ringling Broth- 
ers show, was later used by George 
W. Christy in his Christy Brothers 
Circus parades, and last appeared in 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace parade, in 
1934. It is now at circus quarters in 
Peru, Ind. 


Other Forepaugh wagons included 
Cleopatra’s barge, a large carved 
galley mounted on wheels; the Swan 
band wagon, one of the largest ever 
built, which passed to Christy Broth- 
ers in the ’20’s, thence to Ken May- 
nard’s Wild West Show in 1936 and 
is now owned by United Tent & Awn- 
ing Company of Hollywood, Calif.; 
Egypt, Columbia and St. George and 
the Dragon. The latter was a Sebas- 
tian product of 1878; it was acquired 
by Ringling Brothers and rebuilt by 
Moeller for the 1894 season and last 
appeared in the Cole Brothers parades 
from 1935 to 1937. It is now at 
Rochester, Ind. 


The Howes Great London parade 
wagons of the late ’60’s went to 
Cooper and Bailey Circus in 1878 and 
thence to Barnum and London in 
1881. The Barnum show also had 
Golden Age of Chivalry, now ex- 
hibited at the Museum of Antique 
Autos in Princeton, Mass.; Britannia, 
which featured a large globe, resting 
on four lions; Egypt, Fairy Tales, 
Siam or elephant tusk wagon, and 
others. 

Upon its return from Europe, in 
1908, the Barnum & Bailey show had 
a new line-up of parade wagons, built 
for them in preparation for the return 
to this country by Sebastian. These 
included the famous Two Hemisphere 
Band Wagon, the largest and most 
elaborate band shell ever constructed, 
which was last used by Fred Buchan- 
an’s Robbins Brothers Circus in 1931 
and now rests in the State Fair 
grounds in Des Moines, Iowa. Others 
were America, later converted into 
a calliope wagon and now at Cole 
Brothers quarters in Louisville, Ky.; 
Asia, now at Rochester, Ind., quar- 
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ters; Africa: Europe; Funny Folks 
and Our Country. 

John Robinson Circus had a number 
of parade wagons, built by the Olson 
Wagon Works of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
from early in the ’70’s down through 
its long career. These included the 
Lion and Mazeppa tableaus and the 
famous Peacoc!: and Dragon band 
chariots, both elaborate creations. 

Sells Brothers had several fine 
tableaus, of which the Eagle wagon 
was outstanding. 

In the late ’80’s, Barnum & Bailey 
had a series of small carved Mother 
Goose tableau wagons built to be 
drawn by Shetland pony hitches. 
Early in the ’90’s, Sells Brothers had 
a group of similar wagons built. The 
subjects of these wagons were 
Mother Goose, Santa Claus, Sinbad 
the Sailor, Bluebeard, Cinderella, Old 
Woman in a Shoe, Jack the Giant 
Killer, Aladdin, Robinson Crusoe, 
Gulliver and Red Riding Hood. 


Cole Brothers Circus carried three 
of these wagons for parade and 
special use beginning in 1935, and 
Terrell Jacobs acquired the Cinderella 
float for his circus in 1942. 

The Ringling show hed a number 
of parade wagons built at various 
times, adding to those acquired from 
earlier shows. These included Ger- 
many, Russia, Great Britain, Spain, 
France, Persia, Egypt and United 
States, the latter now being at the 
Sarasota, Fla., quarters. Most of 
these were built by Moeller. The Great 
Britain wagon went to the 101 Ranch 
Wild West Show and is now owned 
by Bill H. Hames of Fort Worth, Tex. 


Carl Hagenbeck Circus brought 
some wagons from Germany in 1905, 
including the Lion tableau, while 
others were built for the show by 
Bode Wagon Works at Cincinnati. The 
Elephant tableau, one of these prod- 
ucts, was lost later in a Hagenheck- 
Wallace train wreck. 

Pawnee Bill Wild West had a 
tableau wagon on one sode of which 
was pictured John Smith and Poca- 
hontas, and on the other side Colum- 
bus’ Discovery of America. This 
wagon went to the 101 Ranch Show 
and thence to the Frontiersman Mu- 
seum at Houston. The Great Wallace 
Show featured fine horses and had 
an elaborate chariot band wagon, One 
of the show’s tableaus showed a 
rhinocerous in relief on each side 


_and another had a running lioness as 


the central figure. 

The wagons listed here represent 
but a small portion of the many 
shows on the road during the period.

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BIBLE CHARACTERS 


By BERNICE GOSS 


BOUT three years ago I began to 

make Bible character spool dolls. 
Having been a lover of dolls from 
early childhood, and later a designer 
and maker of women’s and children’s 
wearing apparel, it was not so 
strange, when desiring to improve my 
church lessons, that during the night, 
in a dream, a pile of sewing spools 
should appear at my feet. Out of 
the midst of them grew a figure, the 
likeness of Dorcas (Tabitha), an early 
disciple of Jesus. Dorcas was also the 
subject of the Sunday lesson. 

The next morning I eagerly began 
to fashion the figure or doll, Dorcas. 
I carved the face from a spool with 
an ordinary pen-knife. A pencil in- 
serted in the spool opening formed 
ber spine, a support to the match 
stick which was used for her 
shoulders. Her arms were made of 
cable-cord. The hair from another doll 
fashioned her long wavy locks. Her 
clothes were made from fabrics of 
my silk box. 

Since this first character emerged, 
54 others have been made. The bodies 
have been improved by making them 
like tiny manikins, of cloth and cot- 
ton, shaped and formed to resemble 
the human body, The,.arms are wired 
so they can be bent to any position. 
The heads turn on a small dowel. The 
faces are painted with oils. The hair 
is sometimes acquired by raveling 
astrakhan fabric (especially the old 
men). The men are about nine inches 
high; the women, eight, and children 
five and six. Backgrounds for the 
dolls are made of wood, tin cans, 
paper mache, wire and plastic. Ac- 
companying miniatures, such as 
vases, furniture, bowls and goblets 
give the dolls a more realistic appear- 
ance. My father, John L. Goss, who 
is a pattern maker for a furniture 
company, made some of the minia- 
ture furniture for me. 

Many people from many lands have 
viewed these Bible sets, which are 
now encased in glass at the West- 
minster Presbyterian church, Dayton, 
Ohio. 

Biblical doll sets are invaluable in 
teaching the stories of the Bible to 
children. What a child sees he re- 


members much longer than what he 
hears. 

In the picture of me with the chil- 
dren, we were studying “Philip and 
the Ethiopian.” This is a favorite be- 
cause of its dashing horses and 
chariot. The Ethiopian, Queen Can- 
dace’s treasurer of the Palace, is 
magnificent in his gold turban and 
tangerine cloak. He is reading a 
miniature scroll of parchment, 

My palm trees are made of corks 
and feathers. I model the animals 
from household crack-filler. The ma- 
terials for clothes are made of bits 
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of silk and chiffon and men’s ties, 
because these fabrics drape more 
gracefully than linen and cotton. 

The “Bethesda Pool,” where Christ 
heals the cripple, is most effective 
and is a popular group in my collec- 
tion. The arches are made of wood 
covered with filler and delicately 
tinted. Real tiles cover the five 
porches. A blue mirror was used for 
the water. Silhouettes cut from wood 
or canvas board are used in back- 
grounds. To complete the _ back- 
grounds, I paint scenes on canvas. 

The figure of my pastor, as I see 
him, is complete from socks and 
shoes to leather belt and ring on 
his finger. His glasses are made of 
celluloid. He has a text and sermon 
on “Paul’s Thorn.” 

The baby Moses, in a tar basket 
amidst the bulrushes (our common 
iris), and the princess help make 
another characterization. 

“Joseph Sold Into Captivity,” one 
of my first sets, and “David and 
Goliath” also tell other chapters in 
the Bible stories. Boys especially like 
these. 

“The Nativity” is considered most 
satisfying to me from an artistic 
standpoint. Due to the fact that the

figures are within the cave, they are 
hard to photograph. Probably my 
most impressive set thus far is the 
“Resurrection Morning.” It employs 
Gordon’s Tomb Theory. You can al- 
most feel that you are in the garden. 
My minister, who has visited the 
garden, now considered to hold the 
real tomb, states the resemblance is 
most remarkable. There is a small 
bulb within the tomb, revealing the 
glistening Angel of the Lord sitting 
upon the empty slab.

are out for the duration, and the 
household of miniature dolls is on a 
wartime plan of living. 

The doll house itself was made by 
Miss Straus from two packing cases. 
It shows that a doll house does not 
necessarily require a fortune to as- 
semble. Miss Straus’ white and green 
house has three stories and measures 
87 inches high, 438 inches long and 
has a depth of 18%”. 


Building A House 


Last summer she decided to build 
the doll house for all the miniature 
furniture she had collected since she 
was a girl. This way, she believed, 
she could show that even in wartime 
a spacious doll house could be built 
cheaply. 

Originality prevails throughout the 
miniature structure of 11 rooms and 
a roof garden. Name anything one 
would find in a home, and Miss Straus 
will have it in one of the rooms in 
the house. An umbrella rests in the 
rack as the foot of the long stairway 
in the center of the house. 

“None of the things costs very 
much,” says Miss Straus as she 
straightens some of the furnishings. 
“To tell the truth, I think these 
miniature tools came out of penny 
candy. It seems to me that when I 
was a young girl you got all sorts of 
things like that with penny candy. 
I was just a hoarder, and still have 
them today.” 


Novelty Pin 


A novelty pin was soon made over 
into a toy for the children’s recrea- 
tion room on the third floor. Fooball 
helmets hanging from the wall were 
originally intended for a lapel pin. 

All the rugs in the doll house, ex- 
cept in the recreation room, are petit 
point and done by Miss Straus. The 
covering in the recreation room is a 
perfectly good auto map that Miss 
Straus used on a trip before gasoline 
rationing. After the map was placed

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on the floor it was shellacked, giving 
the appearance of linoleum. 

“You never can tell what I’ll do,” 
says Miss Straus, placing an ink- 
well smaller than a thumbnail on a 
desk in the living room. “Most of 
my things have to be doctored up a 
little. That grandfather’s clock is 
nothing but a cheap thing, but I cut 
small pieces of old metal and fixed 
it up a bit.” 

The dining-room table, which has 
a removable leaf, is laden with food. 
Miniature fruits are in two bowls, 
rolls “that are years old,” and a 
birthday cake — all have their place 
on the table. 

“I’ve had some of those things 
since I was a small girl,” she says, 
“and don’t remember where I got 
half of them, The kitchen cabinet is 
well stocked with different brands of 
food in miniature size.” 

The cans are no larger than an 
average short fingernail. Miss Straus 
has taken the precautions that her 
cupboards are free from mice. A gold 
mouse trap is in full view in the 
kitchen. Sterling silver knives, forks 
and spoons fill the silver chest. 

When it came to lights, Miss Straus 
didn’t let the fact that the house had 
no electricity stop her. Instead, she 
cut off part of a shaving case and 
used it to resemble a kitchen-light 
fixture. 

The bathroom light is the glass 
top of an old coffee pot. Making a 
miniature chandelier was more diffi- 
cult. One is an old piece of brass 
with a large bead attached to it. A 
second is a candelabra turned upside 
down with pearl beads making the 
lights. Miss Straus’ originality is con- 
vincing throughout the entire house. 


Fake Landscapes 

As one looks through the numer- 
ous windows of the house, various 
landscapes are in view. But this, 
according to Miss Straus, is just a 
“fake.” The windows are nothing 
more than wall paper painted with 
tiny scenes draped by curtains and 
fashioned in the form of windows. 

“When you look out of a window 
there is usually some scene that you 
see, so I made my own,” she says. 

The windows from the outside are 
shaded to resemble real glass. A base- 
ment effect is given to the house 
which is surrounded by shrubbery and 
vines. A door-bell is on the front 
door and if it rang it would ring in 
the kitchen. 

A roof garden is decorated with 
potted plants which are prevalent

furniture. The painted furniture in 
the house was made from start to 
finish by Miss Straus. The mirror 
for the bedroom dresser was formerly 
part of Miss Straus’ pocketbook. 


Playthings. 

“I took it and fastened gold tape 
around it,” she remarks, “and hung 
it in the bedroom. A cover to one 
of the dishes is gone,” says Miss 
Straus as she rearranges some of the 
furnishing. “I must have swallowed 
that when I was a child.” 

One of the playthings in the house 
is a one-inch-long doll that had be- 
longed to Miss Straus’ mother. A 
collection of miniature dolls is on 
display in the house. 

“If people keep their eyes open for 
things that they can pull apart and 
make over they can have the furnish- 
ings for a doll house,” she says.

HART Collection 


By WALTER O. CHATTIN 


HE Hart Collection contains the 

original minute book of the Amer- 
ican Society of Buttonists, together 
with manuscripts read by R. L. Hart 
before the Buttonists’ society. 

I'll venture to say that there isn’t 
another button collection in the 
United States that can be remotely 
compared to the Hart collection — 
the Emilio collection included! 

Along with it is the priceless litera- 
ture, the original minute book of the 
American Society of Buttonists, orig- 
inal photo plates of rarities, extreme- 
ly old button moulds, and manu- 
scripts read by Mr. Hart before the 
American Society of Buttonists. 

The fact that the collection will be 
in the Museum of Hobbies is in ac- 
cordance with the late Mr. Hart’s de- 
sires, as among his many writings in 
the collection there is a letter, writ- 
ten to a prominent doctor residing in 
Atlanta, Ga., dated November 30, 
1915, in which Mr. Hart stated that 
it was his intention to donate his 
entire collection to the Valley Forge 
Museum of American History, Valley 
Forge, Pa.—at that gate only in ex- 
istence for approximately five years, 
now nationally famous. Mr. Hart 
was a personal friend of the founder 
of the museum, the late Reverend 
W. Herbert Burk, quite a noted rec- 
tor due to his association with the 
Washington Memorial Chapel, one of 
the greatest memorials in the world. 
The old Hart homestead was located 
within less than half a mile of the 
historic battlefields and memorials. 

The collection is one of the four 
pioneer military button collections in 
America and the finest and most com- 
plete of the four! The reader does 
not have any idea as to the quality 
of the »utton specimens or the limit- 
less quantity of rare items contained 
in the collection. I have been over it 
innumerable times, and yet it seems 
that every time I delve into it I find 
some additional rarity or interesting 
object that I failed to notice or locate 
during my earlier examinations. No 
one is able to list properly such a 
fine collection, due to the immensity 


of it, and mere written descriptions 
do not convey any of the color at- 
tached to it: 

One of the boxes of buttons in- 
cludes the very early political cam- 
paign buttons: General Zachary Tay- 
lor, campaign of 1848, all types; Har- 
rison Campaign of 1840; political 
campaign of 1834; Garfield and Ar- 
thur, presidential campaign of 1880; 
presidential campaign of 1884, Cleve- 
land and Hendricks, etc., all of them 
mounted on small individual cards by 
Mr. Hart and having a brief history 
of the background of the same. There 
is quite a number of different speci- 
mens. 

Included is the late Mr. Hart’s per- 
sonal copy of the first edition of 
“The Emilio Collection of Military 
Buttons,” autographed and dated by 
Mr. Hart, September 27, 1912. This 
reference book contains numerous 
marginal corrections of Emilio’s er- 
rors in endeavoring to classify prop- 
erly certain military buttons, and it 
has notes pertaining to some par- 
ticularly rare and interesting buttons. 

There are photographs of the vari- 
ous rare specimens of military but- 
tons contained in the collection of 
Colonial Daniel Stevens of Bristol, 
R. I., and presented to Mr. Hart. 

My father had a wealth of experi- 
ence in practically all phases of the 
antique business. His long span of 
years in the business, and particular- 
ly those years when the finer antique 
material was in greater abundance 
than today, made it possible for him 
to gain a wonderful knowledge of 
same, as he has had some extremely 
fine antiques; and singularly enough 
I even discovered, by dad’s name 
being written on the backs of the 
cards, where he had sold Mr. Hart 
a few button specimens many years 
ago. Dad remembers him from other 
transactions involving other  pur- 
chases. A letter postmarked Febru- 
ary 16, 1916, written by dad to Mr. 
Hart, Wayne, Pa., listing some arti- 
cles bought by the latter, was among 
the letters in a large box containing 
correspondence relative to military 
relics. 
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Also the collection contains Mr. 
Hart’s wonderful research treatises 
upon various phases of military but- 
ton collecting. Mr. Hart purchased 
from the sale of the A. E. Brooks’ 
Military Collection, held in 1899, nu- 
merous fine items which have more 
than any intrinsic value due to their 
extreme scarcity. 

The collection contains all of the 
articles purchased from the heirs of 
the late Reginald L. Hart pertaining 
to military buttons, and hasn’t been 
“robbed” of some of the finer items, 
as is oftentimes done by the sellers 
of large collections. 

It would be practically an impos- 
sibility to list correctly all of the rar- 
ities and fine items included in the 
collection, due to the enormous 
quantity of supporting data in the 
form of writings, etc., and the vast 
number of individually mounted speci- 
mens which Mr. Hart mounted on 
special cards and which have a brief 
but concise history regarding that 
particular military button. For in- 
stance, there are a number of boxes 
of military buttons which are solely 
buttons of the Revolutionary War 
period, including some extremely rare 
specimens of Revolutionary Naval 
buttons and boxes of military buttons 
from the War of 1812, including both 
the British and American regiments, 
and many specimens from the site of 
old Fort Mifflin; buttons worn during 
every period of the occupancy of this 
famous fort. 

The late Mr. Hart stated in one of 
his military button articles, written 
for publication and dated April, 1916, 
that he had begun the collecting of 
military buttons over 30 years ago, 
which surely marks him as being a 
pioneer, his start in the collecting of 
military buttons being around 1886 
and his devotion to the collecting of 
early military buttons resulting in a 
truly fine collection of old, authentic 
specimens, accompanied by many in- 
teresting treatises upon various sub- 
jects relative to the same and histori- 
cally accurate. 

Items as follows: 

Books, Correspondence, Photos, Ete. 

1. Minute Book of the American 
Buttonists Society — Organization 
meeting and three annual meetings 
of the Society. Minute book covers 
the period of the Society’s existence 
from the organization date, April 6, 
1901, to June 24, 1905. Treasurer’s 
Report and List of the members of 
the Society. 

2. Leather bound volume entitled 
“Military Buttons,” containing a re- 
cord of the military buttons collected 
by Reginald L. Hart. Contains col- 
ored sketches of many of Mr. Hart’s 
military buttons, including the rare 
War of the Revolution—both Amer- 
ican & British, Civil War, Confeder- 
ate and numerous written articles 
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about some extremely rare specimen 
of military button or historical event 
in American history. A compilation 
of early military button makers in 
America, ete. Very interesting, orig- 
inal notes of Mr. Hart’s, which con- 
tain sufficient material for the back- 
ground of a book on military but- 
tons. Picture plates of rare, military 
buttons in the collection of Colonel 
Daniel Stevens, Bristol, R. I. Colonel 
Stevens preceded Mr. Hart in death. 

3. Leather bound volume contain- 
ing the Record of Union and Con- 
federate military buttons collected by 
Reginald L. Hart. Includes pen 
sketches of many of his specimens, 
description and data about the vari- 
ous early button manufacturers, ete. 

4. A book entitled “Official Crests 
of the British Army,” presented to 
the American Buttonists Society by 
one of the Society’s members, and 
expressly mentioned in the minutes of 
the fourth annual meeting, held Feb- 
ruary 20, 1904. It is beautifully il- 
lustrated in vivid colors. 

5. Book entitled “Regimental Rib- 
bons & Buttons of The British 
Army.” It is beautifully illustrated 
in colors, too, and most likely was a 
presentation book to the Buttonists 
Society, from the same party as men- 
tioned above. 

6. Bound book contains the names 
of contractors and kinds of buttons 
furnished the American Armies from 
1800 to 1837; photographic illustra- 
tions of early U. S. Army and British 
Army buttons; listing of the British 
regiments which served in America 
during the War of the Revolution and 
War of 1812; photos and data per- 
taining to early date military breast 
plates and buckles, etc.; notes and 
sketches on various rare American 
and British military buttons; notes 
regarding early military dress and 
regulations, ete. 

7. Booklet entitled “Buttons of the 
Confederate Army & Navy,” with six 
fine accompanying photos of the Con- 
federate buttons, described, and a key 
to the photos. They are very fine 
and well done. The photos, 744” x 
91%”, show 180 different, rare Con- 
federate buttons. 

8. Large volume containing a rec- 
ord of the military buttons collected 
by Reginald L. Hart. A wealth of 
data pertaining to early American 
military buttons, the majority illus- 
trated in colors and black and white 
by Mr. Hart. Facts relative to rare 
Civil War military weapons, etc. 

9. Original photo plates, 11” x 
14”, and photos developed from the 
same of rare Revolutionary military 
buttons, Washington inauguration 
buttons and Confederate buttons con- 
tained in the Hart Collection. 

10. Six photo plates of early Amer- 
ican and British military buttons in 
the R. L. Hart collection. 
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BUTTON COLLECTORS 
TO FORM ORGANIZATION 





URIO colleetors of this city are 
watching with interest the pro- 
gress of a remarkable society 
just organized under the name of 
“The Society of American But- 

tonists.” Button collecting has been a 
fad as long as faddists have flourished, 
but this 1s the first attempt to organize the 
collectors and pool the museums of the 
members of the organization for the pur- 
pose of supplementing history with evi- 
dence obtained from war-worn uniforms 
or dug up in almost forgotten burial 
trenches. 

Among the charter members of the so- 
ciety is Reginald L. Hart, of Wayne, Pa., 
who has been made secretary. His col- 
lection of buttons is especially rich in his- 
toric interest. He began by collecting 
buttons worn by soldiers of the Confed- 
‘eracy, and, when he hed obtained enough 
of these to satisfy his ambition for a 
time, turned his attention to naval but- 
tons. Metal disks that once ornamented 
the clothes of marines or naval men are 
very difficult to find, for the reason that 
the sea swallows most of them. A sgol- 
dier’s buttons either stay above ground 
or find their way into the soil where they 
can be dug up by the antiquarian, but the 
sailor’s old clothes go overboard, buttons 
and all, and are lost to. the curio hunter, 

Nevertheless, Mr. Hart managed to cole 
lect a number of rare specimens while 
searching for naval buttons, Lately he 
has been haunting the vicinity of tho 
‘Delaware in search of buried buttons 
worn during the war of 1812. So far he 
has succeeded in finding buttons worn 
during every period of the occupancy of 
old Fort Mifflin. 

When the members of the new society 
meet at the first annual gathering each 
is expected to read a paper descriptive 
of his collection, 








That of the president of the society, 
Colonel Daniel Stevens, of Bristol, R. I, 
will give details of the finest collection of 
army buttons in the world. Every country, 
is represented in Colonel Stevens’ cok 
lection, with the single excepticn of Bra- 
zil. The most curious buttons in the cok 
lection are those once worn by soldiers of 
Java, Corea and other countries of the 
Orient, while the rarest formerly shone 
on the uniforms of the soldiers of a de 
funct republic that existed for a short 
time high up in the Alps. 

It is astonishing to one not familar with 
the methods of collectors to learn how 
much interest attaches to a bagtful of but 
tons, when they are gathered by an anti- 
quarian who systematically searches for 
historic relics. For instance, the wice 
president of the new society, W. L. Cam 
ver, of 140 West One Hundred and Twelfth 
street, New York, has in his collection 
buttons worn by every British regiment 
that served on Manhattan Island. He owns 
the only specimens of buttons worn by, 
Tory regiments except qne, that of the 
King’s Own Regiment. Mr. Carver has 
hunted for buttons on every battlefield in 
the vicinity of Manhattan Island. He 
found New York volunteer buttons on the 


.site of the old camp ground at Inwood; 


buttons of the Volunteers of Ireland, Lors 
Rawdon’s regiment, at Fort George, and 
the only existing button of the Forty-sixth 
Regiment of Infantry, the finding of 
which proves that this particular regiment 
‘was at one time in New York, as reported 
by one of the colonial spies, and denied 
by Washington in his note book. Mr. Car- 
ver has also the only existing button of 
the Forty-second Highlanders, who fought 
in the battle of Harlem; and some of tha 
Seventy-first, the ill-fated British regi-« 
ment which left Gréenock Scotland with 
@ muster roll of 2100 men, and surrendered 
at Yorktown with only 300 survivors.

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Membership in the American Button- 
ists Society; signed by Daniel Ste- 
vens, President, and W. L. Calver, 
Vice-President; all in fine condition 
and extremely rare. 

15. Photograph of Colonel Daniel 
Stevens of Bristol, R. I., in full dress 
military uniform; has a quaint verse 
dealing with his love for collecting 
military buttons, and presented to 
R. L. Hart from his fellow-collector 
and American Buttonists Society 
president, April 26, 1899. 

16. Old photograph of early U. S. 
military buttons, obtained by Mr. 
Hart from the U. S. Army Quarter- 
master Depot, May 1, 1914. Photo- 
graph of the many buttons, uniquely 
arranged around an artist’s sketch of 
a picture of a Colonial soldier. 

17. Official U. S. Government mili- 
tary atlas of the Union and Confeder- 
ate armies, published by the U. S. 
Government Printing Office in 1895; 
beautifully illustrated, colored sketch- 
es of various articles of equipment, 
flags, division badges, uniforms and 
military buttons used by both armies. 

Many groups of rare_ buttons, 
which are especially mounted on a 
backing cardboard, 11” x 14”; all of 
the following groups being uniform 
in regards to the manner of mount- 
ing.

1. Group of 13 excessively rare 
Washington coat buttons, which in- 
clude 11 of the President Washing- 
ton inauguration buttons; all types 
are represented. Also, a rare La- 
fayette button, period of 1824. These 
fine and rare buttons are mounted 
up in a very attractive manner by the 
addition of a very scarce Washington 
Guards hat piece insignia and a fine 
Washington Guards breastplate, 
which is in the form of a bust view 
of President Washington.

2. Group of 40 different rare U. S.

Military hat-piece insignia, which is 
in the form of a spread eagle with 
the sheath of arrows and laurel leaves 
clasped in its talons. 

3. Group of 28 different rare U. S. 
Military buttons from the early 1800 
period to the middle of the same per- 
iod; another unusual design, and 
mounted with a beautiful spread eagle 
military ornament for the centerpiece. 

4. Group of 56 different rare U. S. 
Military buttons!from the 1850 period 
up to the turn of the century. At- 
tractively mounted in a similar man- 
ner to those already described. 

5. Group of 70 different fine Con- 
federate States Army buttons, includ-

8. Group of 39 Confederate States 
of Virginia buttons, including some 
very scarce buttons, mounted with 
a Confederate cross-belt plate, with 
the coat-of-arms of the State of Vir- 
ginia upon, serving as a_ center 
decoration. 

9. Group of 36 Confederate States 
Army buttons, from North Carolina 
and South Carolina, with a Confeder- 
ate Carolina hat insignia as a center- 
piece. Unusual design. 

10. Group of 23 early date United 
States Marine Corps buttons, some 
as early as 1820; mounted with an 
early date Marine Corps ornament 
in the center of the design. 

11. Group of 41 early date United 
States Navy buttons; ones as early 
as 1800. Mounted with two old Navy 
insignias. 

12. Group of 53 early date United 
States Navy buttons; ~ery fine ones, 
arranged in the forn of a fouled 
anchor design. 

13. Group of 42 early date United 
States Artillery buttons; arranged in 
an unusual design with an early date 
U. S. Artillery insignia as the ecen- 
ter decoration. 

14. Group of 35 early date U. S. 
Dragoons and Cavalry buttons; nice 
design, with an early U. S. Dragoon 
insignia and early U. S. Cavalry 
colonel’s shoulder bar for the center 
decorations. 

15. Group of 52 early date U. S. 
Infantry buttons; in form of a cross 
with an early date crossed rifles 
U. S. Infantry insignia for the center 
decoration. 

16. Group of 56 U. S. enlisted men’s 
buttons, from before the Civil War, 
up to the Spanish-American War; 
diamond-shape design with an U. S. 
Army trumpet insignia for the center 
decoration. 

17. Group of 31 U. S. military but- 
tons, from the period of 1850 to 1900; 
group composed of 10 U. S. Ordnance, 
4 U. S. Topographical Engineers and 
17 U. S. Engineer Corps. An insignia 
from each of the three services in- 
cluded in the design. 

18. Group of 43 early date U. S. 
General and Staff Officer’s buttons; 
mounted in the form of a star with 
an early U. S. Army collar piece 
insignia in the center of the design. 

19. Group of 25 early date U. S. 
Marine Hospital Service and U. S. 
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Revenue Cutter Service; mounted in 
an odd design. 

20. Group of 40 U. S. military but- 
tons, ranging from those of early 
date up to 1900 and covering the fol- 
lowing services: West Point Military 
Academy, U. S. Signal Corps, U. S. 
Army Musicians, U. S. Consular Ser- 
vice, U. §S. Army Transport and 
U. S. Sanitary Commission; a very 
fine old West Point Military Academy 
hat piece is the centerpiece of the 
design. 

21. Group of 33 military buttons, 
composed of Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Confederate Veterans and 
Sons of Veterans buttons; mounted 
with a G. A. R. badge as a center- 
piece. 

22. Group of 48 Spanish Officers’ 
buttons from the period of the Span- 
ish-American War. Some beautiful 
enamelled buttons, mounted with a 
Spanish insignia bearing the Royal 
Crest of Spain, as the centerpiece. 

23. Group of 53 Spanish military 
buttons, 1898 period, mounted in a 
group of five circles, each circle sur- 
rounding a different type Spanish 
military insignia. 

24. Group of 32 Spanish military 
buttons, 1898 period, mounted sur- 
rounding a Spanish officer’s hat ros- 
ette which is in regimental colors and 
has a button, denoting the branch of 
the service, attached to same. 

25. Group of 49 Spanish military 
buttons, mounted in a shield design 
and having a Spanish military belt 
buckle, with a pair of crossed trum- 
pets upon, as a center decoration. 

26. Group of 57 Spanish military 
buttons from various Spanish regi- 
ments, mounted in a circular design 
with a floral military insignia as a 
centerpiece. 

27. Group of 80 military school but- 
tons, covering the various educational 
institutions which had military train- 
ing included in their curriculum. 

28. Group of five mounting boards 
which have miscellaneous’ buttons 
upon same, due to Mr. Hart having 
selected some from the various cards 
to complete other carded designs. 

Boxes of Buttons, etc., as follows: 

1. Leather bound button sample 
case of the James L. Scovill Button 
Manufacturing Co.; one of the na- 
tion’s pioneer button manufacturers; 
has date of June, 1788, on the rear 
cover of the case, which contains 32 
different type gilted buttons; very 
rare. 

2. Box containing the rare button 
makers’ tokens. 

3. Box containing wax models of 
some of the scarce buttons included 
in the collection of the late Colonel 
Daniel Stevens, president of the 
American Buttonists Society. 

4, Seven mounted cards of mili- 
tary buttons, the majority British 
Army Officers’ buttons of the period 
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1855-1** each card bears approxi- 
mately 22 buttons. 

5. Two old-fashioned, bronze but- 
ton moulds; obtained by R. L. Hart 
from the A. E. Brooks’ Military Col- 
lection sale, held in Hartford, Conn., 
in 1899; exceedingly fine and scarce 
articles, 

There are many single items omit- 
ted regarding description, etc., due 
to the immensity of the collection, of 
more than 18,000 buttons; hundreds 
individually mounted, thousands sort- 
ed and unmounted, two large boxes of 
writings. newspaper clippings rela- 
tive to button collecting in general 
and also about the early Button 
Society and this particular collection; 
pamphlets, ete. There is one large 
green chest which alone contains 44 
boxes of buttons; two large wooden 
eases of Confederate Officers’ coat 
and sleeve buttons which were manu- 
factured in England for the Con- 
federacy and shipped over, via block- 
ade runners, to Southern ports tor 
use of the Confederate Army. They 
are all in fine condition. In a reply 
letter, dated December 3, 1916, to a 
man in Lorraine, Va., who inquired 
whether he had any duplicate Con- 
federate Staff Officers’ buttons which 
he might procure for the old soldiers 
at the Soldiers’ Home, Lee Camp, for 
Christmas, Mr. Hart states: “My 
friends in the South inform me that 
in that section they (referring to 
Confederate Staff Officers’ buttons) 
are almost unobtainable and they de- 
pend upon the generosity of their 
Northern friends for their supply. I 
have a limited number of staff offi- 
cers’ buttons such as I am sending 
you, and when they are gone dear 
knows where we will ever get any 
more, except a stray one here and 
there.”

different parties. The colors were 
similar and the entire tray was a fine 
example of specializing down to a 
fine point. There were animals, 
figures and all with tiny mosaic pic- 
tures such as seen in fine pieces of 
jewelry. 

“Another tray was called early 
Military, and consisted of an entire 
tray of pearls about one and one- 
quarter inches in diameter with a 
small steel center, each with conven- 
tional engraving of different patterns. 
Not particularly striking but a highly 
specialized group. The third tray was 
composed of Liverpool transfers in 
color from three-quarters of an inch 
to one and one-quarter inches, nearly 
all Greek and Roman heads with 
brass rims. It was an excellent tray, 
considering any one of the entire 
group is scarce and rare. 


“The Reflector types deserve men- 
tion, as I feel these also were highly 
specialized and struck keen competi- 
tion. Enough cannot be said of the 
outstanding buttons which were 
entered by Mrs. John Vette, as many 
were recognized as belonging to her 
through the descriptions and pictures 
of them so ably described in ‘Button 
Classics.’ Many different buttons had 
been added so as to comply with the 
25 percent change which had to be 
made, so that many shown the year 
before were not entered this year.

Educational Helps 


Among the highlights of the Edu- 
cational Program were the beautiful 
photographs (actual size) of the but- 
tons on the Scovill sample cards, This 
was the first time these photographs 
had ever been shown outside of the 
factory at Waterbury, Conn. They 
make up a marvelous loan exhibit, 
and can be obtained only by estab- 
lished state clubs on contacting E. H. 
Davis of Scovill’s, Waterbury, Conn. 
A splendid program on the history of 
the Scovill plant, together with a 
showing of these beautiful pictures, 
would be one long to be remembered. 


Some of the buttons pictured 
created much interest. I shall list a 
few: Rough and Ready; Texas Navy; 
Harrison Log Cabin; Confederates; 
Henry Clay; Liberty Cap on Pole; 
crackle glass; jewels; Jenny Linds; 
hand-painted under glass, similar to 
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the early French buttons; ringers; 
gaiter buttons; all types of metal — 
especially aluminum (the large but- 
tons made from this metal are among 
the loveliest I have ever seen. They 
look like frosted silver!); animals; 
castles; buildings and scenes in ex- 
quisite shades of iridescent finish... 
and so I could go on endlessly! 

I am hoping, along with many 
other collectors, that cuts will be 
made from these photographs and 
that they will be sold in booklet 
form, together with the history of 
the Scovill plant. We are indeed in- 
debted to the Scovill plant for lending 
this exceptional library of pictures 
for showing at the Fourth National 
Button Show.—Lillian Smith Albert.

Earmarks of Old Buttons 

We are told that there still seems 
to be the greatest demand for picture 
buttons, and the reward for repro- 
ducing them is great; plenty seem to 
be reproduced. If collectors “create 
a demand for any one type of button, 
that demand will be met,” and it has 
been. Take this craze for the old tin 
or Tole buttons; before long this de- 
mand will be so great that they, too, 
may be reproduced. 

There is such a tremendous field 
in buttons whose material make-up 
carries authenticity, such as horn, 
bone, rubber, all types of molded 
old glass, jewel, etc., that one has a 
wide range where there is less chance 
to reproduce. 

When one can get buttons from 
old button boxes in old homes, or 
when he can buy buttons from old, 
original stock that dates from the 
year “one,” and when he can talk 
with people who carry earmarks of 
authenticity — then one may feel as 
though he has found the genuine 
stuff. 

Here, Judge Pendleton showed two 
buttons that certainly carried au- 
thenticity: two old brass_ buttons 
depicting a “Liberty Cap on Pole” 
with 15 stars. These buttons date 
back to Rip Van Winkle’s time, After 
his long sleep he found changes. At 
the inn, where formerly the sign of 
King George was hung, now a pole 
was erected and a red night cap 
placed on top — a symbol of liberty- 
loving people—depicted in buttons as 
well as in other things. These buttons 
may be of 1834, or they may go back 
to the 1776 era. An expert will have 
to work this out. Anyway, no one 
can doubt the authenticity of such 
buttons. 


In summing up his talk, Judge 
Pendleton said that to warn people 
that there are reproductions and 
fakes is very often dangerous, and 
he quoted from a letter of a well- 
known collector: 

“We were in a distant town lately 
and viewed several fine collections. 
Nestling cosily among the buttons 
were three beautiful buttons: heavy, 
elliptical, colored-glass discs, on 
which were pasted Grecian heads. I 
removed one of them and found that 
they had been mounted on a tin back 
(kaleidoscope). I immediately called 
the ladies’ attention to the fact that 
they were fakes and was immediately 
squelched. Going through the collec- 
‘ion, I pointed out a number, removed 
them from the cards, and noted how 
they had been faked. I showed them 
how the back definitely pre-dated the 
face of the button by calling their 
attention to the difference of the 
materials and the condition of the 
front and the back. I again learned 
that it was a most ungentlemanly 
and crude thing to do. But I suppose 
I don’t learn, for I went all through 
the whole collection and pointed out 
other conversions (pins to buttons), 
and new porcelain discs mounted on 
old buttons. (If you were to remove 
the discs, you would find another 
button beneath.) I have learned be- 
fore, and I have learned again, that 
to talk on Fakes and Reproductions 
in the midst of generalities is safe, 
but to point out specific buttons as 
fakes is playing with dynamite — 
and it will blow up in your face. I 
think the best way for many people 
to learn is the hard way.” 

As a closing suggestion, we were 
urged to purchase from reliable deal- 
ers who stand in back of what they 
sell, and who sell goods that show 
earmarks of authenticity.

| buttons, as in so many other 
kinds of arts and handicrafts, cer- 
tain natural forms appear over and 
over again. These are forms which 
lend themselves especially well to 
decorative purposes, and among them 
the Grape—vine, leaf and fruit—has 
long been outstanding. It is a plant 
form of particular grace, equally 
-effective in its natural state and in 
conventional arrangements, 

Grapes are more popular on but- 
tons than any other fruit. This is not 
surprising, for their purely decorative 
qualities are increased rather than 
diminished by the age-old traditions 
and symbolism attaching to them. 
And considering the limitations of 
any plant form, they are readily 
adaptable to different styles and ma- 
terials, so that the buttons which 
feature them may be very unlike, yet 
all exceedingly attractive. 

No. 1 is made of tin, with tinted 
background. (Appropriately, this 
background is wine-colored!) The de- 
sign is simple but good. 


No. 2. Any Grape collection would 
be incomplete without at least one 
example of the “Fox and the Grapes,” 
from the famous fable of Aesop. I 
chose to show this design because 
it is better arranged than most Picture 
buttons, and shows the Grapes clearly. 
It is made of bronze-finished brass 
with tinted background. c. 1880-90. 

No. 3 shows a Grape pattern ar- 
ranged in a formal repeat, on a con- 
vex, solid brass button. The design 
is on the face of the button only, 
with pebbled background. The letter- 
ing on the back is illegible. c. 1830- 
40? 

No, 4. Some Grape clusters are very 
large and luscious—others are on the 
skimpy side. This one is of the latter 
type. It is a simple, even crude but- 
ton of pewter, or some related metal, 
with the Grapes in high relief against 
a concave background. 

No. 5. This excellent design appears 
in high relief on a button of dark 
brown composition, which resembles 
wood. The background is covered with 
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a delicate all-over pattern, too fine 
to reproduce. 

No. 6 is made of black Plastic Horn, 
with the naturalistic design in low 
relief. c. 1855-65. Both of the fore- 
going buttons have metal shanks. 

No. 7 shows a brass button with 
tin back; the design is in relief 
against a stippled ground. This button 
was new in 1885, or thereabouts. 

No. 8 is a small button of tinted 
brass. The “true-to-life” design is 
excellent and the workmanship 
equally good. c. 1890. 

No. 9 is made of Jet (black glass). 
The outline of the design is incised, 
the surface flat and polished, so that 
the button has to be held in just the 
right light for the design to be clear- 
ly deciphered. Metal shank. 

No. 10 is another fine design: all- 
brass, (possibly) gold-plated. The 
Grapes are in very high relief against 
a pebbled ground. It is found in at 
least two sizes. Reverse: “D. Evans— 
Attleboro.” c. 1850-60? 

No. 11 shows a recent Grape but- 
ton, made of Modern Plastic. The leaf 
is of opaque material while the 
grapes themselves are transparent. 
Self-shank. 

There are many other Grape but- 
tons, of course. One which is often 
found has an all-over Grape pattern, 
and is made from material already 
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decorated, so that the design does not 
“come” exactly the same on any. Swe 
buttons. These buttons are os.

DISPLAY YOUR HOBBY — 
EVEN IN SMALL QUARTERS

i es button hobby has been a joy 

to me for the last year. My col- 
lection isn’t remarkable, but it grows 
constantly and my interest in it in- 
creases steadily. 

I live in an apartment, as perhaps 
many of you do, and already have 
acquired an attractive antique chest 
of drawers to house my collection. I 
have classified and mounted my but- 
tons on standard-size cards which 
exactly fit the drawers of this chest, 
and although I am continuously re- 
classifying and remounting my but- 
tons as I increase my collection, the 
chest answers the purpose very well 
indeed. 

However, I felt that I would like 
all of my friends to know about my 
collection and at least see parts of it 
without having to broach the subject 
to them, and then having them agree 
that they would like to see the collec- 
tion, in order not to hurt my feelings. 

Now, I have a small foyer or hall 
in my apartment, and the only wall 
decorations I was using were an oval 
mahogany-framed mirror and a “pin- 
up” lamp. I therefore decided to use 
my foyer to display my hobby. 

I purchased paper plates at a local 
chain store, not the rough, cheap 
variety, however. I selected attractive 
ones of a modified square shape with 
two shades of blue as a border. These 
fitted nicely into my color scheme. 
Then, I bought a box of ring hangers 
with glued paper ends attached. I 
mounted my “head buttons” on one 
plate, my cut steel on another, my 
animals on the third and made up the 
fourth plate of gold and black glass. 


Sticking the hangers on the back I 
was then ready for my experiment. 
I mounted two of the plates on each 
side of the lamp, and they really 
looked very well indeed, at least to 
me. The lamp when lighted illumi- 
nated them beautifully. 

I waited patiently for my first 
visitor and her comments. 

Finally, she came and as she took 
off her wraps she said: “Why, what 
a novel idea! Are those buttons? I 
didn’t know there were such unusual 
ones. Have you more?” 

And so it went. I enjoyed the dis- 
play and, from all evidence, so did 
my friends. It furnished an interest- 
ing topic while waiting for the last 
few to show up for a bridge game, 
and in addition has been the cause of 
two of my friends becoming enthusi- 
astic collectors. 

From time to time I changed the 
plates of buttons and really my but- 
ton display in the foyer, small though 
it has been, has added a great deal 
of pleasure to my collecting. 

Of course other hobbies could easily 
be displayed in foyers or halls, too, 
and I hope this suggestion may in- 


spire others to display their hobbies .

excavation of Pompeii were 100 
silver vases. According to Pliny, 
wealthy patricians of Rome paid 
fancy prices for silver pieces fash- 
ioned by well-known craftsmen of the 
day, and the orator, Lucius Cassius, 
was said to have given from 700 to 
900 pounds sterling for two goblets 
made by a “name” of the day—Men- 
tor. Pytheas, another fashionable 
silversmith, sold one of his pieces, a 
small bowl, for 330 pounds.

Soldiers digging fortifications near 
Hanover discovered the Hildesheim 
Treasure — 30 pieces of silver, sup- 
posedly the traveling plate of a rich 
Roman official. Just a few of the 
pieces included were drinking cups, 
bowls, ewers, and trays.

Any article which could be con- 
veniently made of silver was found 
in the rooms of King Charles II at 
Whitehall.

—all were made of this precious 
metal. 

But with the reign of William and 
Mary came the destruction of all this 
lavishness. There was such a scarcity 
of silver for coinage that the King 
east all his silver possessions into 
the melting pot and invited all else 
to follow his example—offering as an 
inducement considerably more for the 
silver than its actual value at that 
time.

Silver Stirrup 


The Cleveland Museum of Art has 
an unusual piece of silver, an ornately 
decorated stirrup of the 18th century. 
It is made of solid silver, and was 
once worn by a renowned woman of 
Peru, riding side-saddle. 

In an Iowa home, a silver spur 
has been treasured through four 
generations. It was worn by an an- 
cestral fire chief in Europe more 
than 100 years ago. In those days the 
office of fire chief was an important 
one in some of the European coun- 
tries, and he rode a saddle-horse to 
fires where he took command. His 
equipment was, of course, of the best, 
and silver for his spurs was none 
too good.

“Love Spoons” 


Here is one for the collectors of 
silver spoons! How many love spoons 
do you have in your collection? Not 
many, perhaps. However, they were 
popular in early American homes. 
Then, it was the custom for a youth 
to present his girl-friend with a “love 
spoon” instead of a box of taffy. 
This is said to be the origin of the 
word “spooning.” If a girl was very 
popular with the men, she took these 
mementoes and lined her mother’s

house. 

Other more unusual views are the 
large folio “Washington and Friends 
after a Day’s Hunt in Virginia,” pub- 
lished by John Smith of Philadelphia, 
which Harry T. Peters describes as 
“crude, amusing and _ unusual;” 
“Washington and Wife Visiting His 
Troops at Valley Forge, Christmas 
Day, 1776,” by Breuker & Kessler; 
“Washington’s Reception at the 
White House,” by Thomas Kelly, and 
the fine “Washington Presenting 
Captain Barry With His Commis- 
sion,” by Duval, commemorating the 
establishment of the United States 
Navy. It is, of course, impossible to 
name more than a few of these prints, 
mainly personal favorites; but the 
field is so large that an interesting 
special collection could be gathered. 
Also, while several of the prints men- 
tioned are “collectors’ pieces,” rare 
and fine, most Washington prints are 
common and inexpensive enough to be 
within the reach of any collector of 
Americana who thinks this a good 
time to “show his colors.” 





Early Chicagoana 


The Lakeside Press Galleries, Chi- 
cago, whose outstanding exhibitions 
of fine books, and other artistic prod- 
ucts are well-known, have recently 
drawn upon a fine collection of 
Chicagoana for an exhibition current 
through April 16. The collection from 
which this unusual exhibition is 
drawn is that of the prominent Chi- 
cago citizen and collector, Joseph T. 
Ryerson. Mr. Ryerson’s collection is 
one of the most extensive of its kind 
in the country. It includes many old

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EMBROIDERED NETTING 


A Lace Bed Set of the the ’80’s 


HE illustrated, beautifully- 
wrought “Embroidered Netting” 
bed-spread and pillow shams were 
made by Mrs. B. B. Krammes, Tiffin, 
Ohio, before her marriage, during the 
years 1881 to 1884. 

Lace needled back and _ forth 
through the meshes of bobbinet was 
known as “Embroidered Netting.” 
Mrs. Krammes, interested in making 
a bed set, found only patterns for 
simple stripes were available. With 
a desire for something definitely in 
keeping with the art of fine laces, she 
conceived the idea of creating her own 
design. Undaunted by the possibility 
of failure, the task was undertaken. 
The meager equipment at hand was a 
vague vision of borders and center 
designs, the finest strongly-woven 
plain bobbinet for that purpose, Bar- 
bour’s coarsest unbleached linen 
thread, a pattern for a lace doily, 
11” x 10”, a few patterns of simple 
stripes, and an ordinary coarse sew- 
ing needle, together with months of 
time, unwearied patience and much 
thought necessary to form and needle 
a creation of artistic design. To com- 
prehend the complicated task, it must 
be remembered the bobbinet was bare 
of tracings of any kind. 

As the work progressed the inade- 
quate patterns were formed mentally 
into more intricate designs, then 
needled into the bed set as illustrated. 
The first step in making each piece 
required a seemingly endless counting 
of meshes and markings. Accuracy 
and proportion were essential to the 
beauty of the finished work. One 
wrong stitch would have thrown the 
center and borders out of alignment. 
The three pieces were needled over the 
hand, without hoops or frame. Need- 
less to say, the task under such cir- 
cumstances was a venture. 

The pillow shams, 31 inches by 27 
inches, from tip to tip of the lace 
ruffles, were made first. The center 
designs in the shams are exact re- 
plicas of the lace doily. The outer 
borders around the sham are propor- 
tionately enlarged to match the bor- 


ders around the centers. The spaces 
between the centers and outer bor- 
ders were needled in intricate designs 
built up from patterns of simple 
stripes. The lace ruffles around the 
pillow shams were designed and 
meedled by Mrs. Krammes’ mother. 





The bed-spread is 94 inches long 
and 95 inches wide from tip to top of 
the valances. The bed-spread pre- 
sented the greatest problem. How to 
enlarge the completed design of the 
pillow shams in a proportionate for- 
mation on a larger scale was the ques- 
tion. This, as readily can be seen, 
was accomplished by doubling the 
number of stitches in the center de- 
sign and borders. It required infinite 
patience, watchfulness, and unerring 
accuracy in counting the double num-

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ber of stitches, with only a pattern 
of half the artistic effect. The cen- 
ter design was needled first. Twice 
the number of meshes and stitches in 
the center design increased its size 
four times larger than those in the 
shams. The bobbinet, with finished 
center design, was then spread 
smoothly upon a large, flat surface to 
allow a complete study of the propor- 
tionate depth of the outer border 
necessary to maintain the symmetry 
of the whole design. Symmetry re- 
quired accurate spacing between cen- 
ter design and outer border. The 
first row was the most difficult. 
Meshes were counted on each of <he 
four sides from the center design to 
the edge of the bobbinet. As a mark- 
er, a coarse thread, indicated by the 
counts, was run through the meshes 
around the four sides. The !ast 
stitch came out of the same mesh at 
the starting point. This was happily 
accomplished in all borders of the 
three pieces. The first row of each 
border formed the foundation. The 
added rows were less tedious to make. 
The space between the center piece 
and outer border was then neeedled 
in enlarged intricate patterns similar 
to those in the shams. The valances 
were added later. 

At the present day many helps 
and suggestions are available to aid 
in speeding and lessening the labor 
of handiwork. For something very 
special in the Eighties of the last 
century, much depended upon the 
patience and creative mind of the 
worker. In answer to the question, 
“How did you do it and where did 
you start, especially the borders?,” 
Mrs. Krammes answers: “By vision, 
accuracy and patience the first stitch 
and the last stitch met at exactly 
the same mesh. For that reason no 
beginning and no ending is visible.” 
Mrs. Krammes does not remember the 
exact place where the borders started. 
Looking back, she now wonders how 
she had the assurance and patience 
to attempt the task. This illustration 
and description places this bed set in 
the realm of fine laces. It and similar 
creations of art are now being sought 
by collectors. A few brief years 
and they will be antiques.

Ethics of Trade

Won’t you please try to establish 
certain “customs” for this mail-order 
business and discuss, from time to 
time, the ethics, the difficulties, etc? 
For example: 

(1) People write offering me what 
they have to sell. I reply if I am 
interested; I need not reply if I do 
not want the items. That is the sell- 
er’s “merchandizing” expense. 

(2) Advertisers request a stamp 
for a reply, which costs the inquirer 
six cents in all. The inquiry could 
be made on a penny post-card; the 
replies likewise. The seller is under 
no obligation to reply unless he wishes 
to, but it is his “merchandizing” ex- 
pense. 

(3) One advertiser I know asks 
for a stamp “to return your check if 
the item is already sold!” What does 
he do with the stamp if the check is 
not to be returned? He doesn’t say! 

Also, I find a number of buyers 
very irritated by non-arrival of goods 
when everyone knows transportation 
is slow! 

Furthermore, your order may catch 
the seller out of town for an antiques 
show—or on a buying trip. There is 
no way to avoid this; it is simply 
one of the difficulties. 

The best one I know was about a 
woman who sent for merchandise on 
approval and kept it a long time, 
finally writing with the excuse that 
she used the items in a display at an 
antique show and was sorry so little 
had been bought. 

Can’t we have some exchange of 
ideas on these merchandising mat- 
ters?

The Dealer 
By GENE BROSSARD 
N UCH ink has flowed and much ire 
has been expressed about the 
relations of collector and dealer. This 
may not appear to some to be the 
correct time to bring up the subject, 
but, I believe, along with many others, 
that we must rid the business of this 
element. Why must the dealer con- 
tinue to be the good-natured victim 
of a few chiselers? First, let me 
repeat that an antique dealer is a 
human being—one endowed with emo- 
tional and intellectual functions. He 
also has a store of limited physical 
endurance. He is in business because 
he is in business and not, as some 
eareless talkers are wont to believe, 


to cheat, murder, calumniate or make 
those gigantic profits which dwell in 
the minds of a segment of our would- 
be-buyers. There is a certain code of 
ethics to be observed in any business. 
It is observed by the majority of 
dealers. There are certain standard 
types of human behavior which, much 
to our distress, blossom exclusively in 
antique shops and at shows. I have 
made a partial catalog of these an- 
noyances. 


No. 1. Perhaps this is the most 
offensive of all, and many dealers 
will bear me out. He (or she) as- 
sumes the translucent candor of an 
infant. He throws himself upon the 
shop owner with the well-acted sob 
story that he “knows nothing at all 
about antiques.” Inmocently, he asks 
the price of two or three mediocre 
items, then asks the price of a rare 
piece as if it were a bar of soap or 
a Japanese demi-tasse. The finale to 
this performance is the gobbling up 
of two hours’ time. He goes off, hat- 
ing the dealer for failing to be a com- 
plete ass. I wonder if this species 
ever tries this at Macy’s and if any 
department store sales people ever 
waste any time with this baloney of 
feigned ignorance. This type is a con- 
summate connoisseur of antiques who 
has been exposed to the wiles of a 
summer theatre, but who wants to 
learn the extent of your knowledge. 
Again, are such tactics used in stand- 
ard business? 

No. 2 is a major pest and, if sta- 
tistics on the subject were available, 
he would be proven to have wasted 
10,000 hours of the dealer’s time. He 
is the sagacious, omnipotent wizard, 
the god and what have you. He has 
a profound knowledge of weak human 
ways. The worst feature of this bird 
is his congenital bragging and crow- 
ing. It goes something like this: 
“With ten of the town’s best dealers 
there, I grabbed the pair of 18th 
century American silver candlesticks 
for $3. At the slightest provocation, 
this pint Napoleon will dash for his 
car and extricate his most stupendous 
bargains. “What do you think I paid 
for this?” 

“$25.” 

“Ha ha! Two bucks!” 


Then comes that perfidious titter 
which all of us hate. Worry not, my 
friend; he is not even a bargain hunt- 
er. He'll always buy colored lacy 
Sandwich goblets for $3 apiece—IF 


No. 3 is a first cousin to No. 1. His

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mind is encrusted with the conviction 
that all country dealers are a shade 
above morons, know zero and and are 
positively not entitled to ask over a 


dollar for anything. He cannot see 
the calendar; those days are gone 
forever, and I do not believe that he 
existed much beyond the fancy of the 
bargain hound. He will-trot in, ask- 
ing for a mahogany drop leaf table 
with the blandest of unconcerns and 
with that perfect, “I’ll give you ten 
bucks in the rough for one” in his 
voice. Of course, you’ve guessed it, 
what he really wants is a Hepple- 
white mahogany banquet table for the 
price of two theatre seats. Believe 
me, this type has just about been 
obliterated. He is, usually, quite 
pleasant, bursting with “oh’s” and 
“sh’s” and remains convinced that 
we dealers break our way into a 
house, hit the owner over the head, 
give him three bucks for this bunch 
of junk and flee home in order to 
sell the stuff for high sums. He will 
not ask for anything by its proper 
name, for the unfounded reason that 
the price will skyrocket to a reason- 
able, justified figure. Instead, this 
will be the tenor of his naive ap- 
proach; “I want an armchair, a 
daddy’s chair. Isn’t that what you 
call them. I want it to sit on, you 
know.” If you should be so unfor- 
tunate as to suggest that a Victorian 
armchair might be wanted, he will 
reply “Oh, no, nothing as antique or 
as expensive as that.” Likely, ten 
years back, he saw one sell for a low 
price. Again, why can’t he look at 
the calendar. This is 1943. 

No. 4 is indeed a problem. Usual- 
ly, it is a woman who has reached 
the decision that “she is going into 
the business.” They’re the dealers’ 
time-wasters par excellence. To begin 
with, she knows absolutely nothing 
about antiques sav2 that neighbor 
Beulah bought a cuspidor for $50, and 
that the “perfidious” dealer who made 
the sale paid 25c for it. The usual 
procedure is to invade the shop with 
a carton full of junk, to be identified 
by the victimized dealer, and, this is 
the worst feature of it, a head full of 
questions. “Does this sell? Does that 
sell? What is the difference between 
Dresden and Limoges? Do you make 
a lot of money? Is this salable? How 
can you tell the difference between 
Daisy & Button and Peanut & Goose- 
berry? “An offered solution to this 
contingent is: “Why can’t you learn 
the way most of us have? By actual

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experience. There is no short cut to 
mastering the antiques business, It 
is just as hard, and harder than any 
other commercial venture. Instead of 
peppering busy dealers with questions 
why not look, listen and ask short 
intelligent questions at the proper 
time and place.” I do not subscribe 
to the tenet that antique dealers must 
throw in a two-hour course of liberal 
education, gratis. 

No. 5. Here we have the profes- 
sional looker who is “buying for a 
friend who deals in her home in a 
small way.” In reality, this one is 
probably buying for himself alone. 
Queer philosophy, though. If an es- 
tablished dealer gets a discount, then 
a friend, who buys for a friend who, 
etc., etc. Do you get it? I can’t. It 
is a cute trick, though, and one 
which works, sometimes, on the no- 
vice-dealer with a stock of debatable 
quality and the violent need of an im- 
mediate sale. 

No. 6 is Maisie Blurp, the free 
lance looker, who has never done a 
useful thing in her young life. An- 
tique shows constitute her major ter- 
rain. She’ll come in to be seen, very 
fashionably dressed, self-consciously 
pretty and very eager to rattle your 
glass, disarrange the order of your 
stock, chip things if possible and tell 
you, with slanted eyes, that she just 
loves that cranberry cruet, but not at 
$5, as she just wants it for herself. 
Get it? So, the poor sucker of a male 
dealer must say: “Take it; I’m just 
a branch of the Salvation Army. Just 
in business for the fun of it.” These 
“shrewd” lookers ought to try the 
above mentioned procedure on a de- 
partment store clerk and see how far 
they'll get. They never do — know- 
ing better. 

No. 7. The inveterate sightseer. 
Habitat: the country shops. Gas ra- 
tioning has done away with this one 
for the duration. But, he’s awaiting 
peacetime. Papa, mama, sister-in-law, 
cousin Suzie and her homely school- 
chum, Daisy-Lou, will ring your door- 
bell out of its socket with early 
morning energy. In case you’re guess- 
ing, they’re on a sightseeing tour, 
have not the remotest intention of 
being so foolish as to buy an antique, 
but feel that the sign Antiques must 
be part of the Auto club. In they 
burst and begin by asking you if 
George Washington slept here. The 
house might be plainly late-Victorian 
and located in New Mexico. You had 
better agree; else they’ll think you 
abysmally ignorant. There you are. 
In a second you’re under a blistering 
barrage of the most irrelevant ques- 
tions. If your regular customers 
should have the effrontery to come, 
the sightseers will stare at them as if 
they had been Siamese twins. They 
will think it an honor to ask to use 
your bathroom, to have an aspirin and 
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a glass of water; they’ll pick most 
of your flowers, if you have a garden, 
and depart assuring you that they’ll 
see you on the next trip. 

No. 8. The Kibitzer. Every night 
I send a prayer to heaven for his 
earthly extinction. He has spoiled 
more good, almost clinched sales for 
us by merely injecting his opinionated 
remarks on the objects his companion 
would like to buy. Ninety-nine per- 
cent of the time it belongs to the so- 
called weaker sex. Whenever the 
friend who brought them along asks 
an opinion on an item, a vicious little 
word of disparagement comes out. 
Nothing is any good and antiques are 
a lot of childish twaddle. She’ll dis- 
credit anything you show your client. 
Net result: No sale. 

There are a few other types of 
similar nightmares in the flesh who 
haunt our business unjustfiably, but 
this bit is intended as a memo—not 
as a journal. It is good to bear in 
mind that we dealers have just a 
normal span of life. Our business 
hours are just as valuable to us as 
that of a furniture salesman to his 
manager. We’re our own managers. 
That we are in business to earn our 
living and that our business is an 
established one, and not a_ shady, 
sharklike venture, is lost on some of 
the types I have tried to portray. 
Ninety-nine percent of the people we 
deal with are understanding, tactful 
and honestly intend to buy something, 
even if they have to take time in 
order to decide. The one per-cent 
group takes the time of the dealer 
who would feel much better if he 
could spend it on the serious collector. 

And, if your grandmother just 
threw away a houseful of valuable 
antiques, that, of course, was her own 
funetal. That we’re business people, 
not father confessors and weeping 
walls, must be considered.

Takes Opposite 
Viewpoint 


WAS much interested in your edi- 

torial regarding the question of 
pricing goods advertised in HOB- 
BIES and would like to express my o- 
pinion on the other side of the ques- 
tion. I have tried it both ways and I 
have found the months that I do not 
list prices I do much more business, 
make many more new contacts and 
get future sales that I otherwise 
never would have made. Time and 
again a person will write about one 
particular item and end up in buying 
something quite different, because in 
answering an inquiry it gives me the 
opportunity to list a number of 
things, gives some idea of the stock I 
carry, and I always send a list of the 
items that I am hunting for. In this 
way the other party gets busiress 


from me, whereas if I had happened 
to price some article too high I never 
would have made the contact at all. 

I will admit there is a slight in- 
convenience in sending a card to in- 
quire the price, but to me this is ex- 
tremely unimportant compared to the 
results that may be the outcome of 
any new contact. Due to the pre- 
vailing conditions I have been obliged 
to close my small shop, which was 
situated 12 miles from my home, and 
I am now selling entirely by mail. 
How am I to build up an adequate 
filing system unless I try to make all 
the new contacts possible? Suppos- 
ing, for example, I advertise a Fish- 
scale goblet for $3 and someone else 
happens to pick up six of them at an 
auction very cheaply and offers them 
for $2 or $2.50. It stands to reason 
my ad will not be answered and snap 
judgment will say that I am high 
priced. But supposing I have no 
price on my goblet and the party

Well, I 
still may not be able to meet the 
price of the other advertiser, but this 
gives me the opportunity to tell her 
that besides the goblet I have a rare 
finger bowl and two salts.

I 
also tell my correspondents what I 
collect and ask them to please keep me 
in mind if they run across any speci- 
mens. Months later I may be lucky 
enough to hear of a new piece. I also 
say that I am always in the market

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for other items and often find what 
I am seeking. It is quite possible I 
have contacted a dealer to whom I 
can supply stock regularly, or I may 
have made a new _ correspondent- 
friend—as I have made many through 
my HOBBIES ads. 

All this might so easily have been 
missed had I priced my goods. This 
is not so important with big dealers 
or those with large shops. But a 
successful mail-order business re- 
quires an ever increasing list of 
names, and this seems to me one 
legitimate and fair way to get them. 
I personally have never found that 
most items sell better when prices 
are given. I am always willing to in- 
quire the price of any article; in fact, 
I am glad to, because, as I have said, 
it gives me an opportunity to make 
my wants known, too. Whereas when 
a price is given, if it is too high for 
me to handle, I never feel I can take 
the time to write without that par- 
ticular incentive. Of course, I want 
to conduct my business in a manner 
that will please the greatest number 
of potential customers. Yet I do not 
think it is purely selfishness on my 
part to want to make as many con- 
tacts as possible, for I truly believe 
the other party is helped just as 
much as I am.—Eleanor Sawyer, New 
Hampshire.

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CLOCK BY SETH THOMAS

OF all the Connecticut clock makers, 

Seth Thomas was probably the 
most successful from a financial stand- 
point. When he went to work for Eli 
Terry in 1808 as a joiner (making 
clock cases), he no doubt had in 
mind learning the clock business. His 
rise was rapid, for we find him in 
partnership with Terry & Hoadley in 
1809. Their firm name was Terry, 
Thomas & Hoadley. 

Seth Thomas was born in Wolcott, 
Conn., in 1785, the son of James and 
Martha Thomas. Very early in life 
he was apprenticed to a carpenter 
and followed that business—building 
houses and other buildings—until he 
went with Eli Terry, as stated above. 

The firm of Terry, Thomas & Hoad- 
ley only lasted a year, when Terry 
sold his interest to Thomas & Hoad- 
ley. This concern was in business for 
two years; then Thomas sold his in- 
terest to Hoadley and went to Ply- 
mouth Hollow. Here he established 
himself in the clock business and was 
successful from the start. But one 
of his shrewdest deals was when he 
purchased the right to make the “Eli 
Terry shelf clock,” known as the Pil- 
lar & Scroll. He paid Terry $1000 
for this privilege, which caused much 
laughter among the neighbors, as 
that was considered a lot of money in 
those days. But Seth’s judgment

was vindicated, for he produced 
about 6,000 of them the first year of 
manufacture. The pleasing lines of 
this clock immediately caught the 
public fancy, and they were turned 
out by the thousands by both Terry 
and Thomas. Also by others, who 
probably never thought of asking 
Terry’s permission. 

The clock illustrated is 29 inches 
tall and 17 inches wide. The pillars 
are 21 inches long, three-quarters of 
an inch at the base and three-eighths 
of an inch at the top. It rests on a 
square base. The dial is 11 inches 
square, wih embossed spandrels. The 
glass in the door is 11 x 7 inches and, 
as usual, pictures a building, with 
trees in the foreground. These 
glasses were hand-painted, and some 
of them show real artistic ability. 

This type of clock dominated the 
clock trade for a long period, and is, 
in my opinion, the most popular clock 
ever made in America. It brought 
fame and fortune to both Terry and 
Thomas. Seth Thomas was never 
known as a “clock genius;” he cer- 
tainly was a good business man. 

On March 31, 1853, the Seth 
Thomas Clock Company was formed, 
with a capital of $75,000. This is 
still a going concern. 

Seth Thomas was married twice 
and had nine children. He passed 
away on January 29, 1859. 

Shortly after Mr. Thomas’ death, 
the part of Plymouth where the fac- 
ory was built was called Thomaston 
in his honor. The name Seth Thomas 
on a clock always stood for a “quality 
product,” and he did his full share 
in making Connecticut the clock cen- 
ter of the world.

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VENETIAN GLASS 


By THELMA SHULL 


Saar pieces of shimmering 

glass, like bubbles caught and 
crystalized in mid-air, created by the 
Venetian glass blowers six or seven 
centuries ago, gave them a leading 
place in this industry for several 
hundred years. 

In the latter part of the 13th cen- 
tury, to be exact, in 1291, the Grand 
Council of Venice required the re- 
moval of all glass houses to the near 
by island of Murano. There were two 
reasons for segregating the glass 
artisans. One was to keep fires from 
spreading through the city and the 
other was to keep the glass blowers 
within the limits of their own locality. 
The fortunes of many leading citizens 
of Italy were tied up in this industry 
and they meant to prevent workmen 
from spreading the secret glass 
formulas to other countries. In spite 
of all precautions, glass blowers oc- 
casionally escaped to other parts of 
Europe; but they were followed and 
put to death if apprehended. 

All glass made in either Venice or 
Murano was called Venetian glass as 
was also that made by Muranese 
workmen who were sent to England 
during the 13th century. 

Murano is a small island located 
about a mile, or half an hour by boat, 
from the northern shore of Venice. 
During the best years of its glass 
industry, it was an island of enchant- 
ment. Gardens stretched from beauti- 
ful homes to the border of the sea. 
People could sit in the cool shade 
and watch the gondolas ply back and 
forth upon the waters. The glass 
blowers could live in luxury; but since 
they were prisoners of the island, the 
elegant pretense meant little. 

In the 138th century, Italian glass 
was being made not only at Murano 
but at Padua, Mantua, Ferrara, Ra- 
venna, Bologna, and other towns. At 
the furnaces, during these early years, 
were produced beads, mirrors backed 
with lead, small panes for window 


glass, goblets, bowls, ete. 

Enameled glass was_ introduced 
from the East about 1300 but enamel- 
ing was not practiced extensively in 
Venice until a century later. Spec- 
tacles are said to have been invented 
in 1286 by Salvino d’Armati, a Floren- 
tine, and are known to have been an 
important product at Murano in 1580. 
During the 17th and 18th centuries, 
mirrors made at Murano were ex- 
ported to almost all countries both 
east and west, When the glass indus- 
try was at its height of popularity, 
the population of the island was about 
30,000. 

The making of beads was one of 
the most important branches of the 
industry at Murano and a_ bead 
makers guild was formed. Marco Polo, 
who lived between the years 1254 and 


1323, pointed out to the Venetians 
how they could build up an export 
trade in beads and his suggestions 
were followed. As a consequence, the 
bead industry assumed a leading place 
in the country and remained an im- 
portant business for several hundred 
years. In 1764, about 44,000 pounds 
of beads were made per week and 
22 furnaces were used in their pro- 
duction. There were 562 different pat- 
terns and also a number of variations 
in designs of beads made, some being 
ornamented with foliage, flowers, etc., 
of either glass or cnamel. Beads 
made at Murano were sent to Africa 
and most all the countries of Europe. 
In 1880, the exportation of beads 
alone amounted to nearly one million 
dollars. 

The Murano glass industry can be 
roughly divided into six classes of 
work. There is the clear or colored 
glass or that ornamented by threads 
of color, the gilt and enameled glass 
of the 15th century, the crackled 
glass, which looks like irregular lines 
of frozen ice, made in the 16th cen-

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tury, the aventurine and marbled and 
variegated imitations of agate and 
chalcedony, the millefiori or mosaic 
glass, and the filigree or lace glass 
made especially during the 17th cen- 
tury. 

In 1495, a writer of the time men- 
tioned the beautiful Venetian glass as 
being “all things that can attract or 
delight the eyes of mankind.” 

By the close of the 17th century, 
supremacy passed from the Vene- 
tians, who failed to hold their own 
against the Bohemian and other glass 
cutters. The Bohemians set new styles 
in glassware which appealed to the 
buying public and it was not until 
the middle years of the 19th century 
that Venetian glass blowers again 
took up the challenge presented by 
their forefathers and sought to copy 
the finest pieces of previous centuries. 

Radi was an expert Venetian glass 
blower of the 19th century and a few 
exquisite pieces of mosaic glass made 
by him in 1838 have been preserved 
in the South Kensington Museum. An 
atelier or school was organized in 
Venice and the best glass blowers of 
the city were grouped here under the 
direction of Radi. In 1842, an attempt 
was made at reviving the old filigree 
glass. However, the first important 
revival of Italian glass was due to the 
efforts of Abbe Zanetti who founded 
the Museum of Ancient Glass at 
Murano. He also established the 
School for Design, analyzed speci- 
mens of old glass which were dredged 
from the canals, and in every way 
possible tried to recapture the beauty 
of the early pieces. 

In 1858, in Venice, it was decided 
to restore some of the mosaic in St. 


Mark’s Cathedral and Radi applied 
for the concession. About this time, 
Dr. Salviati, a lawyer in Vicenza, be- 
came associated with Radi and helped 
spread publicity about the beautiful 
Italian glass. He was instrumental 
in sending Venetian glass to the Flor- 
entine Exhibition of 1861. He also 
opened a shop in London for the sale 
of Venetian glass but it was not a 
commercial success and would have 
failed had it not been for the inter- 
est of several English gentlemen who 
organized the Venice and Murano 
Glass Company and appointed Salvi- 
ati as manager in 1866. The com- 
pany’s London shop was at 30 St. 
James Street, and their Venice ad- 
dress was 731 Campo San Vio. 

After some years of work for the 
English gentlemen, Salviati and mem- 
bers of the company disagreed con- 
cerning various matters, including the 
name of the company, and Salviati 
left the establishment and founded 
another company in 1876. Dr. Castel- 
lani, of Rome, then became head of 
the English company. 

Many of the old glass formulas had 
been lost and it was only after long 
and tedious years of experimentation 


that the 19th century artisans could ~ 


recapture the beauty of the earlier 
wares. Strangers were not admitted 
as workmen to the glass factories at 
Murano because the glass blowers all 
belonged to old families on the island, 
but visitors were always welcomed. 

The nephew of Abbe Zanetti was 
art manager of the Venice and 
Murano Glass Company in the 1890’s. 
Between 40 and 50 men were em- 
ployed by this one company. Young- 
sters began working at the furnaces 
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at an early age and were often skilled 
workmen by the time they were 16 
years old. 

No lead was used in the Venetian 
glass which made it extremely light 
in weight and easily manipulated in- 
to fanciful forms by the blowers. 

In the 1870’s, Muranese glass was 
made into many forms including urns, 
goblets, tumblers, wines, lustres, 
bowls, girandoles, water bottles, 
claret jugs, saltcellars, flower stands, 
preserve jars, vases, ornamental fish, 
beads of spiraled glass thread, per- 
fume bottles of colored, mottled, and 
marbled glass, paperweights in aven- 
turine or imitation gold stone, baskets, 
tazzas, and many other forms. 

Chandeliers and candelabra deco- 
rated with flowers of opal, rose, blue, 
yellow, and white glass had branches 
of different colors of glass, the whole 
held together with silver wire. 

Gold-leaf placed between two layers 
of very thin glass was a special fea- 
ture of many Muranese pieces. 
Nuptial goblets were often made in 
the olden days and were copied during 
the 19th century. One of sapphire 
color was enameled with figures and 
a landscape and medallion portraits 
of a young man and a woman, repre- 
senting nuptials of the 14th century. 

The design for a lovely Venetian 
goblet made in the 19th century was 
taken from Titian’s famous painting, 
The Transfiguration. A cup was 
copied from one designed several 
hundred years before by Benvenuto 
Cellini. Donatello and Ghiberti, the 
latter sculptor best known for the 
bronze doors on which he worked for 
many years, both furnished designs

for windows of the Duomo of Flor- 
ence which were made in Venetian 
glass. 

Dragons with scaly back and claw 
feet ornamented many of the bowls 
and goblets. Chalices with domed 
covers and elaborate stems were also 
included in the general line of the 
Venetian glass companies of the 19th 
century. 

Many beautiful colors were used 
including amethyst, emerald, azure, 
amber, sapphire, opal, and aqua- 
marine. The opal was especially lovely 
in sunlight. Murrhine glass was of 
gold mottled with blue, yellow, and 
other colors or it was clear glass 
spangled throughout with embedded 
pieces of colored glass. Glass which 
contained colored crystals of copper 
was called gold aventurine and that 
with minute disseminated crystals of 
chromium oxide was called green 


aventurine. This aventurine or imi- 
tation gold stone was _ considered 
difficult to manufacture, but the 


Venetians mastered it thoroughly. 
Lily-shaped bowls and dishes were 
frequently made from ritorto or deli- 
cately striped glass, 

The broad ribbed stems on Dutch 
goblets which were frequently cast 
in a mold, when copied by the Vene- 
tians were made by spiraling cords 
of glass round and round the stem 
which flared outwards toward the 
foot. 

Seventy years ago, the Venice and 
Murano Glass Company employed 210 
workers, of which 65 were children. 
In 1874, the total glass industry at 
Murano amounted to about two mil- 
lion dollars, although according to a 
writer of that day there was an an- 
nual decline in all businesses of the 
island. 

While the Italian glass perhaps did 
not have the brilliancy of color found 
in that of other European glass, the 
muted tones were enriched by the 
symmetrical shapes and superimposed 
decorations which were used so 
abundantly. 

Dr. Guilio Salviati, son of the man 
who worked with Radi, was in charge 
of the glass company working in Eng- 
land in 1892. In a semi-circular room 
with raised tiers of benches, the 
modern Venetian glass blowers plied 
their art. The seats around the room 
were arranged for the convenience of 
visitors who might wish to watch the 
manufacture of glass as practiced by 
Italian workmen. 

This concern used three tons of oak 
per day in firing their furnaces. A 
temperature of 1470 degrees Fahren- 
heit was maintained. Sand for the 
glass mixtures was imported from 
the Murano lagoon. 

Three Varovier brothers, Benvenuto, 
Vittoria, and Pietro, all skilled glass 
blowers, went to England to work at 
the furnace. They made between 50

sold. These were artist workmen 
which partly accounted for their good 
income. Another reason for it was 
to enable them to save money to care 
for them after their few fruitful 
years at the glass furnace were over. 
Blindness often overtook them at 
middle age. 

Just imagine, for a moment, being 
a visitor to their workroom. The 
blower takes a bit of glass on his 
blowpipe with the intention of making 
a dragon. The tail is bent by a curling 
upward sweep and then the head is 
quickly fashioned. A flaming red 
glass tongue is inserted and then 
dots of glass for eyes. Next the 
shimmering wings and scaly legs take 
shape. All the deft motions have a 
special significance and the entire 
piece is formed in six or seven 
minutes. 

Dragons were especially popular 
with Venetian glass workers. The 
writhing bodies, swirled like the let- 
ter S, formed suitable standards for 
goblets, tazzas, and epergnes. 

American travelers to Europe dur- 
ing the late nineteenth century often 
brought back pieces of latticinio, mil- 
lefiori, ritorti or other lovely Vene- 
tian glass and it is these beautiful 
pieces which are occasionally found 
today. These choice examples are 
lovely additions to the connoisseur’s 
collection of glass.

among the many souvenirs issued 
commemorating the event was an 
unusual pitcher. Dated 1899, on one 
side is the picture of Admiral Dewey, 
on the other his flag ship Olympia. 
The spout is shaped like an eagle, the 
handle as a cable, with the outlines in 


gold. 
Mrs. C. J. Schweickert, wife of a 
Chesapeake and Ohio conductor, 


Huntington, W. Va., who has as her 
hobby the collecting of pitchers, con- 
siders the Battle of Manila item she 
possesses the “Cream-er of the Crop,” 
as it were, although it, like the ma- 
jority of others in her collection, has 
perhaps never held cream. 

Six years ago, when she moved 
from Hinton, W. Va., to Huntington, 
Mrs. Schweickert had accumulated a 
mere 20 pitchers. Today there are 
620; large ones, small ones, ranging 
from water size to miniature; china, 


pottery, crystal, wood, metal, even 
soap, glossy and dull, of many hues 
and shapes. Besides the sheer in- 
terest which collecting them brings 
into the life of their owner they open 
up as well a vista of history, geog- 
raphy, literature, culture and senti- 
ment. All cataloged, with numbers 
pasted on the bottom, they have come 
from all sections of the United States, 
Mexico and Canada. In the wide 
windows of her dining room there are 
glass shelves, flanked by other 
shelves, 27 in all, on which the pitch- 
ers are arranged. Set on a table that 
belonged in her mother’s family are 
the larger ones. 

A hand-painted water-lily pitcher 
was the initial item which began the 
hobby. Now Mrs. Schweickert owns 
many others of this hand-painted type 
without which no bride of olden days 
considered her “good china” complete. 
Near them is one labeled “Baby,” 
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calling equally sentimental thoughts. 
Not far away is one similar to a 
pitcher now in the museum in Paris 
which Napoleon gave Josephine while 
their romance still held. 

Another interesting pitcher which 
marks an event bears the photographs 
of King George and Queen Elizabeth 
of Great Britain, issued when these 
monarchs visited Canada in 1939. 

Telling a story through their his- 
torical association, some of the pitch- 
ers carry such legends as “Plymouth 
Rock,” “Yorktown,” Andrew John- 
son Memorial, Greenville, Tenn.,” 
“Gettysburg.” There are two on which 
the Confederate flag still flies in all 
its beauty. Niagara Falls and Grand 
Canyon, our National wonders, are 
also represented in the coilection, 
while many other places, whether of 
importance or otherwise, have pitch- 
ers recalling that at some time or 
other a relative or friend has visited

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there and brought this memento to 
Mrs. Schweickert, or that she has en- 
joyed such a trip and purchased them 
for herself. Among these are pitch- 
ers from hotels, from St. John, Ca- 
nada, to Coral Gables, Florida, and 
points east, west and between. 

Arranged in marching order are the 
30 Toby jugs, small ones leading to 
the two large ones and then down 
again to the diminutive. Included in 
these are the bell ringers and charac- 
ters from Dickens, Mrs. Gamp among 
them in her red cap, like a page from 
literature. The gay colors on these 
mugs give their shelf a festive, jolly 
look. Alice in Wonderland is also 
present on her pitcher, once the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Schweickert’s daughter 
when she played tea-party as a child. 

A cat forms the handle of one item, 
as if she were about to lap up the 
cream; on another a bird holds her 
place. A big owl with red eyes decor- 
ates a milk glass pitcher, a parrot 
another. From a bit of soap a small 
lad carved a pitcher for his friend 
who treasures it in her collection. 

As the sun shines into the windows, 
lighting up the various blues, reds, 
lavenders, greens and multiplicity of 
shades, one is impressed with the 
variety that has been obtained in 
shapes. Some are tall and slender, 
some bulge, some acquire difference 
through the arrangements of their 
spouts and handles, but rare is the 
instance when two are alike. Whether 
the pitchers bear trade names well- 
known in the pottery world, such as 
the delicate Belleek ware, very thin 
and very light, from Ireland, or is 
the chance output of an obscure firm, 
all typify the working of man’s ima- 
gination as he seeks an outlet for his 
skill. It is this fact which makes 
the collection doubly interesting. 

Mrs. Schweickert also has a set of 
egg and sand glass, the original spoon 
holder of which was her mother’s. 
She has matched this now from time 
to time until at present she has seven 
glasses, three pitchers, a sugar bowl, 
three trays and a dish. 

From a window sill dedicated to 
their use alone appear a number of 
pottery animals, moo cow and all. 
Children visitors delight in these and 
long to handle them.

Today, with travel rationed, not so 
many new pitchers are being added 
although eight were brought in a re- 
cent week by friends, from various 
places, including Mexico. If, as the 
saying goes—and the meaning must 
have often puzzled childish listeners 
— “little pitchers have big ears,” 
surely the 620 pitchers already in 
Mrs. Schweickert’s collection may tell 
a story intensely interesting to all 
who share her delight in this hobby.

Mrs. Justice S. Erskine, Massachu- 

setts, who shares this section of her 
dining room with us this month 
writes in part: 
“The patterns illustrated are the 8” 
Heart; 7” and 9” Gothic; 74%” and 
814” Square SS; 744” and 9%” Pin- 
wheel; 8” Wicket; a footed cake plate, 
and a short candlestick. Most of the 
open-edge patterns in Milk-White 
glass are found in the Opaque black. 
Sometimes dealers refer to these black 
pieces as “Sandwich Black,” but the 
A. and B. imprinted in a circle on 
the bottom of some of the plates are 
said by Ruth Webb to be probably 
the marks of Bryce Brothers and the 
Atterbury Glass Company. Many also 
were made at Sandwich. 

“A table setting of this glass, which 
appears like deep amethyst if held to 


‘the light, is beautiful arranged on a 


colorful cloth. I like it on a pale 
green organdy with a centerpiece of 
small bright gourds; coral linen with 
shining apples and dark grapes is 
also attractive with these pieces, or 
when the black and white milk glass 
are used together, each seems to en- 
hance the beauty of the other. Add 
blown Cranberry goblets to the latter 
combination and see if it isn’t lovely.”

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State Glassworks 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


N the years prior to 1860 no state, 

with the possible exception of 
Pennsylvania, had had as many glass- 
works as New York State. Many 
of these plants were small and short- 
lived; hence, specimens of their work- 
manship are extremely rare and much 
desired by collectors. 

For the most part, specimens of 
the product of such local plants are 
to be found in the section of the state 
near at hand and some pieces are 
found, as Sandwich glass bits are 
still picked up, from the debris of a 
ruined factory building, or on the site 
where such a building at one time 
stood. However, the exact location 
of most of the very early plants can- 
not be definitely pointed out today. 

In Albany County, eight miles west 
of Albany, on the old turnpike, near 
Guilderland, a glass factory was 
erected in 1792. Like some of the 
modern industrial plants subsidized 
by chamber of commerce efforts, this 
industry was made possible by a loan 
of 3,000 pounds, furnished by the 
state with no interest charge for the 
first three years and a five percent 
charge for the next five years. The 
plant and its employees were exempt 
from taxation for five years. Even 
this state aid did not enable the in- 
dustry to endure for more than about 
20 years, but while it lasted it pro- 
duced a considerable volume of bot- 
tles, tumblers and window-glass. Lack 
of fuel, the right sort of hardwood, 
was given as the reason for abandon- 
ing the enterprise. Perhaps lack of 
enthusiasm on the part of the finan- 
cial committee of the state legislature 
may have been a contributing cause. 
It endured long enough to lay out a 
village around the plant, to be called 
Hamiltonville, from the name Hamil- 
ton Manufacturing Company. For a 
long time the immediate vicinity had 
been called simply “Glass House.” 

Across the Hudson River, in Renn- 
selaer County, contemporary with 
the above, but continuing to manu- 
* facture glass for a much longer pe- 
riod, was the village actually named 
“Glass House,” formerly having been 
called “Rennselaer Village.” This 
little village of 200 inhabitants was 
the home of a fairly large and suc- 
cessful glass industry, which was still 
making glass in 1850. 

In 1831, one John S. Foster came 
to Schuyler Falls, Clinton County, 
and there on the Salmon River, a year 
later, he built a large factory for the 
manufacture of crown glass. Soon 
Foster left this factory to be man- 


aged by others and he went to Jeffer- 
son County where, at Redwood, he be- 
gan making cylinder glass. This lat- 
ter business was carried on for about 
25 years. | 

Lancaster, Erie County, had a 
small glass factory prior to 1860, 
which made a good many bottles, one 
being made in basket design in aqua- 
marine of a bluish tinge. 

An Oneida County village, called 
Taberg after an iron-mining town in 
Sweden, was the scene of the opera- 
tions of the Oneida Glass & Iron 
Manufacturing Company, which be- 
gan operations in 1809. In time it 
gradually turned from glass to the 
more exclusive production of pig iron. 

Also in Oneida County was a little 
village of some 20 dwellings, Dun- 
barton, where glass was made early 
in the 19th century. 

Along the north shore of Oneida 
Lake, in Oswego County, there was 
found, by a close observer of such 
things, a very fine grade of quartz, 
admirably suited to making glass. As 
a result, no less than three glass fac- 
tories sprang up at Constantia, 
where glass was still being extensive- 
ly manufactured in the 1850’s. 

Kings County, in 1855, had two 
glass factories, employing 282 men 
and producing glass at the rate of 
$322,000 for the year. Deming Jar- 
ves, of the Sandwich Glass Company, 
in that interesting little book, ‘““Rem- 
iniscences of Glass Making,” says 
of one John L. Gillerland, who oper- 
ated the Brooklyn Glass Works in 
the 1830’s and 1840’s, “He succeeded 
in producing the most brilliant glass 
of the refractory power so difficult 
to obtain.” This Gillerland ‘eceived 
a gold medal for his product at an 
international exposition in London. 

At Hunter’s Point, Queens County, 
one of the principle industries was, 
for years, the making of flint glass. 

Much of Sullivan County has a 
surface underlaid with red sandstone 
that early glass makers found valu- 
able in glass making. Near Callicoon, 
on the shores of Sand Pond, was 
found pure white sand, invaluable in 
this same industry. 

Adjoining Sullivan County on the 
east is Ulster County, with a wealth 
of singular village names: Napanoch, 
Kerhonkson, Pataukunk, Kyserike, 
Mohonk, Awosting, Mombaccus, Met- 
tacahonts. One township, Wawarsing, 
pronounced “Warsink,” Indian for 
blackbird’s nest, had a glass factory 
near the edge of the Shawangunk 
Mountains. Ellenville, in the same 
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county and located on the old Dela- 
ware & Hudson Canal, had an exten- 


sive glass factory, the Ellenville 
Glass Co., Inc. This employed 200 
hands and made $100,000 worth of 
demijohns yearly. And speaking of 
strange names in Ulster County, there 
was Homowack, a village of 20 houses 
and one glass factory. 

In Wayne County, too, where up to 
the Civil War days half the pepper- 
mint oil of the United States was 
produced, had a glass factory in 1860. 
Probably much of this oil was put up 
in glass made right there and in pot- 
tery produced near-by, at Lyons. 

At Mt. Pleasant, in the north- 
western corner of Saratoga County, 
was a glass factory and that, to- 
gether with the factory listed in 
1835 as making bottles at Saratoga, 
was probably supplying containers 
for the famous mineral waters of 
Saratoga Springs, the great Amer- 
ican spa of the ’70’s and °80’s. 

In addition to the above-named 
New York State glass factories, the 
following are listed by N. Hudson 
Moore, in “Old Glass, European and 
American,” as sources of early Amer- 
ican glass: Van Rensellaer Glass 
Works, opened at Albany, 1807; 
Loderwick Bamper, Brooklyn, 1754; 
glassworks at Dunbarton and Dur- 
hamville, 1802, Oneida County; New 
Windsor, Orange County, 1753-1785; 
two glassworks in New York City, 
1732, and a glass house at New 
Foundland, four miles from New 
York, where special bottles and flasks 
were made with any desired name on 
them. 

Doubtless the total output of all 
these New York glassworks would not 
reach an impressive figure, but the 
number of places where the industry 
was started indicate as much interest 
in glass as is to be found in most 
states in a day when wood was the 
almost universal fuel, and no special 
deposits of just the right grade of 
sand had been exploited. Later, the 
Berkshires section of Massachusetts 
provided that state with its silica, 
Juniata County, Pennsylvania, con- 
tributed that ingredient to the glass 
of Pittsburg and Wheeling, and the 
New Jersey sandbanks were drawn 
upon by New Jersey and eastern 
Pennsylvania.

china which the United States 
has produced down through the years, 
there is none which so typifies its 
surroundings as does the brown mot- 
tled ware produced at Bennington, 
Vt., between 1793 and 1858. Started 
as a pottery to meet the needs of 
Vermonters, its practical usefulness 
and sturdy friendliness make it to- 
day as much of a favorite as it was 
when itinerate peddlers first sold it 
from house to house. 

Today, just to look at a Benning- 
ton milk basin fills me with a flood 
of Vermont memories. I see again 
uncle’s Jersey cow, dappled, brown 
and sleek, maple syrup waxing in 
the snow and carpets of pungent pine 
needles and pink lady slippers on the 
shores of Lake Dunmore. I am re- 
minded of fine old maple and pine 
furniture, of prim villages and of 
those early Vermonters who have 
handed down to their posterity qual- 
ities of thrift, economy and rugged- 
ness. 

To the person who has early Ameri- 
ican furniture in pine, maple or fruit- 
wood, fine old braided or hooked 
rugs, early brasses and pewter, a 
collection of Bennington is as natural 
as cheese is to apple pie. Celery 
vases, honey dishes, compotes, cup 
plates and other feminine bits need 
not be sought, for they will not be 
found. Rather there will be pie 
plates, milk basins, enormous pitch- 
ers, big and little bowls, mugs and 
vegetable dishes. If one must be 
dainty there is a soup dish whose 
length is about six inches. With each 
piece there is a feeling of substan- 
tialness and a realization that Ben- 
nington potters made their products 
of lasting quality. 

Interesting though it is, Benning- 
ton could not be a true Vermonter 
and be used for display purposes 
only. Almost any single piece, such 
as a pitcher, basin or mug, makes a 
splendid container for flowers. 
Skunk cabbage and the soup dish 
seem “made for each other,” as we 
say of gay young things in the spring. 
The largest batter bowl steps right 
up as the center of interest if in 
August it is filled with multi-colored 
zinnias, and with the arrival of Oc- 
tober’s “bright blue weather” there 
is nothing more lovely than bitter 
sweet in the hunt pitcher. 

However, the real object of Ben- 
nington was for the table and on 
the table it is at its best; but the 
food served with it should be typical 
of it. If one’s collection should start, 


we'll say, with three bowls and a 
pitcher, then use it right away for 
a mush and milk supper or fill your 
bowls with pop corn and your pitcher 
with apple juice for a social eve- 
ning at home. 

When the plates and vegetable 
dishes are collected, serve a boiled 
dinner. You know, a shank of ham 
with all the vegetables the victory 
garden has produced—cabbage, pota- 
toes, carrots, onions and turnips— 
cooked in the ham liquor and served 
with plenty of vinegar and pepper. 

Baked potatoes with dried codfish 
gravy and fresh ground horseradish 
came right out of the Green Moun- 
tains, and though you may drink 
water all evening as a result you'll 
serve it again next week. 

You know about the beans, don’t 
you, that bake all day in a Benning- 
ton bean pot with an enormous onion 
in their midst? Just before serving, 
the onion is removed, but its flavor 
remains. 

You wonder about desserts with 
these meals! Well, Vermonters go 
“blueberrying” and “sugaring-off” 
and “apple paring,” so what would 
you think of maple-sugar cake or a 
deep dish pie filled with apples or 
blueberries? 

These meals are but a drop in the 
bucket to what you will find you can 
serve in your lovely brown ware; 
and remember as you a-collecting-go 
that its dappled brown is beautiful 
with amber, copper and maple. To 
quote two precious Vermonters of the 
long ago, you may have to “flex 
around” to collect a Bennington ser- 
vice but once you have it you’re 
“plumb smart.”

Enigma-Is it a bell, or isn’t it? 


HAT is it? What was it used for? 
Where was it made? 

For a long number of years I have 
Guestioned many people in an effort to 
learn what “his glass bell of mine was 
used for. So far, none of them have 
answered my question to any logical 
degree. Books have not helped me 
in my quest either. 

This bell shaped piece of glass is 
a milky white, almost transparent 
color, with bubbles, yet has a very 
satin lustre. The handle and the 
fluted bottom are both of a robin’s 
egg blue. It is about 11 inches high 
and the bottom is seven inches wide. 

I feel sure that it was never used 
for a bell, because there is absolutely 
no sign of a place for a clapper. 
Another thing, I think its a bit too 
heavy to have been used for a bell, 
for it would have certainly been awk- 
ward to handle. 

The history of the bell js not very 
informative as to what it was used 
for. An aunt of mine had reached 
the age of 90 when she decided to 
give away some of her treasures to 
the different members of her family. 
She had two of these bells, so she 
gave one of them to my sister and 
the other to me. 

All she remembered about the bells 
was that they sat on the corner of 
her parlor mantel as far back as she 
could remember. She said _ her 
father had told her that all he re- 
membered of the bells was that they 
sat in the same place on the same 
mantel when he was a child. So this 
places them back to the days long 
before the Civil War. 

The bell which is owned by my sis- 
ter is about four inches taller than 
mine and entirely different in shape, 
su uney were not used in pairs, ap- 
parently. Her bell is much thicker 
giass and not nearly so transparent 


fluted bottoms would have most cer- 
tainly let in insects. Another story 
came from a friend of mine who, 
while in Paris several years ago, saw 
a French movie, in which a bell simi- 
lar to mine, was used to cover a 
lighted candle; it gave the heroine 
time enough to get into her bed be- 
fore the light was extinguished, as 
the bell served as a slow but very 
efficient means of putting out the 
light. 

These are some of the tales I have 
heard about my glass bell, but the 
use for which it was intended: still 
puzzles me.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON

Four Freedoms Stamp Issued 

OSTMASTER General Frank C. 

Walker announced in January 
that he had authorized the issuance 
of a 1-cent Four Freedoms commemo- 
rative postage stamp to replace the 
present 1-cent defense stamp. The 
new stamp was placed on first-day 
sale on February 12, Abraham Lin- 
coln’s birthday, at the Washington, 
D. C. post office and Philatelic 
Agency of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

“It was deemed particularly fit- 
ting,’ Mr. Walker said, “That a 
stamp fostering the great principles 
of freedom should appear on the day 
when the nation annually pays tribute 
to the Great Emancipator, Abraham 
Lincoln. I hope that a new stamp 
will be helpful in impressing on the 
public the necessity for spreading 
the Four Freedoms to more and more 
of the world, so that the lot of the 
common man may be improved and a 
soundly based, enduring peace may 
be established after the present war.” 

The central subject for this Four 
Freedoms commemorative stamp is a 
copy in bas-relief of Liberty holding 
the lighted Torch of Freedom and 
Enlightenment, enclosed in an oval- 
shaped panel. Across the top of the 
stamp is the inscription reading, 
“U. §S. Postage,” shown in white 
architectural Roman on a_ shaded 
background. Underneath this inscrip- 
tion, at the left, is the denomination 
designation “1-Cent” and in a corres- 
ponding position at the right, “1- 
Cent.” 

Below the central design is a rec- 
tangular plaque with white back- 
ground, in which appears the word- 
ing “Freedom of Speech and Religion, 
From Want and Fear,” in solid 
gothic lettering aranged in five lines. 
In the space at the right and left 
of the central oval and plaque are 
shown conventionalized oak leaves, 
outlined in white. 

The new stamp is printed in green, 
of the regular size, 0.75 by 0.87 inch, 
and arranged vertically. Paul Man- 








ship, New York, N. Y., designed it. 

The origin of the material used in 
the 2-cent United Nations stamp was 
a photographic reproduction of an 
original drawing by Leon Helguera, 
New York, N. Y. 

The engraver of the vignette was 
Charles A. Brooks; of the lettering 
and numeral, Axel W. Christensen.

Because of the heavy demands for 
air mail envelopes for shipment over- 
seas for use of the armed forces, 
domestic post office stocks may be- 
come depleted. 

The increased use of the airmail 
service is evidenced by the fact that 
the current airmail stamp is soon to 
be issued in booklet form. The main 
reason given for this new feature is 
for the convenience of the armed 
forces.

The manufacture of stamp albums 
after February 15, 1943, has been 
outlawed in order to “promote the 


national defense,” according to the 
publication of general conservation 
order M-241-a by the War Production 
Board. 

Stocks on hand may be sold, but 
pulp, paper or paperboard may not 
be used for “albums and album cov- 
ers, including scrapbooks, for photos, 
snapshots, post cards, clippings, 
stamps, matchbook covers, etc.”

The War Department has an- 
nounced that in view of the heavy 
demands being made on cargo space 
for military shipments, the volume of 
mail dispatched to overseas destina- 
tions must be kept to a minimum. 

In accordance with recommenda- 
tions of the War Department, the 
Post Office Department has issued 
the following restrictions on mail for 
Army personnel addressed to A.P.O.’s 
overseas. 

Only parcels under five pounds in 
weight will be accepted for dispatch 
and then they must be sent only at 
the specific written request of the 
addressee approved by the addressee’s 
commander, 

Individual copies of newspapers or 
magazines may not be mailed except 
by publishers on the written request 
of addressee. 

Circular matter of the third class 
will not be accepted.

He is seriously desirous of not 
being a burden and he is glad to be 
home. He thinks of his collection, 
maybe even wants to put in new ma- 
terial he sent home from Australia 
or Africa or some such area where 
he was billeted. That collection is a 
hold on his interest. It is a way out 
of the dreary periods of convalescence. 
He is thankful for it, and it has 
distinct healing value to a weary 
mind. 

Let’s look at Tom. He was a col- 
lector, too, but he didn’t say much 
about it and someone sold the book 
and its contents when they cleaned 
house, or when they needed (or 
thought they did) a few dollars to 
apply to the family exchequer. 

And probably ... too likely ... 
they sold the “mess” at far below 
its real worth. 


Tom comes home... he, too, needs 
the collection to help him ease the 
long hours of rehabilitation . . . sold! 
“How much did you get for it?” 
Might make you feel guilty — “Oh, 
I think Sis got ten or fifteen dollars 
for it.” 

And Tom, being a bit peevish says: 
“Gosh, and there were single stamps 
in it that were worth three or four 
dollars apiece, and a lot more that 
were good for face and a few even 
that were errors and such and the 
lot was good for $150, maybe more. 
Gee!” 

The family feels pretty silly over 
their lack of care in selling the col- 
lection . . . perhaps they even try 
to replace some of the material. It is 
never the same. Your boy’s pleasure 
either is quenched, or won’t come 
back. The old fun is gone, damaged, 
lost. What to do? 

This has been said here before. 
“Don’t sell his collection until you 
are sure you are getting fair values. 
Get several bids.

A while back, we said something 
about the never ending arguments re- 
garding “What Philately Teaches.”

PRECANCELS 


By ALBERT L. JONES 


HESE are the days—and evenings 

—when we are resuming acquaint- 
ance with our homes. Mileage ration- 
ing, in many instances is proving 
beneficial to us in unanticipated ways. 
We are learning we can be happy and 
contented even though we do not 
spend much time dancing and dining 
and attending the cinema. 

Many a collection has been dragged 
from the closet to which it had been 
relegated and our interest in collect- 
ing revived. Some may find it not 
feasible to continue collecting as be- 
fore. This may be because of in- 
sufficient storage room or because 
our former hobby necessitated travel- 
ing and so now is out for the duration, 
But one can switch to something else. 

The real collector can find pleasure 
in collecting either this and that or 
that and this or he can turn to “what 
have you?” May I present the ad- 
vantages of one branch of stamp col- 
lecting ? 

Stamp collecting is admittedly the 
most popular of all collection hobbies. 
This is due to the ease of gathering, 
compactness of housing, an abundance 
of helpful catalogs and literature and 
the accessibility of fellow collectors 
with whom to hobnob, 

During these war days many 
foreign stamps are difficult to secure 
and we do not feel as if we cared to 
collect the stamps of certain coun- 


tries. Some of the scarcer stamps 
of the United States have soared in 
price. 

What to do! 


The collecting of precancels is the 
answer. 

Precanceled stamps are _ those 
stamps on which the name of the 
city using them is printed or hand- 
stamped with a line above the city 
name and another line below the state 
name. You will find such stamps on 
circulars and parcel post packages. 
You will not find them on first class 
mail. 

PREcanceled means canceled before 
being placed on the envelope or 
package. Precanceled stamps usually 
can be identified easily by the fact 
that the lines on the stamp stop at 
the edge of the stamp and do not 
continue on the cover. Precanceled 
stamps are sold only to permit hold- 
ers. The only persons or firms granted 
permits are those who mail large 
quantities of circulars or parcel post 
packages. This saves the time to the 
Post Office Department of one opera- 
tion as the employees do not have to 
go over such mail and cancel each 
stamp individually. 

How can I start a collection of pre- 


_cancels? The way to collect pre- 


cancels is to collect precancels. If 
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you have access to the mail of any 
firm receiving many parcels and 
circulars you will find many pre- 
cancels thereon. Cut these stamps 
from the cover, being careful not to 
cut, tear or injure the stamp in any 
way. Throw the stamps into a pan 
of water and leave them for ten or 
fifteen minutes. This will soak the 
stamps loose from the paper to which 
they were stuck. Place the stamps 
on white blotting paper or any ab- 
sorbent paper — newspapers do ad- 
mirably — until the stamps are dry. 

Now take your accumulation and 
separate by states. Then take those 
precancels from Alabama or the first 
state alphabetically from which you 
have any—it is likely to be California 
—and separate by cities, The next 
step is really the first precancel step. 
It is to separate by types. All stamps 
from the same city showing the same 
type of precancelation are to be 
mounted together and, in so far as 
your knowledge permits, mount them 
chronologically. You’ll make some 
mistakes of course. Don’t let that 
bother you. If you know some stamp 
collector—perhaps the boy next door 
—get him to help you. He may not 
be interested in precancels but he can 
help you get your issues of stamps 
straightened out. I note I said mount 
your stamps together. I don’t mean 
that you are to mount more than one 
stamp of kind. If you have more than 
one stamp where the stamp is the 
same and the precancelation of the 
same type from the same town, mount 
the one in the best condition and 
place the other among your dupli- 
cates. 

Of course, don’t paste your stamps 
in your loose-leaf book. Get stamp 
hinges at your local bookstore, sta- 
tionery store, five and ten cent store 
or from a stamp dealer. A package of 
a thousand peelable hinges sells for 
about 15 cents. 

Now write to Moriz Bernsteain, 
2130 Estaugh Street, Philadelphia, 
Penna., for a copy of the “A.B.C. of 
Precancel Collecting.” Mention HOB- 
BIES and a copy will be sent you 
free, It is a promotional booklet put 
out by the Precancel Stamp Society, 
Inc., and will be found decidedly 
helpful. 

The P.S.S. is the national society 
of precancel collectors. In addition to 
it there are precancels clubs in many 
cities and you will be made welcome 
at their meetings. Precancel collectors 
are known as conspicuously friendly 
folk. 

Collecting all precancels or general 
precancel collecting, as it is better 
termed, is a big job but it is a good 
way to start. In that way you get a 
good general knowledge of precance’: 
and so have a solid foundation fur 
your collecting. After collecting gen- 
eral for a while you will probably 
decide to limit your collection and 
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will choose some group or groups 
that especially appeal .to you and 
concentrate on them. A popular plan 
is to collect all the city-type pre- 
cancels of your state or some state 
in which you are interested and, in 
addition, Bureau Precancels from all 
states. The state collection will give 
jyou a thoroughly representative col- 
lection of all issues of stamps of the 
United States from the Nineties on 
and also precancel types. The Bureau 
collection will be representative of 
cities all over the country. 

What are City-type Precancels and 
what are Bureau Precancels, and how 
can you tell them apart? You will 
learn about them by studying the 
A.B.C. of Precancel Collecting. If you 
happen to have a file of HOBBIES 
available you will find a precancel 
department in each issue for the past 
five or six years, You may get some 
further information along this line 
in the issue for next month. 

Perhaps reading this article has 
made precancel collecting seem 
simple. It is not difficult to get 
started but, as you get into it, you 
probably will be surprised at how 
much there is to learn. You can spend 
as much money or as little as you 
wish. You will find that your enjoy- 
ment is in no wise dependent upon 
the amount of money expended. It 
might be well to warn you that no 
group of precancels can be brought 
to near completion without the ex- 
penditure of time and money. Don’t 
let that worry you. Take it easy. 
Don’t try to learn everything at once 
or to get all the stamps you need 
right away. You have years of plea- 
sure and happiness ahead of you if 
you collect precancels sensibly and 
make contacts by mail or in person 
with your fellow precancelarians.

Two Scenic Issues 


The Mosque at Damascus 
(Syria A 5) 
By PENNINGTON PENN 


7 Mosque at Damascus appears 
on Syria’s stamp type A 5 which 
is used to illustrate No. 177, 1 piastre, 
magenta, of the series of 1925 and 
was surcharged in blue for the In- 
dustrial Exposition at Damascus in 
1929. The Mosque also appears as 
the “View of Damascus” on Syria’s 
type A 22, No. 224, 100 pistre, red 
orange, in the series of 1930-31. 

The great Mosque was erected at 
the beginning of the 8th century on 
the site of the Christian church of 
St. John, just as that church had been 
erected by Arcadius, about the 5th 
century, on the site of a pagan 
temple, which probably occupied the 
site of the ancient Beit Rammon. The 
Mosque was burned down in 1069, 


pillaged by Tamerlane in 1401, and 
badly damaged by fire in October, 
1893. The mosque is the product of 
many architects and many years of 
building which accounts for the many 
styles of architecture. It occupies a 
quadrangle 163 yards by 108 yards, 
the interior dimensions being 431 feet 
by 125 feet. The entrance archway on 
the west is very ancient and of beauti- 
ful workmanship. 

The interior of the mosque is im- 
pressive, with nave and aisles sup- 
ported by columns. The first thing 
to claim attention is the number of 
lamps hung from the ceiling, and the 
inscriptions from the Koran; the 
stained glass windows, the various 
praying places, and the handsome 
carpets covering the marble pave- 
ment. In the transept is a “chapel,” 
said to contain the Head of John the 
Baptist, also said to have been found 
in the crypt of the church. The pulpit 
is beautiful and the mosaics on the 
walls are old. The Court contains a 
marble fountain, where the wor- 
shippers perform their ablutions be- 
fore entering the mosque. Corridors 
surround the Court, and traces may 
be seen of the gilding with which they 
were once beautified. In the western 
part of the Court is the “Dome of 
Treasures” — containing relics and 
manuscripts of immense value. In 
1905 some valuable Syriac and Kufic 
manuscripts were discovered among 
these treasures. 

There are three minarets to the 
Mosque, The Minaret of the Bride, 
Madinet-el-’Arus, is the most ancient. 
It is ascended by 160 steps and the 
view from the top is the best in 
Damascus. The Minaret of Jesus or 
Madinet of ’Isa, is so named from a 
legend that when Jesus comes to 
judge the world, He will descend first 
to this minaret. 

Near the Mosque is the tomb of 
Saladin. Frequent allusions are made 
to Damascus in both the Old and New 
Testaments. It is the oldest inhabited 
city in the world. Josephus attributes 
its foundation to Uz, but whether it 
dates so far back or not, it is certain 
that Damascus was a place of con- 
sequence in the days of Abraham, 
when Ur of the Chaldees was a metro- 
polis of Mesopotamia. Two miles be- 
yond the walls of Damascus is Jobar, 
the spot where Elijah was fed by 
ravens.

The Bruges Belfry Stamp 
of Belgium 


In 1929 a scene showing the “Canal 
and Belfry at Bruges” was used to 
illustrate one of the semi-postal issues 
of Belgium. This stamp listed as No. 
434 (SP-33) in Scott’s is in dull violet 
and sold for 5 francs plus 5 francs. 
The surtax was for anti-tuberculosis 
work and the double-barred, or Lor- 
raine cross, appears in the upper 
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corner as is the fashion when stamps 
are issued for this great humanitarian 
work. 

The canal shown on this stamp con- 
nects Ostend with Bruges, in West 
Flanders, and is “a fine broad sheet 
of water.” In 1798, a detachment of 
English troops were landed at the 
mouth of this canal and they suc- 
ceeded in destroying the sluices, but 
the wind shifted before they could 
make good their retreat to their ves- 
sels, and they were taken prisoners 
by the French. 

Bruges is said to have been a city 
in the 7th century and the name 
Flanders was then applied to it and 
not to the district. Bruges was the 
Liverpool of the Middle Ages, and 
was rich and powerful when Antwerp 
and Ghent were only in their infancy. 
In the 14th century the commerce of 
the world may be said to have been 
concentrated in it. Factories, or privi- 
leged companies of merchants, from 
17 kingdoms were settled at Bruges 
as agents. Early in the 13th century 
Bruges was made the staple place of 
the cities of the Hanseatic League, 
and of the English wool trade, and 
became the center of resort for the 
Lombard and Venetian traders. 
Bruges was long the residence of the 
Counts of Flanders, but it reached the 
height of its splendor in the first 
part of the 15th century, when the 
Dukes of Burgundy fixed their court 
there. The silting up of the Zwyn, 
the city’s outlet to the sea, caused the 
decline in the glory of Bruges. Canals 
have helped to save the city from 
total stagnation in trade but the 
ancient glory has never returned. 

On one side of the Grand Place 
at Bruges stands Les Halles, a large 
building dating from 1364, one wing 
of which was intended to be a cloth- 
hall, while the other has been occupied 
by a meat market. The tower or 
belfry in its center is an elegant 
Gothic structure, imposing from its 
height. The view from its top, as may 
be supposed is extensive; it com- 
mands the roofs of the city, and a 
sort of map-like panorama of the 
surrounding country. The chimes from 
the tower are the finest in Europe, 
and almost incessant. They are played 
four times an hour by machinery, 
which is located near the top of the 
tower. This apparatus consists of an 
enormous brass cylinder, acting like 
the barrel of an organ, and setting in 
motion the keys of the instrument. 





Postal Note Scrip 

To facilitate the handling of small 
remittances thru the mails, Canada 
has recently added a 10c and 25c 
value to its 1c, 2c, and 5c scrip values. 
The scrip, issued by the Canadian 
Post Office, is redeemable for cash 
at any Canadian Post Office. It is a 
convenient means of sending small 
amounts of money through the mails.

Counterfeiting Old Coins 

Counterfeiting we have always had 
with us. The “death to counterfeit” 
of former times seemed not to deter 
the “easy moneyers,” for history is 
loaded with the plague of counterfeit- 
ing, a custom usual to all countries. 
Ceunterfeiters as a rule make only 
coins of current issues. Most genuine 
coins in circulation are those of re- 
cent mintage, and as there are so 
many practically all alike they are 
not scrutinized so carefully; whereas 
an older and unfamiliar coin would 
at once attract attention, and if 
counterfeit would be more likely to be 
detected. However, there has at times 
been counterfeiters who specialized in 
in counterfeiting rare, high priced 
ancient coins, not to “pass” them, but 
to sell to collectors. An expert at the 
work could “build up” a very pass- 
able imitation so far as size, shape 
and engraving is concerned, but if 
the prospective purchaser was sus- 
picious he could compare the gold or 
silver with the gold or silver used in 
the coins of that ancient date, The 
fineness of the gold or silver used in 
Rome or Greece two thousand years 
ago would be different from the same 
metals used in the United States to- 
day. To circumvent this, the more ex- 
pert ancient-coin counterfeiter melts 
down several of the low priced ancient 
coins of the same era of the rare 
coins, and makes his priced rare 
coins from this molten mass. Collec- 
tors should not pay fabulous prices 
for rare ancient coins until the coins 
have been examined by and received 
the “O-K” of an expert on the gen- 
uineness of ancient coins.

Banking Terms 

The following article, What Does a 
Voucher Vouch, (much _ condensed) 
appeared in the New Zealand Banker 
and read before the New Zealand 
Numismatic Society will be of much 
interest to check collectors. 

Voucher. In the early English Law 
a voucher was a person who was 
called as a witness to support or 
vouch for the claims of others. Later 


the word voucher was applied to cer- 
tain types of documents and papers 
that served to bear witness to or to 
establish the truth of something. Thus 
it came to be used in banking to 
refer to a cancelled cheque, for such 
a cheque bears witness to or vouches 
for the fact that money was paid by 
the bank and received by the payee. 

Tellers. Why called Receiving Teller 
and Paying Teller? Originally the 
word “tell” meant to count in num- 
bers; like “the Monk was telling his 
beads,” “the sergeant ordered his 
men to tell off” (count). 

Check or cheque. Derived from the 
game of chess. In chess the expres- 
sion “my king was in check” is used. 
The British “cheque” originally re- 
ferred to the stub, to be checked 
against the draft itself. 

Finance. Derived from the Old 
French word “finer,* which had sey- 
eral meanings, such as to end, to 
settle, to pay. 

Cashier. The word “cash” repre- 
sents the Englishman’s attempt to 
pronounce the French “casse,’”’ which 
means box. The French banker kept 
his money in a money-drawer or box. 
This was called a casse. In time the 
name of the container, casse, referred 
to the thing it contained, money. 
Hence casse or cash has come to mean 
money, and the one in charge of the 
money, cashier.

Aunt Columbia 

The Liberty head silver dollar — 
1878-1904 -— is probably responsible 
for our accepted conceptions of “Aunt 
Columbia.” It shows her not as a 
glamorous beauty, but as a matured, 
robust, judiciously minded, forceful, 
fine looking woman, truly typical of 
American womanhood. Her Phrygian 
cap is becoming to her. A Phrygian 
cap is a close-fitting cap worn by the 
ancients and adopted as a symbol of 
liberty during the first French re- 
public. Her cap is appropriately 
adorned with a wreath of wheat and 
cotton leaves typifying the North 
and South. The reverse of the coin 
is well balanced, with the eagle, wings 


“displayed,” holding the familiar olive 
branch and arrows in its talons and 
with a laurel wreath below. A Phila- 
delphia newspaper, 1878, had this to 
say of it: “The head of Liberty is 
chaste and beautiful, and, in an artistic 
sense, is considered the best executed 
head that has ever appeared upon 
United States coinage. It is well dis- 
tributed as to be susceptible of easy 
work under the die, and altogether 
will certainly reflect credit upon both 
the designer and the government. It 
was taken from life, and is a fair 
type of the beauty of one of our 
Philadelphia ladies, the model having 
been a young lady who is a teacher 
in one of the public schools in the 
Fifteenth section, and who naturally 
objects to having her name _ pub- 
lished.” 

Compare the picture of Aunt 
Columbia on this dollar with that on 
the Peace Dollar, 1921-1935, and you 
will not hesitate in deciding which is 
the better likeness of your “favorite 
Aunt.” Can you imagine Uncle Sam 
being married to the scared looking 
little Miss on the Peace dollar. Our 
early dollars, 1794-1804, showed the 
bust of Liberty facing right, while 
those of 1878-1904, and the Peace 
dollar, show her facing left.

Barter ‘Coins’ 

The various coins of the world are 
the branches, paper money being the 
foliage, of a family tree. The trunk 
of the original tree from which the 
branches emanate is Barter-and-trade. 
Money is based on barter, not barter 
on money. Money is a convenient ex- 
pediency of barter-and-trade. When 
the money of a nation goes “flunk” 
its people revert to the original barter 
system. Argentina, we will say, has 
$100,000 worth of grain to sell, Spain 
has $100,000 of wine to sell; each 
country looks askance at the other’s 
money; but this doesn’t kill the deal; 
they trade, using book-keeping as the 
only medium of exchange. The United 
States, with the soundest currency on 
earth, semi-officially recognizes barter 
as a substitute for its money system, 
knowing that barter stands up when 
money falls down. An A.P. news item 
of January 16 says: Yanks Get 
“Barter Bags” For Bargaining With

Three Dollar Gold Piece 
A “Spare” 

Three dollar gold pieces, 1854-1889, 
are the “spares” of our gold coinage, 
a somewhat similar position of the 
three-cent piece of our other coinage. 
They don’t fit into our decimal sys- 
tem. In lieu of the familiar Liberty 
head of most of our other gold coins 
is an Indian head; and on the other 
side the usual eagle is replaced by 
a simple wreath. Other gold coins 
bear the appelation of eagle, half- 
eagle, double-eagle, etc., but the three 
dollar gold piece is just a three-dollar 
piece. They are all of one type with 
one exception, the word “dollars” was 
of slightly smaller type on the first 
year’s issue. Most of the coins were 
from the Philadelphia Mint; only five 
different dates from San Francisco, 
one from New Orleans and one from 
Dahlonega. John B. Longacre de- 
signed the coin. It is claimed the odd 
three-dollar gold piece was coined to 
fit with the three-cent coin and the 
then prevalent three-cent postage 
stamp; with the opsoletion of the 
three-cent piece and a change in the 
postage rates the three-dollar gold 
coin became a “spare,” or “fifth 
wheel.” Because ot the scarcity of 
many of the dates a complete se-

quence set is expensive to form; in 
fact, impossible, as there were only 
two 1870-S coins minted, and one of 
these two indefinitely cached in the 
corner-stone of the San Francisco 
Mint building. There were only 25 
coined in 1873, 20 in 1875, and 45 in 
1876, and less than 1000 minted dur- 
ing each of three other dates.

Rare Coins Seldom Found 
In Change 

Advertising to the contrary, high 
priced rare coins are not found in 
every-day change. Collectors examine 
all coins in their change, but they are 
looking for odd, choice-conditioned, or 
scarce coins, not for extremely rare 
ones. The “Who’s Who” amongst the 
gentry of the extreme rarities are 
all finger-marked, with their home 
address in the coin directory. With 
so many coin-minded persons scan- 
ning their change it is seldom ever a 
scarce coin is found. It is true, as 
certain advertisers say, certain coins 
bring large premiums, but it is not 
true, as these advertisers claim, that 
“they are daily found in change.” 
There is not one chance in a million 
that the owners of the extremely 
rare coins, knowing as they do their 
value, will place any of them, even 
by accident, in circulation. You will 
not find an 1804 dollar, an 1884 or 
1885 Trade dollar, 1853 half dollar 
without arrows or rays, a Confederate 
half-dollar, 1894-S dime, 1913 Liberty- 
head nickel, in circulation; and there 
are many other rarities of like status. 
It pays to scan your change, for you 
may frequently find freaks, oddities, 
scarce dates, good-conditioned coins 
as replacements for your poor speci- 
mens, the different mint marks of 
the same date, and duplicates for 
trading purposes; but as for the ex- 
treme rarities, forget them, for it will 
be like looking for a mote in your 
own eye.

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Two of the most important centers 
of finance in the world are Wall St. 
in New York and Lombard Street in 
London. How Wall Street received 
its name is more or less common 
knowledge to Amerrcans; it was the 
street that ran along the North wall 
or rampart hastily erected by the 
Dutch to protect New Amsterdam 
against the attacks of the English. 
But relatively few of us know the 
long and fascinating history behind 
the name Lombard Street—the world 
famous financial street of London. In 
the year 568, a Teutonic tribe called 
Langobarden (long beards) invaded 
Italy and settled in the valley of the 
Po River. The district in which they 
settled became known as Lombardy. 
Many of their descendants, called 
Lombards, had a marked aptitude for 
banking; so much so that the word 
lombard (without the capital ‘l’) came 
to be applied to any banker. The first 
public bank in modern Europe was 
the Bank of Venice, founded in 1171. 
Later, with the rise of England as a 
great trading nation, some of the 
Lombard money-lenders and bankers 
established branch offices in London 
—and the street on which they and 
other bankers met twice a day to 
transact business became known as 
the street of the Lombards, or Lom- 
bard Street. Paris also has a Rue des 
Lombards — the name of which 
originated in the same manner.” 


The Quetzal 


of Guatemala 
By CHESTER H. KIMREY, 
American Vice Consul to Guatemala 


é ian quetzal is a bird peculiar to 

certain mountainous regions of 
Guatemala and southern Mexico. It 
was adopted as the national bird of 
Guatemala because it is a bird that 
dies if taken captive. It, therefore, 
symbolizes liberty for the people of 
Guatemala. 

The quetzal appears on the coat of 
arms of the Republic of Guatemala, 
seated upon a scroll which has the 
following legend: Liberty, September 
15, 1821. This is the date on which 
Guatemala declared her independence 
from Spain. The coat of arms appears 
on the reverse of all Guatemalan 
coins. On the face of the five-cent, 10c 
and 25c coins there appears the figure 
of a quetzal seated upon a column 
with the legend: June 30, 1871, which 
is the date of the triumph of the 
liberal revolution in Guatemala. The 
quetzal also appears seated upon a 
column on all bills, with the exception 
of the 50c denomination. Although 
the quetzal is a bird of beautiful 
plumage, it is used in the coat-of- 
arms, on coins, bills, and stamps be- 
cause of its significance and not for 
its artistic beauty.

Spelling proved the undoing of one 
Richard Vaughan, London, in 1758. 
His misspelling of the word England 
on a counterfeit bank note resulted 
in his execution. 

“The dollar sign ($), believed by 
some to have originated as a mono- 
gram of ‘U.S.,’ has been traced by 
others to the writing of ‘P’ over ‘S’ 
in an early abbreviation of pesos.” 

An Illinois farmer deposited $69 
worth of ashes with his local bank 
recently, hoping that the government 
would issue new money for it. He 
explained that the ashes represented 
the contents of his billfold after it 
had spent an hour or so on top of the 
kitchen range.

prices are going up also, particularly 
confederate and state notes, which ap- 
pear to be in brisk demand at this 
time. 

What a fortune some one could 
have made just before my sale of the 
Wm. Brown collection, about a dozen 
years ago, which marked the ascen- 
dancy of Indian head cents. If a col- 
lector had accumulated the large 
stocks of cents lying around in rolls 
in the hands of some of the dealers, 
at that time he would have reaped a 
rich harvest. One or two dealers, 
whom I recall, had rolls of 1864 
bright red cents, and by the hundreds. 
Those same dealers probably could 
not produce a single cent of 1864 in 
instances, today. It all goes to show 
how styles change. Ancient coins 
have not advanced accordingly, neith- 
er have American colonial coins, but 
it is felt they will join the proces- 
sion. Two large collections of U. S. 
silver and U. S. copper coins have 
been quickly sucked up from the mar- 
ket and there may not be any more 
such big offerings for collectors for 
some time. With these things as a 
gauge, coins in the hands of dealers 
should continue to rise in price to 
keep up with the increasing demand.

Woodin Sale Gold Prices 
In 1911 
— very good prices were ob- 
tained for U. S. gold coins at my 
sale of the Wm. H. Woodin collection. 
In 1911, Mr. Woodin died while Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in Roosevelt’s 
cabinet, you will recall. I sold his 
collections in 1910 and 1911. The first 
comprised the celebrated Mougey col- 
lection which Mr. Woodin bought and 
then sold through me. 

Woodin’s half and quarter Eagle 
collections were magnificent but I 
sold only the quarter Eagles for him 
at this celebrated sale, which brought 
close to $17,000, a very good price 
for a coin sale in those days. Of 
course, some quarter Eagles sold for 
only moderate prices considering their 
rarity today. The 1796 ones sold for 
only $71 and $79, the latter with 
stars on the obverse. The 1797, which 
was very fine, brought $310, a very 
fair price for those days, while the 
1798 brought only $58, a rather low 
figure. 

The 1802 sold for $25.50 and the 
1804 for $35.25, both very fair prices. 
The 1805 brought $31.75 and the 1806 
for $96, a good price. The 1821, a 
proof sold for $63.50, the 1824 for 
$51. The 1826 sold for $52.50, not 
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a very high price. The 1827 sold for 
$80, and was cheap. The 1829 sold 
for $66. The 1831 a choice example, 
brought $47. 

The celebrated 1834 with E Pluri- 
bus Unum on the band over the head 
of the Eagle sold for $310; it would, 
I think, bring more today, as it should. 

An 1842, a rare item, sold for $40. 

A brilliant proof, 1843, rated as 
unique, sold for $94. An 1848 proof 
sold for $95, the rare 1848 with Cal., 
brought $54, An 1857 proof sold for 
$41, and 1858 proof sold for $29. 

An 1860, a brilliant proof, brought 
only $12, a low price to be sure. The 
1861, in same state, sold for $14, also 
cheap. 

The 1862, proof, brought $11.25. 
The 1863, a brilliant proof, only 30 
of all kinds made, (and surely less 
than 30 proofs) brought $141, which 
was a very low price; today it would 
sell for more. The 1865, ’66, ’67, ’68 
and 71869, all proofs of great rarity, 
brought from $20 to $29 each, a 
moderate price. The 1869, of exces- 
sive rarity, in proof, sold for only 
$29. Nearly all of Woodin’s late dates 
were proofs and brought from $5.25 
to $40 each; the latter price was for 
an 1874. 

From the above listings of Phila- 
delphia mint coins, it is evident that 
the Woodin collection was the finest 
ever of quarter Eagles. In a succeed- 
ing issue I’ll give some of the prices 
obtained for the mint-marked quarter 
Eagles, in which this collection was 
rich.

What Fifty Dollar Slugs 
Sold for in 1911 
THE three slugs in the Wm. H. 

Woodin sale sold as follows: the 

Augustus Humbert, with 880 thous 
on the ribbon, brought $370. It was 
a gem coin in condition. Two others 
with 887 thous. on ribbon, and each 
very fine, brought $200 and $225, 
not so good as the first one. The 
half and quarter dollar gold pieces 
in this sale did not bring nearly as 
much competition as did those I sold 
in the Lawrence Sale in June 1925, 
or in the Comstock sale, where all 
records for these fractional issues 
were broken.

Some Rare and Valuable 


Colonial Issues 

NTEREST in American continental 

and colonial coins seems to be pick- 
ing up a bit. It is encouraging to 
find collectors interested in these most 
important lines of Americans. 

The Peter Gschwend collection, 
which I sold in 1908, just 35 years 
ago, contained some of the very finest 
gems in this line. Mr. Gschwend be- 
gan to collect in the early Fifties. 
He was an old-timer, a contemporary 
of Ed. Cogan and knew Cogan well. 
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He lived the latter years of his life 
in Pittsburgh. He worked as cashier 
for S. Stein & Company in New York. 
His New England shilling brought 
$55; one Oak Tree three pence 
brought $41. The Lord Baltimore 
shilling sold for $71, a very good 
price. The Carolina Elephant half 
Penny sold for a splendid price, $175. 
The sale had the advantage of sev- 
eral big collectors, including S. H. & 
H. Chapman, Hillyer Ryder, Virgil 
Brand, and John S. Jenks. The cele- 
brated Rosa Sine Spina penny of 1724, 
with laureated head of George the 
first, sold for $81. The Granby three 
pence, with a deer standing, sold for 
$275, an excellent price, which I 
don’t think has been exceeded since; 
another variety sold for $117. The 
Virginia shilling sold for $505 at this 
sale. It has been sold since, but I 
never learned the price obtained. An 
Immune Columbia sold for $105. The 
noted Non Vi Virtute Vici cent, 
with head of Washington brought the 
astounding price of $300; the late 
Hillyer Ryder bought it. The Liber 
Natus Liberatatem Defendo cent sold 
for $232; another with arms of New 
York sold for $155. “The Castorland 
half dollar,,” which Mr. Gschwend 
had owned for 40 years, sold for 
$134, a world’s record for the coin. 
The British Settlements in Kentucky 
half penny 1796, sold for $50; it was 
a proof in silver. The Copper Com- 
pany of Upper Canada, 1796, a copper 
proof, brought $45. 

In this noted sale, the Silver Center 
cent of 1792 made a then world’s 
record of $402.50; Virgil Brand, who 
attended the sale and bought many 
other choice things was the purchaser. 
The disme in copper sold for $100. 
The Washington half dollar in silver 
was bought by Carl Wurtzbach for 
$270. It had a plain edge and was 
very fine. That, I think is a record 
price for the coin. Another, with 
ornamented edge, sold for $122.50 in 
the Gschwend sale. From the fore- 
going, it is readily seen that this was 
one of the finest collections of colonial 
coins ever offered for sale. Mr. 
Gschwend was greatly pleased with 
the result of the sale and feted me at

his home afterwards. He died some

Medal, 1756 


N July 9, 1855, the British suf- 
fered a signal defeat by the 
French and Indian allies on the 


Monongahela River, in Western Penn- 
sylvania, while on their march to 
Fort Duquesne to attack the French 
at the junction of the Alleghany and 
Monongahela rivers. At this battle 
Colonel George Washington distin- 
guished himself and brought himself 
into great prominence by his conduct 
after the battle, in relieving the hard 
pressed remains of Braddock’s force. 
This victory by the French opened up 
the borders of Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and Maryland to open attacks by 
bands of French and Indians, lasting 
until 1758. 

A bad Indian town existed in 1756 
on the Alleghany at the place called 
Kittanning. Colonel John Armstrong, 
of Eastern Pennsylvania, gathered 
together a body of men, settlers,

and neighboring points. They rode 
horseback to Kittanning, surprised 
the Indian town, killed the chief, 


Jacobs, and burned his cabin town. 
Shingiss, his brother, a Delaware 
chieftain, escaped and went to Mc- 
Kees Rocks below the later site of 


Pittsburg. The writer has often vis- 
ited both Kittanning and McKees 
Rocks and hunted for arrowheads. 


He was, in fact, born within 18 miles 
of this same Kittanning. The City 
of Philadelphia, in token of thanks to 
Col. Armstrong, issued a silver medal 
commemorating the burning of the 
town on the Alleghany. Obverse, 
“1756 The Gift of the Corporation of 
the City of Philadelphia.” It bears a 
shield with the city arms. reads: 
“Kittanning Destroyed by Col. Arm- 
strong. September 8, 1756.” The re- 
verse shows the burning scene, Arm- 
strong’s men and a crude picture of 
the broad Alleghany flowing by their 
side. Each of the commissioned offi- 
cers in the expedition received a sil- 
ver medal, of which the writer has 
had one. The dies were made by 
Edward Duffield, a Philadelphia 
watch-maker, and are now in the 
United States Mint. Restrikes have 
been made in bronze. This was one 
of the three oldest medals made in 
the Colony of Pennsylvania, the other 
three being the George II Indian 
peace medal of 1737, and another 
issued to William Penn, founder of 
the colony. It was not until the 
Forbes _ expedition defeated the 
French in the expedition against 
Duquesne in 1758 that the borders 
were relieved of the awful outrages, 
killing and burnings by Indian ma- 
rauders, often lead by French com- 
manders from Fort Duquesne. When 
Forbes captured the site at the Ohio 
the French fied up and down the 
rivers. Betts illustrates the Kittan- 
ning medal on page 178 in “Colonial 
Medals,” (No. 400). It is one of the

E subject of this sketch is “The 

Columbiad: a poem. By Joel Bar- 
low. Philadelphia, 1807. 4to.” This 
early American epic poem was not 
received with favor in England where 
it was reprinted for Phillips in 1809. 
The London edition was for popular 
sale but the American edition was 
admired, not for its poetical contents 
but for the extraordinary beauty of 
the paper, printing and embellish- 
ments. Lord Jeffrey, the British critic 
wrote: “We do not know that we have 
ever seen a handsomer book issued 
from the press of England; and if 
this be really and truly the produc- 
tion of American artists, we must say, 
that the infant republic has already 
attained to the very summit of per- 
fection in the mechanical part of 
bookmaking.

a taste for literature is spreading 
very widely among her inhabitants; 
and whenever this taste is created we 
have no doubt that her authors will 
improve and multiply to a degree that 
will make all our exertions necessary 
to keep the start we now have on 
them.” 

Time has proved the critic was a 
prophet. Some say that “The Colum- 
biad” was the most magnificent vol- 
ume which had ever been published 
in America, the engravings, however, 
were executed in London, Some of 
these were from designs by Robert 
Fulton of steamboat fame. A few 
copies were sold, but the high price 
was an obstacle to circulation. 

The poet seems to have had a 
glimmering of prophecy himself for 
he foretells things now being at- 
tempted and only the selfishness and 
unpreparedness of society in general 
has kept his dreams from being 
realized. Joel Barlow was an idealist 
like Woodrow Wilson and _ other 
Americans of a century later who 
actually attempted to accomplish 
what the poet only dreamed of. As 
a poet, Barlow was a failure as far 
as this work was concerned. The epic 
style was bad form, for the style and 
title of the poem immediately recalled 
to the reader the works of Homer, 
Virgil and of Milton. Who could stand 
against such competitors when com- 
parisons were made by reader and 
critic ? 

The epic opens with a view of 
Columbus’ dungeon at Valladolid and 
a long queruious soliloquy heard only 
by its walls. Then the gloom is dis- 
pelled by the appearance of Hesper, 
the Guardian Angel of America, who 
consoles and sooths the unappreciated 
hero, by leading him up to a mount 
of shadows, from which the hero is 
entertained with a full prospect of the 
vast continent he had discovered, and 
the angel sets before him a long 
vision which lasts until the end of 
the poem. In it he witnesses all the 
events which had happened, and were 
to happen in that region, or in any 
other connected with it. 


Thus it is the whole history, past, 
present, and future of America, and 
inclusively of the whole world in the 
form of a miraculous vision. It is a 
poem of nearly 7,000 lines, containing 
an epitome of universal history, from 
the deluge to the final conflagration, 
with particular notices of all the 
battles, factions, worthies, and im- 
provements in America, during the 
last half of the 18th century. The 
most famous personages appear but 
once upon the scene, and then pass 
away and are forgotten. The poem 
partakes more of the nature of a 
procession, than of a drama. River 
gods, sachems, majors of militia, all 
enter at one side of his stage, and 
go off at the other, never to return. 
Rocha and Oella take up as much 
space as Washington and Nathanael 
Greene; and the rivers “Potowmak” 
and Delaware, those fluent and vener- 
able personages, endowed with a 
pagan like subdivinity, both act and 
talk a great deal more than Franklin 


or Jefferson.

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The first part of the poem belongs 
rather to physical geography than to 
political history; and contains a long 
description of the American hills, 
lakes, rivers, and of fauna and flora. 
The poem then rambles into the ani- 
mal kingdom; and is chiefly occupied 
with the physiology of its human 
natives, and a theory concerning the 
origin of its population. 

Two whole books are devoted to 
the fabulous exploits of Manco Capac 
and Oella, the Osiris and Isis of the 
Peruvian mythology. This is followed 
by a short sketch of the Spanish 
oppressions. The voyages of Sir 
Walter Raleigh and the colonization 
of Virginia, are then commemorated. 
The next book contains the history 
of the Indian wars and the defeat 
of Braddock and the death of Wolfe. 

Then come two books telling the 
saga of the American Revolution. 
These end the historical and introduce 
the prophetic part of Barlow’s epic. 
The eighth book is dedicated to a 
survey of the progress which America 
is destined to make in art, happiness 
and virtue; and the ninth and tenth 
books which close the work, to a 
view of the final reward of mankind, 
when all the nations of the earth 
shall have been taught, by the ex- 
ample of America, to renounce 
violence and war, to unite in one 
great federation of states, and to hold 
grand annual congresses of their 
sages in Egypt for the purpose of 
renouncing all prejudices, and to con- 
sult for the general happiness. With 
this vision Hesper lets fall the cur- 
tain on the review of time; and leaves 
the great explorer comforted and con- 
tented in his dungeon. 

The last scene in the vision, the 
grand congress of sages, who are as- 
sembled from all corners of the world, 
in the central plains of Egypt is 
unique. A statue ig erected to the 
genius of humankind, and, the fol-

Joel Barlow was born at Reading, 
Conn., on March 24, 1754. His first 
studies were at Dartmouth but he 
shifted to Yale where he graduated 
in 1778. After a short preparation he 
was licensed to preach as a Congre- 
gationalist minister and was com- 
missioned a chaplain in the Conti- 
nental army, where he lead sing- 
songs in the interest of morale. At 
the peace of 1783 he abandoned the 
ministry and resumed study of law. 
His early experience at the bar was 
not successful and he went to Europe 
as the agent of the Scioto Land 
Company. At Paris he became a 
French citizen and a zealous adherent 
of the Girondists. In 1795, while in 
Paris, he was appointed consul to 
Algiers by Washington. He returned 
to Paris later and seems to have 
gained a fortune in commerce, After 
an absence of 17 years he returned 
to America in 1805 and built himself 
a magnificent mansion at Washington 
which he called “Kalorama.” In 1811, 
he was appointed minister to France 
but failed in his negotiations for a 
commercial treaty and idemnification 
for spoilation. In the autumn of 1812, 
he received an invitation to a con- 
ference with Napoleon at Wilna, 
Poland. While on his journey to that 
place, his progress was arrested by 
an attack of pneumonia, of which he 
died at Zarnovitch, a small village 
near Cracow, on December 24, 1812.

Masefield 
Recalls Mill Days 


In a review of John Masefield’s 
autobiographical “In the Mill”—the 
account of the British poet laureate’s 
two years spent in the Alexander 
Smith Carpet Mills in Yonkers, N. Y., 
in the late 90’s — Time magazine 
wrote: 

“Under Shelley’s influence he be- 
came a vegetarian. Under the influ- 
ence of everything in sight he began 
to try his hand at writing. Meanwhile 
he blacked his own dollar-a-pair shoes, 
mended the little triangular tears in 
his clothes characteristic of his trade, 
and discussed with mill friends that 
second revolutionary war, the fight 
between Corbett (‘a most lovely, 
splendid man’) and Englishman Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 

“ Macey’ — that was his favorite 
nickname — did well at his job; they 
all thought a lot of him, and as one 
of the workers told him when he left, 
he might one day even have charge 
of a floor. 

“But the pull of England was 
strong, and that of poetry was 
stronger. Before he left he had a 
photograph made and gave one to 
each of his friends. He also got rid 
of most of his manuscripts. ‘These, 
when torn up, filled a large bucket, 
weighed astonishingly, and burned 
with a clear flame.’ 


“In 19383 John Masefield went back 
to Yonkers, gave a lecture at the 
high school (the company is very 
proud of him), and rejoined old 
friends of the mill days at the meat 
boarding house he used to live in at 
8 Maple street. 


“William R. Booth had found him 
working in a Sixth Avenue saloon, 
and got him the mill job in the first 
place. Billy Booth has every word 
his friend has ever written, post cards 
and letters as well. Like ‘Macey,’ he 
always was a thoughtful, reading 
man, He still is, but he never left the 
mill. He is mechanical supply man- 
ager now.”—Kansas City, Mo., Star,

War Literature 

HE battered old Book of Common 

Prayer falls open naturally when 
it is picked up to a selection from 
the 45th, 89th, and 110 Psalms. 

Day after day, more than a half 
century ago, it was opened to that 
page by the commander of a little 
body of American soldiers in about 
the most desperate circumstances in 
the story of polar exploration. Their 
heroic endurance in the face of star- 
vation and despair has become a 
classic incident of history. 

This is the prayerbook with which 
Lt. Adolphus W. Greely conducted 
services through the terrible winter 
of 1883 at his headquarters at Lady 
Franklin Bay, Grinnell Land, and 
helped keep up the courage of his 
starving followers while their num- 
ber dropped from 25 to 7. The com- 
posite selection from the Psalms is 
an uncompromising affirmation of 
faith in Divine guidance from the 
first line: “Thy seat, O Lord, en- 
dureth forever.” 

“The old Episcopal prayerbook forms 
part of a collection of the personal 
effects of the late General Greeley, 
which was placed on exhibition a few 
years ago by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution at Washington through the 
courtesy of his heirs. Among the 
other relics of the heroic expedition 
contained in the collection are: 

The spectacles and gloves worn by 
Lieutenant Greely at the Lady Frank- 
lin Bay camp. 

A sprig of Arctic grass he collected, 
as a sample of Grinnell Land flora. 

The flag that flew over camp at 
Lady Franklin Bay and_ tattered 
fragments of the flag flown over the 
farthest-north camp established by 
the expedition, at lattitude 83.24 N., 
which up to that time represented the 
nearest approach to the North Pole. 

In addition is the Congressional 
Medal of Honor bestowed upon Gen- 
eral Greely for “a life of distin- 
guished service.” The medal ordinari- 
ly is awarded for some single act of 
extraordinary heroism. 
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MAJOR FERGUSON’S RIFLE 


= lignans first breech-loading rifle ever 
used in warfare is now in the col- 
lections of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. It was the personal weapon 
of Major Patrick Ferguson, of the 
7ist Highlanders, which he em- 
ployed against Colonial troops at the 
Battle of King’s Mountain in 1780. 
Several hundred of his troops, it is 
probable, carried similar arms. A 
specimen shows up occasionally in 
some local museum or family attic. 

But the inventor’s own weapon, a 
beautifully made piece, comes very 
close to being the original of an in- 
vention that revolutionized ordnance, 
although it did not come into general 
use for more than a quarter century. 
Armies were slow to adopt military 
innovations in those days. When the 
United States Government accepted 
a breech-loading rifle in 1812 it is 
unlikely that the inventor ever heard 
of Ferguson. 

The Scotch major, a favorite com- 
mander of Lord Cornwallis, presented 
the piece to a fellow British officer, 
a grandfather of General Watts de 
Peyster, of Civil War fame, who pre- 
sented it with his library and the rest 
of his military collections to the 
Smithsonian. 

Major Ferguson long had an un- 
savory reputation in American his- 
tory and his name is coupled with 
that of Tarleton. This was largely 
unjust, General de Peyster held, and 
cites one letter in the Ferguson fami- 
ly archives to show that he once de- 
liberately spared the life of George 
Washington when the American com- 
mander was at his mercy. 

Major Ferguson wrote to a relative 
in England: “We had not lain long 
when a rebel officer, remarkable by 
a huzzar dress, passed towards our 
army within 100 yards of our right 
flank, not perceiving us. He was fol- 
lowed by another dressed in dark 
green and blue, mounted on a good 
bay horse, with a remarkable high 
cocked hat. I ordered three good shots 
to steal near to them and fire at them, 
-but the idea disgusted me and I re- 
called the order. 


“The huzzar in returning made a 
circuit but the other passed within 
100 yards of us, upon which I ad- 
vanced from the wood towards him. 
Upon my calling he stopped, but 
after looking at me proceeded. I 
again drew his attention and made 
signs to him to stop, levelling my 
piece at him, but he slowly continued 
his way. 

“As I was in that distance which 
in the quickest firing I could have 
half a dozen balls in or about him 
before he was out of my reach I had 
only to determine; but it was not 
pleasant to fire at the back of an un- 
offending individual who was acquit- 
ting himself very coolly of his duty, 
so I let him alone. 

“The day after I had been telling 
this story to some wounded officers 
who lay in the same room with me, 
when one of our surgeons who had 
been dressing the wounded rebel of- 
ficers came in and told us that Gen- 
eral Washington was all the morning 
with the light troops and only at- 
tended by a French officer in huzzar 
dress and he himself dressed and 
mounted in every way as above de- 
scribed. I am not sorry I did not 
know at the time who it was.” 

Presumably Major Ferguson was 
himself armed with one of his breech- 
loaded rifles at the time. The year 
before he had demonstrated the 
weapon before Lord Amherst and 
other high British officers at the 
Woolwich arsenal. 

It was a day of high winds and 
heavy rain. “Notwithstanding,” says 
a contemporary account, “he fired 
during a space of four or five minutes 
at a rate of four shots a minute at 
a target 200 yards distant. He next 
fired six shots in one minute and 
also fired while advancing at the rate 
of four miles an hour four times in 
one minute. 

“He then poured a bottle of water 
into the pan and barrel of the piece 
when loaded so as to wet every grain 
of powder and in less than half a 


-minute fired with it as well as ever 


without extracting the ball. Lastly 
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he hit a bullseye lying on his back 
on the ground.” 

Ferguson, known to his contem- 
poraries as “Bull Dog,” was reputed 
to be the best shot of his day in 
Great Britain. He could draw a 
pistol out of the holster with his left 
hand, throw it in the air, catch it 
at it fell, and shoot the head off a 
bird nearby. 


Ferguson was commissioned an 
officer at the age of 14, and saw ser- 
vice in France and Germany. His 
next military service was in 1770, 
when he was a member of an expedi- 
tion to put down an Indian insurrec- 
tion in Tobago, in the West Indies. 
His right arm was shattered at the 
Battle of Brandywine, when he is sup- 
posed to have spared the life of 
Washington. Allegedly he was not in 
favor with Sir William Howe, who 
welcomed the opportunity to disband 
his riflemen and to return to military 
stores the remarkable weapons with 
which they were equipped. Upon his 
recovery, however, Ferguson’s com- 
mand was restored and he took part 
in the battles of Stony Point and 
Little Egg Harbor, N. J. 

With the death of this officer at 
King’s Mountain the rifles with which 
probably from 150 to 200 of his men 
were armed disappeared. Those that 
were not broken in the fight were car- 
ried off by the victors as souvenirs. 

The Ferguson rifle had a 31-inch 
barrel, rifled with eight grooves. It 
was the first breech-loader used by 
the troops of any country. One great 
advantage of this weapon especially 
stressed by the inventor was that it 
could be equipped with a _ bayonet 
without hampering the loading opera- 
tions and used both as a firing and 
stabbing weapon at the same time. 

The breech-loading device, it ap- 
pears from General de Peyster’s re- 
searches, was not entirely original 
with Ferguson, although he may 
never have heard of his predecessors. 
Some variation of it had been pro- 
posed as far back as the time of 
Charles the First, and the proposal 
had frequently been repeated. To the 
Scotch major, however, must go the 
credit for first making it practical 
and using it in actual battle.

SEMI-SPECIALIZING

Y start in arms collecting was 

probably no different from the 
experience of most collectors, what- 
ever their collecting hobbies — for 
at first I just collected guns — any 
kind, in any condition; rare, common, 
with parts missing or substituted. 
And then after meeting other collec- 
tors, seeing rare collections, getting 
a few books on the subject, etc., I 
reached the conclusion that for me 
the greater pleasure could be found 
in specializing, or more accurately, 
semi-specializing. 

At the present, I collect what may 
be termed three groups which I will 
cover briefly. First, may I make it 
plain that I have no quarrel — in 
fact, not even an argument with the 
fellow who collects all kinds of guns, 
swords, armor, etc., none with the 
fellow who definitely specializes, none 
with the collector who believes it un- 
ethical to restore or even clean up an 
arm, believing that every one has a 
right to his own ideas. In fact, I have 
found that these differences of 
opinion lead to many interesting, and 
oftentimes, instructive arguments. 


—_ 

But as to the three groups that 
interest me and the reasons: Oddities 
(or queer ones), Colts, Brass Barrel 
English Pistols. 

Oddities: There are many such, most 
of them small, often impractical, odd 
in design, some rare because only a 
few were made, some the work of 
obscure workmen, others by someone 
seeking to work out a new idea or 
principle or to improve the method 
of the manufacture of one already 
in use, etc. These odd arms, often 
termed “gadget” guns, intrigue be- 
cause of the possible stories behind 
their conception and construction. The 
main attraction in these odd pieces is 





the interest that they hold for boys.. 


While I believe every normal boy 
is interested in guns, in seeing them 
and having them described to him and 
being taught their use, the average 
boy at first does not see the beauty 
of the more practical gun, nor can 
he appreciate the workmanship en- 
tailed or the time spent in its decora- 
tion, but they do like, as they often 
term them, the “swell little fellows.” 

Many outstanding collectors of to-

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day started their collecting because 
of an early interest in one of the 
little gadget guns. I did and I still 
like them. That is why I collect them 
and believe they have a place in 
every collection that is not defintely 
specialized. 

English Brass Barrel Pistols: I 
have always been a great admirer of 
work done in brass. There is some- 
thing about it that attracts me. It is 
one of the first metals used for 
ornamentation. The early part of 
English history in which the brass 
barrel pistol or blunderbus was used 
is an interesting one. A student of 
English history knows that the suc- 
cess of her ship’s officers either in 
their trading or military experience 
could be very accurately gauged by 
the class of the brass barrel pistols 
they carried. It is well known that 
on the return from a voyage, whether 
one of commerce or war, the officers 
(who were forced to furnish their 
own side-arms) equipped themselves 
with these pistols. If the voyage had 
been a profitable one they bought the 
best. In collecting, one finds many of 
these brass barrel pistols evidencing 
excellent workmanship in the con- 
struction, engraving, balance, etc. 
Therefore, they intrigue because of 
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their historical value, the stories that 
may lie behind them, and they catch 
the eye in any collection. 

Colt Pistols: Unless it be a Ken- 
tucky rifle, there is nothing in my 
opinion that is so truly American as 
the Colt pistol. It has been manu- 
factured for over a hundred years. 
One would need the vocabulary of an 
expert advertising mar to properly 
write the saga of the Colt. This idea 
was born to Samuel Colt in a ro- 
mantic setting, namely, on a sea 
voyage as a cabin boy, where he con- 
ceived the idea and whittled out his 
first model of a revolving pistol. It 
played its part in the Seminole War. 
It earned the name of “Judge” Colt 
in the days of the early West; it was 
honored on the bloody battlefield of 
the war between the States; it ac- 
quitted itself with honor at San Juan 
Hill; its decisive bark was heard on 
the Marne, the Meuse and the 
Argonne, and now in the present 
World War American fighting men 
and those of our Allies carry it with 
deadly results to the Axis. It is truly 
American. The many models made by 
the Colt Company, the many experi- 
mental pieces which are found, its 
historical background, make the Colt 
a most intriguing weapon to collect. 


THE SHIELD 


“And King Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold; six hun- 
dred shekels of gold went to one tar- 
get. And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; three pounds 
of gold went to one shield and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon.” —v Kings «. 16, 
d7. 


4 iowa shield is, undoubtedly, the most 

ancient, as well as the most gen- 
eral piece of defensive armor known. 
It is mentioned in the Bible long be- 
fore the helmet, or any other armor 
of defense; no other, indeed, appears 
in the Pentateuch. What nation first 
invented it cannot be ascertained; the 
honor of it is claimed by the Egyp- 
tians. The use to which it is ap- 
plied is to break the force of the 
blows of an opponent; and as Diodo- 
rus tells us, that the Egyptians in 
the earliest ages invested their 
bodies with skins of lions and bulls, 
the superior convenience and efficacy 
of shields would, very likely, soon 
occur to their minds, and therefore 
they may have been the inventors 
of it. As much, however, may be 
said of other nations, for there is 
searcely any nation in which it is 
not employed in some shape or other. 
Even the untutored savage, who 
knows nothing of the helmet or 
cuiras, is seldom found without his 
rudely-formed shield. 


There are three or four shields men- 


tioned in the Bible. The largest was 
that called tzinnah, which was twice 
the size of an ordinary shield. This 
we gather from 1 Kings x. 16, 17, 
and 2 Chron. ix. 15, 16, where six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold are 
said to have been employed in its 
construction, while three hundred only 
was employed in the magen. This 
shield may answer to the larger 
shields of ancient nations, and which 
were used chiefly by persons on foot. 
Thus Homer speaks of the “bullskin 
border” of the “bossy shield” of Hec- 
tor, as smiting his neck and heels as 
he went into the field of battle. The 
same fact is gathered also from the 
injunction which the Spartan mothers 
gave their sons, as they went forth 
to meet their foes: they were either 
to bring the buckler back again, or 
be brought back upon it; an injunc- 
tion which bears reference to the sen- 
timent of honor connected with the 
preservation of the shield among that 
people. Nor with that people alone. 
The civilized Greeks and Romans 
shared the same sentiment; and the 
barbarous Germans excluded those 
from civil and religious privileges 
who left their shields in the field 
of battle. The Hebrews, likewise, pos- 
sessed the same feeling of honor. 
Hence it is, that David, in his touch- 
ing ode on the death of Saul and 
Jonathan, says, “Ye mountains of 
Gilboa, let there be no dew, neither 
let there be rain, upon you, nor fields 
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of offerings: for there the shield of 
the mighty is vilely cast away, the 
shield of Saul, as though he had not 
been anointed with oil,” 2 Sam. i. 21. 

The length of these shields indi- 
cates that they were either oblong 
or oval; and that they were so, we 
gather from the fact, that they are 
described as “enclosing,” or ‘encom- 
passing,” the whole body of the war- 
rior. To this effect profane authors 
write, and so does the psalmist. De- 
scribing the security of the righteous, 
under the protection of Heaven, he 
says, “For thou, Lord, wilt bless the 
righteous: with favor wilt thou com- 
pass him” (or, as it is in the mar- 
gin, “Thou coverest over, or protect: 
est them”) as with a shield,” Psa. v. 
12. 

The manner in which these shields 
were used is described in various pas- 
sages of Homer. He intimates that 
they were supported by a leathern 
thong, which hung from the right 
shoulder, and crossed the breast to 
the left side, where it was attached 
to the shield; that in marching it 
was thrown behind; that in approach- 
ing the enemy it was turned in front; 
and that sometimes, from its great 
weight, warriors of consideration had 
an attendant, whose business it was 
to carry the shield before them. This 
it appears he did, not merely when it 
was not wanted, but sometimes in ac- 
tion, to ward off the missiles hurled 
against them. When in close action, 
the warrior of course took it him- 
self. These facts may be also gath- 
ered from Scripture. David was 
made Saul’s armor-bearer, 1 Sam. 
xvi. 21; and Jonathan had an ar- 
mor-bearer, who took an active part 
in his exploits against the Philistines, 
as recorded 1 Sam. xiv. The Philis- 
tines also adopted the same practice. 
Goliath had an armor-bearer, who 
carried his shield before him when he 
defied the armies of the God of Israel, 
1 Sam. xvii. 7,45. The use of this 
large shield is obvious: it saved the 
warrior from the missiles, or the 
weapons of his enemy. 

But shields were not always used 
singly. Sometimes, when a body of 
men acted in concert, they joined 
their shields, and opposed as it were 
a wall against the assault of the 
foe. The same practice was also 
adopted in besieging places. They 
joined their shields over their heads, 
to protect themselves from the mis- 
siles discharged upon them by the 
enemy, and thus, as it has been aptly 
observed, “they were covered from 
the weapons of their enemies, as a 
tortoise by its shell;” whence it de- 
rived its name testudo, or “tortoise.” 
This invention has been described in 
various forms by ancient authors. In 
the prophecies of Ezekiel, the king 
of Babylon is described as lifting up 
his buckler against the city of Tyre. 
The prediction runs thus: “He shall

slay with the sword thy daughters in 
the field: and he shall make a fort 
against thee, and cast a mount 
against thee, and lift up the buckler 
against thee,” Ezek. xxvi. 8. 

A shield which the Hebrews had 
in use was, as we have seen, the 
magen. This shield is, indeed, the 
first mentioned in Scripture, Gen. 
xv. 1, and seems to have been that 
commonly used. It was conveniently 
portable, and probably more useful 
than the tzinnah; for, though it did 
not protect the whole person, it 
could be turned with the greatest ease 
to ward off the threatened blow, or

the coming missile. The magen was 
about half the size of the tzinnah, 
and seems to have been used among 
the ancients, by horsemen, by chario- 
teers, and sometimes by light-armed 
footmen. Gesenius thinks that this 
shield is analogous to the Roman 
clypeus, and it is very probable, since 
they appear to agree in form and 
size. Thus the clypeus was round, 
oval, or hexangular in figure, and had 
sometimes a boss in the centre; and 
so also had the magen. Eliphaz, de- 
scribing the madness of the sinner in 
opposing the Almighty, borrowing the 
figure from a warrior running reck- 
lessly upon the shield of his foe in 
battle, says, “He runneth upon him, 
even on his neck, upon the thick 
bosses of his bucklers,” Job xv. 26. 
The central boss of the magen was 
a kind of projecting dagger, which 
rendered the shield at once an offen- 
sive and a defensive weapon, a cir- 
cumstance which makes the figure 
more striking. The number of bosses 
varied; the shield of Agamemnon had 
twenty-one, that is, twenty round the 
shield, and one in the centre. 

Another of the shields of the He- 
brews was the sohairah, which, from 
the etymology of the word, would ap- 
pear to point out a shield of a round 
form; a shape common for the small- 
er, and sometimes adapted for the 
larger shields. The Roman shield, 
called parma, which was small and 
round, and used both by cavalry and 
light-armed foot, has been pointed 
out as the type of the sohairah. It 
is used at the present day in the 
East. 

The material of which shields were 
made by the ancients was sometimes 
of wood, as they are still among bar- 
barous nations. Of such material 
Zenophon describes the Egyptian 
shields to be composed in his day; 
and so does Plutarch those of the 
Romans, till the time of Camillus, and 
that general, he informs us, caused 
them to be covered with plates of 
iron. Ancient shields, however, at 
the period of history with which we 
are most familiar, were made of bull’s 
hide doubled or tripled. Of such ma- 
terial was the shield of Hector, and 
those of the Greeks and Trojans gen- 
erally. These shields were often 
anointed and rubbed with oil, to keep 
them from cracking or being injured 
by the wet, as those of metal were 
likewise, to preserve them from rust. 
This circumstance points out the 
analogy between the material of the 
Hebrew shields and those of the 
Romans; for we find, in Scripture, 
allusions to the same practice; see 2 
Sam. i. 21, 22; Isa. xxi. 5. 


The shields of skin had often a 
metallic border, and were plated, and 
otherwise strengthened, with metal, 
brass, silver, or gold. Thus were the 
shields of Ajax and Hector covered, 
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from which circumstance they were 
denominated “brazen shields.” Thus 
also we may conjecture that the 
shield of Goliath, and the golden 
shields of Solomon (which Shishak, 
king of Egypt, took away, and for 
which Rehoboam substituted shields 
of brass), may have been covered in- 
stead of being solid. Shields of solid 
metal were, however, often hung up 
for display in armories and sacred 
places by the heathen; and those of 
Solomon might, therefore, have been 
of solid gold; see 1 Kings x. 16, 17; 
xiv. 25—28. The shields of the an- 
cients were often highly polished, and 
were kept in cases (perhaps of leath- 
er) when not in use; hence, to un- 
cover the shield, as Kir (that is, 
Assyria Proper) is said to have done,

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trips were made before the excavation 
was completed. 

The first trip made October 4, 1942, 
consisted of 15 individuals who eager- 
ly went about the task. The second 
trip was made on November 29, 1942, 
and this time six individuals under- 
took to complete the job which had 
been started on the first trip. 

It was probably about 2,000 years 
ago that man first used this shelter 
for a home. I believe I am safe in 
saying that the shelter was not oc- 
cupied at the time Columbus dis- 
covered America. 

Following is a summary of our 
work and what was learned: 

A trench, three feet wide was ex- 
tended out from the wall 18 feet and 
excavated 98 inches deep at which 
point undisturbed ground was located. 
this trench was gradually widened 
until the excavation was completed. 

Two distinct cultures became evi- 
dent. Namely ‘Middle Mississippi” 
and “Woodland.” The most recent, 
the “Middle Mississippi,” extended to 
a depth of 38 inches at which level 
the “Woodland” started and extended 
down to the 98 inch depth. 

Middle Mississippi 

The potsherds found in this 
culture were plain and shell tempered; 
of various sizes, and were quite 
numerous throughout. 

Clam shells of various sizes were 
quite numerous, a large number being 
broken, but many were perfect and 
well preserved. One shell about 2 inches 
long had a large angular notch cut 
into it. The notch was ground very 
smooth and this shell, in all proba- 
bility, served as a spoon. The smooth- 
ness indicates extensive use. 

Two round shell beads were found 
in the loose dirt which had been 
thrown out. One bead is 1%” diameter 
and about 4%” thick, with a 4” hole 
in the center. The other and smaller 
bead is 42” diameter and somewhat 
thinner than the first with the hole 
being 4%”. These beads no doubt came 
from the upper or Middle Mississippi 
Culture. 

A bone awl 5” long was the only 
‘artifact of this type found in this 


_ Mississippi 


culture. Although it does not have a 
high polish it is smooth and has been 
used. It was found about two feet out 
from the wall at a depth of three 
feet. (No. 2, Fig. 1). (See p. 104). 

A chipped axe, No. 1, Fig. 1, 6%” 
long, 43%.” wide was found near the 
wall about three feet deep. This was 
chipped from a slab of limestone %” 
thick and the bit then ground. 

An oval type stone knife (No. 3, 
Fig. 1), 3” long and 1%” wide was 
found in the loose dirt and no doubt 
came from this culture. This knife 
is crude and shows very little work- 
manship. 

A very dark layer of ashes was 
found at 35” which is about 3 inches 
above the lowest layer of the Middle 
Mississippi Culture. The Middle 
Culture in this shelter 
probably dates back 800 to 1000 years. 
Woodland Culture 

This culture started at 38” and ex- 
tended to the bottom at 98”. From 
38” to 80” was just one solid mass 
of ashes, fire pits, charcoal, etc. 
About 5 feet out from the wall at 
60” was found a large fire pit, the 
bottom being formed of a 2 inch layer 
of red baked clay.

Part of the skull of a small animal, 
either dog, fox or wolf was found at 
73” and about six feet out from the 
wall. This was lying in a mass of 
charcoal and was partially burned. 
Deer bones were quite numerous and 
several lower jaw bones were found. 


At 80” a rock floor four inches thick 
was located. This was formed of 
layers of limestone varying from 
gravel size to ten-inch slabs. It was 
packed so close and solid that re- 
moving it was very difficult. No arti- 
facts of remains of any kind were 
found in this floor. Below the floor 
for 18” was a very black dense mass 
of ashes, which extended down to 
another rock floor at 98”. This was 
the lowest level at which archaeolog- 
ical remains were found. 


Below the 80” floor two bear teeth 
were found. No. 6, Fig. 2, was found 
three feet out from the wall; one 
end had been cut off square. The 
other, No. 7, Fig. 2, found about 15 
feet out from the wall, showed no 
signs of ever having been worked. 


Two bone awls were also found 


just above the 98” level. The small 
one, No. 1, Fig. 2, is three inches 
long and is completely polished. This 
was found about three feet out from 
the wall. The other, No. 4, Fig. 2, is 
3%" long and is only polished on the 
tip. This one was also found about 
three feet out from the wall. 


Below the 80” floor no pottery 
fragments were found, which would 
seem to indicate that the people who 
first lived in this shelter had no pot- 
tery. 

Above the 80” floor many clam 
shells and some potsherds were found. 
The potsherds are grit tempered and 
cord marked. A small bone awl, No. 2, 
Fig. 2, was found near the wall at 
about 60”. This has a very sharp point’ 
and is nicely polished. 

An arrow, 2%” long by 112” wide 
was found ten feet from the wall at 
about 60”. This is very crude and is 
very heavily covered with patina, No. 
5, Fig. 2. 

Two bone awls were found five feet 
from the wall and about 50” deep 
(Nos. 3 and 8, Fig. 2). No. 3 is 316”

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feet from the wall at about 50”. The 
point is missing. 

In addition to the foregoing 
one thin highly polished broken bone 
object was found near the wall at 
about 50”. This was probably a needle. 

A small discoidal 1%” diameter and 
1” thick was found about five feet 
out from the wall at 75”. Although 
this is crude the cups are very nicely 
made. 

Clam shells were constantly found 
and at one place, just a few inches 
above the 80” floor, a small pile of 
snail shells was found. A few nuts 
were found scattered at various 
depths. These were probably lost or 
thrown in the fires, and there was 
no quantity found in any one place 
which would seem to indicate a stor- 
age or supply. 

Three individual burials were found 
at about 75”. The first was found 
about three feet out from the wall 
and was that of a full grown indi- 
vidual. This was a flexed burial with 
the head east, toward the back wall 
of the shelter. The bones were in a 
pretty good state of preservation. No 
artifacts were found with this burial. 
However, one bone awl was found 
about three inches below the left foot. 
I am sure that the position is quite 
accidental and had no association with 
the burial. 

The other was found about three 
feet out from the wall at approxi- 
mately the same depth. This also was 
a flexed burial of a full grown in- 
dividual, but this one was lying in a 
different direction than the first 
found. The head of this one was 
toward the South and it was lying 
parallel with the back wall of the 
shelter. As with the first no relics 
or artifacts of any kind were found. 
The bones of this burial were in about 
the same condition as the first burial. 

The back bone of the skull was 
crushed in. This was probably due to 
a falling piece of limestone from the 
roof of the shelter, and, no doubt, 
eaused the death of this individual. 
This probably accounts for the posi- 
tion of the skull (See Fig. 3 and 4). 

The third was only partially found. 
This find consisted of several ribs 
and vertebrae and the lower jaw bone. 
Several of the second teeth were com- 
ing through the bone and this would 
indicate a child of from six to nine 
years. These remains were found at 
about the same level as the other two 
complete burials. The few bones found 
were not lying in any particular 
position. They were scattered through- 
out the earth. It might have been 
that the bones of this child had been 
moved from a former resting place 
to be reburied here and only a few 
of them were recovered. 

These are the only finds of interest 
that were made in the excavation. 

At the time the Indians were oc- 
cupying this shelter there probably 
were many large springs which sup- 
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plied them with a supply of fresh 
water. 

A large camp site runs in front of 
the shelter for about one-half mile 
along the bluff. A few arrows and a 
broken axe were found on this sur- 
face, with many stones, potsherds 
and clam shells which had _ been 
plowed up. Also a broken, highly 
polished bone awl made from the 
leg bone of a bird was found on the 
surface and this probably had been 
plowed out of a fire pit. 

On top of the bluff is an Indian 
cemetery in which many stone grave 
burials have been found. We have 
made no search for these and there- 
fore take the word of the local 
farmers as being correct.

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CONCHOLOGY AS A HOBBY

Editor’s Note: Prior to the en- 
try of the U. S. into World War 
No. II, Major Moore was a Bos- 
ton physician. He is now serving 
Uncle Sam with the American 
Expeditionary Force overseas, 
and is making use of his hobby 
with his patients, according to a 
release that has just come back 
to this country. What he has to 
say about his hobby of shell col- 
lecting will interest you, we be- 
lieve. 


AM interested in the problem of 

relaxation and recreation for men 
in general because I realize that often 
this problem is not solved satisfactori- 
ly. In fact, I think that balancing 
work and play constitutes one of 
the major problems in life. 

Physicians especially have to rest 
and play. The form of relaxation a 
man chooses is an index to part of 
his character. Darwin was a per- 
petual collector and hobbyist. Freud 
enjoyed card playing and did it reg- 
ularly with his friends for relaxa- 
tion all his life. Anatole France who 
said, “Les Savants ne sont past curi- 
eux”. (Scientists aren’t different from 
anybody else) raised cats and loved 
to play with them; and so did Cardi- 
nal Richelieu, by the way. 

But my being a physician and 
psychiatrist does not explain why my 
own relaxation is best found among 
shells (I shall say that before any 
one else does). It goes farther back 
than that. I was not always a 
physician or a psyciatrist and I en- 
joyed shells long before I was either. 

I recall once when my father was 
sick, he went to Florida. After he 
had been away for a while, he sent 
me a box of shells which he had 
collected on the beach. Their beauty 
and their strangeness attracted him, 
for he was a poet. Florida was not 
so well known in those days. Few 
people traveled there and its prod- 
ucts were marvelled at when they 
reached other states. Florida was 
the wonderland that contained, even 
then, the Fountain of Youth. We 
could see it bubbling and hear the 
water fall. We could almost taste 
it—the Pierian Spring—when father 
came home and with a poet’s words

told us about the warm sun, the 
golden sand, the lapis lazuli ocean 
and the foamy tumbling surf, the 
birds, flowers, game fish, the sailing 
and the shells. There was a therapeu- 
tic magic about it. 

I recall the box in which my shells 
came. It was kept on a shelf and 
was lifted down for me to play with 
on special occasions as a reward after 
I had put away my toys or had been 
a good boy in various ways that 
Mother or nurse demanded. 

Everyone marvelled at my shells, 
old and young. There were enough 
duplicates for me to give some cher- 
ished ones away to members of the 
family who asked for them, though I 
kept the best for myself. This gave 
me some small philanthropic impor- 
tance in the family circle and also 
gave me a sense of power and im- 
portance. 

But apart from all these circum- 
stances the shells themselves meant 
something to me. I did not realize 
it then but looking back I can see 
it plainly now. First, the enjoyment 
of the shells was in itself a perfectly 
proper pleasure. They were sanc- 
tioned and approved. It was all right 
to play with them. Mother even went 
so far as to take them off the shelf 
and give them to me. They were my 
father’s originally, now mine, and 
were admired by all and envied by 
some. Second, they were a fine sight 
to see. There was the visual delight. 

Early I learned to compare the 
sizes of similar shells and to arrange 
them accordingly. I could see that 
the smaller shells of a given species 
were obviously younger and _ the 
larger ones were identical or similar, 
only more developed. They had more 
whorls for one thing, as an older 
tree had more rings, and I guessed 
that the animal who had lived in the 
shell was a larger and older animal, 
as I myself hoped some day to be. 
I noticed that some had better color 
than others, deeper rose, or brighter 
yellow. Some had more pleasing 
forms and some had interesting twists 
and turns and some had scars. 

I wondered especially about those 
scars. What story, what injury lay 
behind them? Even at that time 
I could see that there was much to 
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learn about shells and the animals 
that lived in them. Already I felt 
that they were like people, distinct 
identities or separate personalities in 
their own right, molluscan personali- 
ties to be sure, but similar to human 
beings in many ways and to me at 
that time equally or possibly even 
more interesting. It was a world 
within a world. It was a world in 
which I was gigantic in size and 
power and importance. 

When I sorted my shells, I recall 
that first and most readily recogniz- 
able were the cowries. They were 
always easy. The smooth back and 
the groove underneath would give a 
Cyprea away under any disguise of 
pattern, color, or design. Then came 
the murexes. I could tell them by 
their bumps, their wrinkles and their 
spines. Then the lightning shells, 
all so vividly marked. “You can see 
the lightning flash on them in zig- 
zags.” one of my sisters said to me ob- 
servantly. “I see why they call them 
that.” Then the paper fig shells 
that also gave themselves away. 
“They are so papery and figgy,” my 
other sister said. “They look like 
coarse rag paper or even look like 
linen. They look like old Egyptian 
linen from a mummy’s case.” Then 
came the moon snails. “They are 
called shark’s eyes or tiger eyes in 
some places,” my father told me. He 
told me that once deep in the Ever- 
glades he had seen an image or an 
idol, possibly, with eyes made of these 
shells. “They looked surprisingly like 
real eyes, too,” I recall him telling 
me. They would follow you around 
looking at you.” Actually I suppose 
that my first collection contained 30 
or 40 separate genera and a few 
sub-species of each genus. At that 
time I knew nothing of class, family, 
genus and species. 

Certain shells stand out in my 
mind, especially the olive shells. These 
shells do not exactly look like olives. 
I do not know why they were named 
that. As a description it is only ap- 
proximately accurate to call them 
olive shells. Mine were almost cylin- 
drical (more than olive shaped) and 
about as long as a man’s thumb. Some 
were called “Panama” shells because 
they were found there. Oddly enough 
my shells were of the species Oliva 
litterata, the lettered olive, and my 
father, who found them and sent 
them to me, was a writer, a literary 
man. 

There are many other associations 
upon which it is pleasant to reflect. 
There was a trip to Chicago, when 
Father was a delegate to a political 
convention there. He took me with 
him and it was a happy experience. 
I was delighted to be allowed the 
privilege. On the train going up with 
us was “Uncle Joe” Cannon, an emi- 
nent politico of that day, and I met 
him. Father brought me in and in- 


troduced me. I noticed him, of 
course, but what I noticed more was 
a rare golden cowry he wore on his 
watch chain. I asked him about it 
and he told me someone had given it 
to him, a governor of the Philippines, 
I think he said. It was a mighty 
group of men and politicians as- 
sembled in the club car and that shell 
was for the moment the object of con- 
siderable interest. That impressed 
me. Some day, I hoped, I might own 
a golden cowry, an Aurantia. 

Then there were the museums I 
remember. Whenever I had _ the 
chance I went to them. In the mean- 
time my own collection had grown. I 
had added several shells to the col- 
lection, assisted by gifts from friends 
and relatives. My mother was a 
talented musician, my father a promi- 
nent author; everyone had something 
to do or be, some special interest or 
hobby to follow, to enjoy, to show. 
So shells became mine. It was a 
pattern with a mixed design. 

There were several motifs: (1) I 
collected shells—actually hunted them 
up and searched them out in many 
ways and places. (2) Then I cleaned, 
sorted, classified, labelled and studied 
them. (3) I gave away or swapped 
duplicates for other shells or other 
objects. (4) I showed them to people 
who were interested or whom I liked, 
which made me feel important. (5) 
People gave me shells. (6) I began 
to collect a library of books about 
shells and thus began to be inducted 
gradually and indirectly into the 
study of geography and general his- 
tory. (7) Gradually I began to get 
the feel or develop some faint under- 
standing of general science and logic. 
(8) Shells were an emotional outlet 
and a help in adjusting to the natural 
restrictions of my early home and 
school life. (9) Last (or first), I be- 
lieve that the study of shells, as a 
sublimation, aided me in my un- 
conscious efforts to deal with my 
inner drives. Shells probably repre- 
sented things I wanted but could not 
have at that time. They were socially 
acceptable, progressively educational 
and generally satisfactory. 

This, of course, is not the whole 
story of my interest in shells. It is 
only a part of it. Each time I return 
to study, collect, observe, or think 
over the problems of molluscan life, I 
find that my own associations are 
richer, better digested and more in- 
terestingly correlated than before. 

A shell has a quick, precise voice, 
and speaks to me, mutely of course. 
It bespeaks its name, its identity, but 
does it without a sound. It is as 
if it said, “Here I am, I am a Strom- 
bus pugilis,” or “This is Magellan’s 
scallop,” or more simply, “I am my- 
self.” 

Cleaner than a hound’s tooth, more 
sturdy than an apple, more solid than 
a brick, more chiselled than a piece 
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of sculpture, more colorful than pot- 
tery, a shell defies description, ex- 
hausts comparison and abandons 
superlatives; It is itself. And the 
“voice” of a shell is only a small 
part of a shell’s charm. 

A shell is itself with high honor 
and dignity, representing lineage 
whose antiquity makes, the human 
brain whirl and puts mere mortal 
heredity in the shade. A hundred 
million years is nothing for a shell 
to have behind it in genealogy. Many 
a sea shell could blandly claim that 
it belongs to a family with 200 fossil 
species! An ark shell could do that, 
for example, or a scallop, or a com- 
mon clam. 

In the living realm, consider the 
family connections of a murex, or 
a cone shell. I have collected now 
more than 500 species of cone shells. 
If I wish to see richness in Nature, 
variety in pattern and seemingly end- 
less alterations of color and line, all 
I need to do is to take them out and 
look at them. Among the riches of 
the earth I am amazed by molluscan 
wealth, the treasures of the sea. Nep- 
tune rules over a mighty kingdom. 
More of us earthbound mortals would 
do well to pay him court. Sea shells 
are his emissaries.

THE oe EE ALMANAC(K)

T the time of the Declaration of 

Independence, New England had 
no daily newspaper, no weather re- 
ports, nor any of the thousands of 
special radio programs of 1943, no 
“Saturday Evening Post,” “Hobbies,” 
“Red Book,” ‘‘Colliers,’’ ete, no 
movies and practically no novels or 
other books except moral tales and 
the Bible. I do not mention this as 
a recent discovery, but as a fact that 
most of us in this day of hustle and 
bustle “defense” and “offense” haven’t 
the time to realize. If today there 
was nothing on the newsstands but 
a few almanacs, a few school books 
and a Bible, I am sure it would cause 
more comment than the War. Most

of us are far more dependent on the 
“so-called” necessities for mental re- 
laxation than we care to admit. 

I may be presuming, but imagine I 
shall find many readers who, with 
family libraries or parts of them still 
boxed up in the attic and the great 
public libraries wide open, have never 
read an old almanac of this period. 
They surely offer a lean supply of 
literature for the bibliophile and yet 
have a simple charm worthy of con- 
sideration. 

In 1780, Isaac Bickerstaff, a well 
known philomath of the day, with 
profuse apologies to his readers for 
several years of failure to supply 
them with correct calculations, offers 
“The New-England Almanack or 
Ladies’ and Gentlemen’s Diary for 
the year of Our Lord Christ 1780; 
printed and sold by John Carter at 
the Shakespear’s Head in Meeting 
Street, Providence.” On the page fol- 
lowing the signs of the zodiac and 
observations on various queer actions 
of the sun, moon and stars, is printed 
the song: 

A DRINKING SONG 

“Q. Which is the properest Day 
to drink? 

Saturday, Sunday, Monday? 

A. Each is the properest Day, 
I think: 

Why should we name but one Day? 

Q. Tell me but yours, I’ll mention 
my Day: 

Let us but fix on one Day? 

A. Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday, 

Saturday, Sunday, Monday.” 

We may now consider that we have 
read the funny paper or listened to 
some program on the radio. We 
may now figure out the weather for 
every day in the year (if we are 
clever) and if not, at least an average 
for every week. We can then decide 
when all the high and low tides will 
be, and I think, a few hurricanes, 
though Mr. Bickerstaff would not 
guarantee them. We might then read 
a few anecdotes on the late war with 
Great Britain and a few “Thank 
Gods” for Independence. For the in- 
telligent, another page is given up to 
a description of a Russian Marriage, 
which on second reading, I think 


‘bears repeating here. 
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“Of all the Nations, the Russians 
seem to me to behave most wisely 
in the circumstance of jealousy. The 
wife promises her husband never to 
let him see her transgressions, and 
the husband punctually promises, 
whenever she is detected, without the 
least anger, to beat her without 
mercy. So that both know what each 
other has to expect; the lady trans- 
gressor is beaten, taken again into 
favor and all goes on as before. When

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a Russian lady is to be married, 
therefore, the Father, with a stout 
cudgel in his hand, asks the groom if 
he chooses the iady for his bride. 
He responds in the affirmative. Upon 
which the Father, turning the lady 
around three times, gives her three 
stripes upon the back, saying, ‘My 
Dear, these are the last blows you are 
ever to receive from your tender 
Father; I resign my authority and 
my cudgel to your husband; he knows 
better than me the use of either.’ The 
groom knows the custom too well to 
accept it right away, assuring the 
old man that she will never need it. 
Upon this there ensues a scene of 
Russian politeness, while one refuses 
and the other offers and insists. The 
whole ends with the husband taking 
the cudgel and the lady dropping a 
courtesy in token of obedience.” 

Finding nothing in sport line, we 
might now comment upon the vaca- 
tions at Harvard College and Rhode 
Island College. It might interest 
those who have never read an alma- 
nac to note these vacations. 

“From Commencement, 4 weeks, 
From the second Wednesday in Oct. 
2 weeks. From the first Wednesday 
in Jan. 5 weeks. From the second 
Wed. in April, 2 weeks.” 

So much for sports and college 
activities. There usually is a page or 
more devoted to listing the best 
roads to various points in the coun- 
try with the mileage from Providence, 
that might do for those who plan 
hikes or even for light reading. Fol- 
lowing this are several recipes for 
making wine, biscuits, snake bite 
cure, — but wait, here is one that 
might bear jotting down—: 


AN INFALLIBLE CURE 
FOR LOVE. 


Take of the Spirit of Indifference 
one ounce, of the Powder of Disdain 
twelve grains, of the Oil of Absence 
and the Spice of Employment, of 
each ten Ounces, with three Ounces of 
Good Advice, and the same quantity 
of Sound “Consideration; put them 
into a sauce-pan of Sound Reason, 
with two quarts of Best Heart’s 
Ease; stir and boil them to-gether 
for considerable time; then strain 
them through a fine rag of Patience, 
into a vessel of Prudence and take 
half a pint of this mixture just be- 
fore going to bed, and lay upon you 
just as many coverlets of Content as 
you can lay your hands on and will 
be quite sufficient to give you a 
good sweat. By closely observing the 
above directions, you’ll certainly be 
cured.” 

I neglected to mention that the 
list of distances from Providence & 
Boston to various parts of the coun- 
try on the best roads gives the 
names of all the taverns and “Places 
of Entertainment” and how far they 
are from the towns and villages. In 


this same almanac(k) is an an- 
nouncement to inn and tavern keep- 
ers, requesting the new ones to send 
their situations to the printer so that 
their names may be printed in the 
almanac for the coming year. That 
is keeping things up to date in the 
old days! I suppose this list must 
stand as a substitute for the night 
club advertisements, the theater mag- 
azines and all the circular announce- 
ments of sports and amusements, 
though there was little but a drink 
and a congenial soul to be found in 
the way of entertainment at the 
taverns. 

Benjamin West, in 1768, calculated 
an almanack that was printed and 
sold by Sarah Goddard and John 
Carter at the Printing Office at the 
Sign of Shakespear’s Head on Meet- 
ing St. Mr. West believed that a full 
purse and no appreciation of its bene- 
fits was worse than an empty one, 
included on a page listing the time of 
the courts of R. I. 

The remainder of this almanac for 
1768 is filled with astronomical ob- 
servations, calculations, and explana- 
tions of eclipses. If I were to quote 
anything further from this little 
booklet, I should defeat my purpose. 
My readers would remain convinced 
that the almanacs tucked away in 
Grandfather’s trunk were just what 
they had always thought them and 
the library shelves would continue to 
be dusted in vain. 

In 1776, however, Mr. West made 
some new calculations which were 
again printed at Shakespear’s Head 
in Providence by John Carter. It is 
interesting to note in this almanac 
that Mr. Carter advertises that he 
will print and sell primers and Fen- 
ning’s Spelling book, by gross or 
dozen, very cheap. I imagine there 
were Bibles and psalm books to be 
had also. I feel quite sure that I have 
not contradicted myself, for 1 do not 
think that this statement changes the 
supply of mental relaxation or ma- 
terially offers much _ entertaining 
reading. There are a few new roads 
and few names of taverns, a short 
story entitied “Highlander,” trans- 
lated from the French, some tables 
for accounting “monies” and a list of 
the Lord-Lieutenants in Ireland since 
1707. Of the many recipes and vari- 
ous news items, there is but one of 
special interest: 

“The Negro ‘Caesar’s’ cure for the 
bite of a rattlesnake, for the dis- 
covery of which the Assembly of 
South Carolina purchased his freedom 
and gave him an annuity of one hun- 
dred pounds: 

“Take the roots of plantane or hoar- 
hound (in summer root and branches 
together) in sufficient quantity; bruise 
them in a mortar and squeeze out the 
juice, of which give, as soon as pos- 
sible, a large spoonful; if he is 
swelled, you must force it down his 
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throat: if he is not relieved in one 
hour, you must give another; this 
last has never failed. 

If the roots be dry, they must be 
moistened in water. 

“To the wound may be applied a 
leaf of good tobacco soaked with 
rum.” 

In 1777, Mr. West gives the follow- 
ing bit of humor to his readers: 


“Extempore on a Pipe of Tobacco 


Through worthless tube of brittle 
clay 

Will I some serious thoughts 
convey; 

My native frailty here I trace 

A perfect type of human race: 

Exotic is the noisome plant

In 1778, the West Almanac was 
printed by John Carter at the Post 
Office and the author decided to 
stick to facts of weather and to give 
no space to fiction, anecdotes and 
such nonsense. The usual “run of the 
mill” reading, that the good citizens 
of New England HAD to put up with, 
I am sparing you. Before leaving 
Benjamin West and his work, let me 
add that his calculations were well 
enough thought of in New England 
to be used in Bickerstaff’s Boston 
Almanac for 1779, printed at Dan- 
vers. The cover shows a picture of a 
man looking up into the Heavens 
through a telescope; above it “Cal- 
culated by Benjamin West, Esq., a 
student in Astronomy at Providence, 
Rhode Island.” 

Poor Richard’s Rhode-Island Al- 
manack for the year of our Lord 1789, 
printed by Peter Edes at his office 
in Thames Street, offers a short tale 
that shows even the attempts at 
fiction of this period were well forti- 
fied with a moral. 1 quote: 

“TO THE READER” 

“Two scholars, returning from Bos- 
ton to Cambridge by a road but little 
travelled, stopped at the borders of

An Idaho Collection 
By RUSSELL G. WARD 


HE idea that an outstanding hobby 


collection can be attained only by 
years and years of long and intensive 
search is not always correct. Take 
for example the salt and pepper col- 
lection of Ben Nigg, retail store 
owner of Idaho. 

Mr. Nigg began his hobby just five 
years ago—June, 1938 to be exact— 
with 13 different sets from his own 
store. His ambition was to collect 
500 pairs the first year. This he did. 
The next year he set his goal at an- 
other 500 but exceeded it by seven, 
making a total of 1007 in two years 
work. 

Illness and store work have kept 
the plump, good-natured Idaho mer- 
chant from actively pursuing his 
hobby the last two years, but in that 
time he increased his collection to its 
present total of 1,270. Two years ago 
he exhibited his hobby in the front 
of the store, attracting thousands of 
spectators. Since then his collection 
has been increased by many friends. 

No two pairs of the Nigg collection 
are alike, but there are 87 “orphans” 
— those without mates. He has 
shakers from every state in the 
Union, as well as England and other 
parts of Europe, China, India and 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

The shakers range in size from 
three-fourths of an inch in height to

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ten inches. The largest, which mea- 
sures ten inches high and four inches 
square, is supposed to have been used 
by Paul Bunyan. They are constructed 
from such materials as glass, china, 
pottery, plaster, alabaster, bone, . tin, 
aluminum, silver, copper, wools, 
beads, shells, all types of wood and 
many others. The shapes and sizes 
also vary greatly. There are birds, 
animals, houses, fish, flowers, people, 
boats, in fact almost every kind one 
might conceive.

set valued at $25 sent to him by a 
pioneer family in Iowa.

My Scrap - Book

ALT has been a medium of ex- 
change and standard of values 
ever since the beginning of time. 
Without it man cannot survive long. 
It was formerly obtained by evapora- 
tion of sea water and was therefore 
very costly. It was regarded with 
veneration and perhaps accounts for 
the elaborate and costly great salts 
of the by gone days. Salt was once 
considered a safeguard against witch- 
craft. The old saying that it was 
unlucky to spill salt may have sprung 
from the old folklore which had it 
that salt was always missing from 
the feasts of the witches and demons. 
The famous painting of the Last 
Supper depicts Judas upsetting the 

salt. 

—O— 

In England during the Middle Ages, 
Great Salts were on the tables of the 
rich Lords and Nobles, and were the 
most elaborate and costliest dishes on 
the tables. Their standing in society 
was according to being “Above the 
Salts” or “Below the Great Salts.” 
Happy were the favored ones above 
the great salts. 

—O-—— 

The earliest types of salts were 
known as The Great or Standing 
Salts. They were of varying shapes 
and styles. One of the most popular 
perhaps being the Hour Glass Salt. 
In the latter part of the 17th Century 
the styles of the Great Salts was 
changed. The removable cover was 
discontinued and a bracket was fitted 
to the rim. This bracket supported a 
napkin or cover which kept the dust 
out. These are very scarce and seldom 
found outside museums. They gradu- 
ally lost favor and were followed by 
the small English or Trencher salts 
for individual use at the tables. They 
were also of varied shapes and sizes. 
One very popular pattern being the 
Bell Salts patterned on the lines of 
a Bell. The top often held spice or 
pepper and the bottom part held the 
salt. 

.In William and Mary’s day the 


popular saltcellars were square, ob- 
long, circular or rectangular and were 
solid and without feet. 

—o— 

During George II’s reign the bowl 
salts standing on three or four feet 
were popular. They were boat shaped; 
some were very elaborate and costly. 

—-O— 


In the late 1700’s there were pierced 
salts with glass linings, the most 
popular color being blue. 

—o— 

Our American silver and goldsmiths 
were quick to copy the Great Salts 
of other countries. But as_ table 
manners became more refined and 
salt was more easily obtainable the 
standing salts gave way to the 
trencher or individual salts. They 
were of almost any shape or style 
and many of these old salts are still 
obtainable, especially in glass. 

—_o— 

Miss Lillian Dyer, Oklahoma, has 
425 sets of all sizes and descriptions 
from eight foreign countries and 42 
of the 48 United States. She found 
in her study of shaker history that 
they were used generally shortly after 
the Revolutionary War, and that 
prior to that small glass pieces known 
as “dips” were used.

Mrs. Eulalia Nabers Wells, Texas, 
writes us that she has been collecting 
salts and pepers for about a year and 
a half, and has assembled some 55 
sets, which helps much to break the 
monotony of farm life. She is also 
a fancier of small dogs. Mrs. Wells 
is the author of “Blazing the Way,” 
a history of Comanche County, Texas, 
pioneer life recently off the press.

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CHURCHES AND PALACES OF SPAIN 
As Seen by the Picture Post Card 


By R. J. WALKER 


HE Cathedral at Barcelona is a 

noble Gothic structure. It has 
lofty bell towers, and on the side of 
one portal is an inscription, which 
gives the year 1298 as that in which 
the building was begun. Over the en- 
trance is a carving which represents 
the fight between the dragon which 
the Moors are said to have let loose, 
and the legendary hero Vilardell. The 
interior of the cathedral is composed 
of three vast naves. Under the high 
altar is a subterranean chapel con- 
taining the body of Saint Eulalia. She 
was a martyr in the reign of Dacian 
in 309. De Amicis tells us that her 
body is still intact and fresh as dur- 
ing life, and that there is no human 
eye which bear the sight. Below the 
altar hangs a monstrous Saracen’s 
head, with open mouth and long

beard. In one of the chapels is the 
crucifix which was carried on the 
flagship of Don John of Austria at 
the battle of Lepanto. It is bent on 
one side, and the explanation is, 
that when the Moors directed their 
fire against the sacred image, it 
turned aside and thus avoided the 
shot. 

The Cathedral of Tarragona was 
begun in the 12th century by San 
Olaguer, and work was continued on 
it to the 15th century. Like many 
such buildings it was never completed. 
Hare tells us that some of the tapes- 
tries which decorate the walls once 
belonged to St. Paul’s in London, and 
that they were sold by Henry VIII 
with a lot of other church furniture. 

The Cathedral of Lerida is located 
on the fortress hill behind the town. 
In 1707, the French made a fortress 
out of the building, and it has never 
been restored to religious use. It 
dates back to 1203, when King Pedro 
II laid its cornerstone; but it was 
not completed until early in the 16th 
century. The octagonal steeple is 
built in five stages. 

The Church of San Pedro el Viego, 
whose stern hexagonal tower is the 
most prominent feature of the land- 
scape at Huesca, eclipses the cathe- 
dral in appearance and in architec- 
tural interest. This building is of 
an earlier date than any part of the 
cathedral and is one of the oldest 
churches in the province having been 
erected in the 12th century. 

The Cathedral of Huesca was al- 
most entirely rebuilt in the 15th cen- 
tury. One of its most beautiful pos- 
sessions is the alabaster retablo of 
the high altar. This was executed 
between 1520 and 1523 for the Abbey 
of Mount Aragon. It is the work of 
Damian Forment, and was brought to 
the cathedral on the suppression of 
the religious houses. 

The Cathedral of Jaca belongs to 
the first period of Romano-Byzantine 
or Romanesque art and was erected 
before the Christian architects had 
‘come in contact with Arab workers. 


It was founded by Ramiro I in the 
11th century and is dedicated to 
Santa Orosia. 

The Cathedral of Barbastro belongs 
to an ancient and decayed see and is 
small and poor in style. It dates 
from the 16th century and is associ- 
ated with no great traditions of 
either history of art. There was an 
earlier church of which fragments 
remain. 

The Cathedral of Tarazona is said 
to have been rebuilt in 1110, but an 
old Breviary cited by Arguiz, fixes 
the foundation in 1235. It has suf- 
fered a good deal externally from 
alterations. The chapels done in late 
Gothic style are full of interesting 
memorials of the nobility of Aragon. 

The Church of San Pedro at Teruel 
has the mummified bodies of the fa- 
mous lovers Diego de Marcella and 
Isabella de Segura, immortalized by 
Tirso de Molina and Hartenbusch. 
The church has a retable with carv- 
ings much finer than those of the 
cathedral. 

The Cathedral of Teruel is a church 
of very inferior character. It was 
originally a colegiata, but was raised 
to the dignity of a cathedral in 1577 
and dedicated to the Virgin of the 
Assumption and Santa Emerenginea, 
virgin and martyr.

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a rivulet to rest themselves and 
quench their thirst. Rising from their 
grassy seat to proceed, they per- 
chance perceived a tombstone level 
with the ground; the inscription on 
it was already much effaced by time 
and the feet of flocks and herds that 
resorted to this source for drink:— 
Curious to read the half obliterated 
memento, they cleared it of dirt, and, 
after washing it, spelled out these 
words, ‘Underneath is buried the soul 
of Peter Garcias.’ 

“The youngest of the two, who was 
extremely volatile, scarcely finished 
reading wher he burst out with im- 
moderate laughter. ‘Underneath is the 
Soul’? — ‘A soul buried!’ — ‘What 
original hath composed this ridiculous 
epitaph ?’ 

“Pleased with the droll discovery 
and losing his fatigue, he went on 
without his companion: but his fellow, 
more judicious, reflected that there 
was some mystery in it.—I will re- 
main to enlighten myself.’—Without 
delay, he began with a stick to loosen 
the earth around the stone and raised 
it from its hed; underneath he found 
a small iron box with this inscription: 
‘Be my heir, thou who hast dis- 
cernment enough to unveil the in- 
scription and make a better use than 
I have of this money.’ On opening the 
box, he found a hundred guineas. The 
scholar, overjoyed with his discovery, 
returned the stone to its place and 
resumed his way to Harvard. 

“Whoever thou art, friendly reader, 
thou wilt resemble one or the other 
of these two students. If thou buyest 
this almanack only for the humor it 
contains, it will be like the miser’s 
inscription, of no profit to thee; for 
an old one would answer as well; but, 
if thou usest it as an almanack for 
the year 1789, it will well instruct 
thee in eclipses, the phases of the 
mcon and planets, the aspects, the 
rising and setting of the sun, the 
tides, the terms of the courts, the 
roads and the taverns, etc., etc., etc., 
calculated with accuracy and given 
with perspicuity; and I trust that, 
at the year’s end, thou wilt, in the 
sentiment of Horace, say, that it con- 
tains ‘the useful and agreeable.’ ” 

“POOR RICHARD” 

I do not want to give the impression 
that these small booklets were devoid 
of all news and interest. Numbers of 
them gave the Articles of Confedera- 
tion between the Thirteen States, 
notes of the Revolution and even 
affairs in Europe and other parts of 
the world. These notes were short, 
to be sure, and often inaccurate, but 
reading matter that was not quite en- 
tirely theological and moral. 

Elisha Thornton, Philomath, in his 
New England Almanack for 1795, 
printed and sold by Carter and Wilk- 
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inson opposite the market, gives the 
following skit, which comes under 
sports, as I facetiously remarked be- 
fore. 
“RHODE ISLAND COLLEGE, 
AT PROVIDENCE” 

Hon. Jabez Bowen, Esq. Chancellor. 
Rev. Jonathan Maxcey, President. 
David Howell, L.L.D. Professor of 
Law; Benjamin West, Esq. Professor 
of Mathematics and Astronomy; Rev. 
Perez Fobes, L.L.D. Prof. Nat. Hist. 
Tutors: Simeon Doggett, Asa Messer 
and Gilbert Dench. 

The institution is now in a flourish- 
ing condition, having upwards of 80 
students. The library is well chosen 
and contains upwards of 2,000 vol- 
umes. The college edifice is brick 
and very elegant. 

Vacations: From the first Wed. in 
Sept., 4 weeks; from the first Wed. 
in Jan., 6 weeks; and from the first 
Wed. in May, 3 weeks.” 

Although the ancient philomath did 
not stoop to continued stories to help 
the sale of the next year’s copies, 
it is interesting to note that he did 
run stories, at the top of his circula- 
tions, that continued from page to 
page, thus holding the reader’s inter- 
est and baiting him. 

Bennett Wheeler’s almanacs were 
perhaps the most amusing of all. Be- 
fore this, no author dared to offer 
anything as daring as fiction, humor 
or, in fact, anything but sermons, 
moral tales, educational primers and 
such, and, even if he had, I doubt if 
any of the presses would have had 
the nerve to print them. I speak of 
original work, of course. There were 
many of the English classics im- 
ported and many more reprinted here 
but these were the classics of 
Chaucer, Spencer, Shakespeare, Addi- 
son and Steele. Hardly light reading, 
as we know it! 

Mr. Wheeler in his North American 
Calendar and Almanack for the year 
of our Lord 1790, contributed the 
following for the amusement of Provi- 
dence litterati: to break the monotony 
of his astronomical calculations. 

“Origin of the term Yankee” 

“It was a cant favorite word with 
a farmer John Hastings, of Cam- 
bridge, about the year 1713. The first 
recollection of the oldest people in 
New England have of the word was 
about that time, when it was used 
among the students to express ex- 
cellency:—A yankee good horse, or 
yankee cyder, and the like, were an 
excellent good horse and excellent 
cyder. The students used to hire 
horses from him; their intercourse 
with him and his use of the term 
on all occasions led them to adopt it 
and they gave him the name of 
Yankee John. How the term came to 
be used as one of reproach, when 
applied to New England people, we 
have never been able to find out.” 

In 1791, Mr. Wheeler printed a 
short story that would do justice to 
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any twentieth century publication: 
PLIABILITY OF FEATURES 
“When the famous actor Garrick 
was at Paris, Preville invited him to 
his villa. Preville was reckoned the 
most accomplished comedian of the 
French theater. The British Roscius, 
being in a gay humor, proposed that 
they go in one of the hired coaches 
that were upon the stand. When they 
got in, he ordered the’ coachman to 
drive on, who answered that he would 
as soon as he got his complement 
of four passengers. A caprice im- 
mediately seized Garrick; he deter- 
mined to give his Brother player a 
specimen of his art. While the coach- 
man was attentively plying for more 
passengers, Garrick flipped out of 
the door, went around the coach, and 
by his wonderful command of count- 
enance, palmed himself upon the 
driver for a stranger. This he did 
twice and was admitted into the 
coach as a fresh passenger, to the 
astonishment and admiration of Pre- 
ville. He slipped out a third time, and 
addressing himself to the coachman, 
was answered in a surly tone, that 
he had his complement of four and 
would have driven off without him 
had not Preville called out that as 
the stranger seemed a very little man, 
they would, to accommodate the 
gentleman, contrive to make room.” 
Carried on to the turn of the cen- 
tury, these notes would contain more 
and more short skits and tales. Times 
were changing and originality was 
becoming recognized. Even the 
juveniles allowed would have startled 
the stern parents of the seventeen 
seventies. The press was introducing 
the novels of Europe, and reading 
was broadening. The period I have 
chosen was ending and the good citi- 
zens of New England were to have 
something more to read than Bibles, 
almanac(k)s and moral literature.

Lincoln’s speech was given on No- 
vember 19, 1863, but this community of 
6,000 decided to defer the observation 
to the week-end to permit greater at- 
tendance of war-plant workers.

Gene Raymond, now with the fighting 
forces in Europe, has a most unusual 
souvenir table. It is made of silver 
coins, and was presented by loyal con- 
stituents to William Jennings Bryan 
after his famous 16-1 campaign.

HE very name “Sapphire” means 


blue and to the uninitiated the 
only sapphires are the more familiar 
and valued gem stones of cornflower 
blue. But to the gem collector, sap- 
phires have a color variance and 
range that nearly rivals the rainbow. 
Technically, of course, sapphire is the 
mineral “corundum” just as is the 
valuable ruby. But in between the 
prized pigeon-blood ruby and the 
cornflower blue sapphire, there are 
many shades and colors including a 
golden yellow which occurs notably 
at the Ceylon gem localities and is 
often referred to as “Oriental Topaz.” 

Color distribution in the corundum 
gems is often uneven and lying in 
bands parallel to the six-sided 
crystals. The color in a single crystal 
may not always be uniform so that 
alternating bands of red and blue 
produce various shades of purple, 
violet and wisteria, while bands of 
yellow and blue give a mass effect of 
green, and shades of red and yellow 
alternate to produce a rare shade of 
orange. Most of these colored gems, 
known to jewelers as “fancy sap- 
hires,” are light in color, but there 
is an exception in the deep purple 
stones which are referred to as 
“Oriental amethysts.”

Beryl is another mineral which pro- 
duces gem stones in a wide range of 
colors, among them the rare and 
precious velvety grass-green emerald, 
the sea-water colored aquamarine 
which may vary from the true shade 
of sea-water green to a superb blue. 
Golden beryl comes in various shades 
of yellow, while morganite is a beryl 
gem in a beautiful rose pink color. 

Garnet is another gem mineral 
which may come in several shades 
besides the familiar garnet-red. Most 
surprising are the green garnets 
found in the Ural mountains. These 
garnets vary from olive through 
pistachio to a fine light emerald color; 
at first it was thought they were 
emeralds. Other less common garnets 
are the orange colored essonite gem 
found in the gem gravels of Ceylon, 
and the aurora-red spessartite gar- 
nets from the Amelia Court House 
locality in Virginia. 

Deep ruby-colored garnets are found 
in the diamond bearing blue ground 
of the Kimberley mines, They are 
often cut and sold under the name 
“Cape Rubies.” A similar shade of 
garnet is found in New Mexico and 
Arizona and is often cut and sold 
locally as “Arizona Rubies.” 

Rarest of all the garnets is a light 
violet gem called “Rhodolite” because 
of its color. It comes from Macon 
County, North Carolina, but is rarely 
seen in the gem markets because the 
cut stones from these gem crystals 
are so small. 

Probably most confusing in the 
popular mind are the colors of the 
topaz gems. The difficulty lies with 
the common association of “one gem, 
one color” which, though convenient 
is seldom true. Best known and most 
popular color among gem varieties of 
topaz is a fine yellow of a color like 
sherry wine which should not be con- 
fused with yellow corundum or the 
dull yellow quartz gems which are 
often sold as “topaz.” 

Most of the wine yellow topaz 
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“x2” minerals that wo aed in different colors. 
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comes from the gem localities of 
Brazil, but stones of a lighter shade 
are found in the gem gravels of 
Ceylon. 

Colorless topaz is found in several 
localities in the United States as well 
as in Russia, Mexico and Ceylon. 

Light green and light blue gem 
topaz crystals, much resembling the 
aquamarine in color are found in the 
Ural mountains and in Transbaikal, 
Siberia. Lighter, watery blue gem 
stones of considerable size have been 
found in several iocalities in Japan. 

Rarest color in gem topaz is an 
attractive shade of reddish violet 
from crystals found in Southeastern 
Russia. Only very small gem stones 
have been cut from this material, 
however, and it is therefore of little 
importance. Pink stones, somewhat re- 
sembling the natural have been arti- 


ficially produced by subjecting the 
deep yellow topaz from Brazil to a 
slow and careful heating. Such 
“ninked” stones retain their color 
well and are very attractive. 

The diamond, also comes in a 
variety of colors which seem to sur- 
prise most people who are familiar 
only with the famed blue-white Wes- 
selton gems and the less valued white 
and straw-colored stones. The famous 
Hope diamond, now owned by Mrs. 
McLean, is a steel-blue color, The 
lesser known Tiffany diamond is a 
beautiful orange shade, while the 
famous Dresden diamond is a rare 
apple-green color. Rarest diamond 
color is red and only small crystals 
have been found, but the Russian 
crown jewels included a fair-sized 
diamond of almost ruby-red. 





RARE AND UNUSUAL GEM MINERALS 


MONG the rare and unusual gem 

minerals which are rarely seen in 
jewelry or in gem collections outside 
of the museums, several varieties are 
found exclusively in the United States. 

Hiddenite is one of the American 
gem minerals which never attained 
popularity solely because of the 
scarcity of suitable material. It is a 
variety of spodumene of a fine green 
color, sometimes called “lithia em- 
erald.” Hiddenite was first discovered 
in 1881 in Alexander County, North 
Carolina by W. E. Hidden, after whom

it was named. The gem crystals are 
small, seldom yielding stones over 
one carat, and no other source of 
the material has ever been found. 

Benitoite is another American gem 
mineral in the same class with Hid- 
denite. This gem stone was first dis- 
covered in 1907 in San Benito County, 
California, from which it takes its 
name. It is a barium titanio-silicate 
occurring in trigonal pyramidal 
crystals in color closely resembling 
Montana sapphires. Its hardness is 
6 to 6.50 of the Mohs scale. The 
scarcity of the gem material at the 
sole place where it was found has 
prevented it from becoming popular, 
or even widely known. 

Beryllonite is a  soda-beryllium 
phosphate, rare among minerals. The 
largest and clearest crystals come 
from Maine, even these are seldom 
found in sizes which would yield 
stones as large as two carats. It is 
clear, colorless and interesting chiefly 
as a curio. 

Attractive yellowish green stones, 
similar to peridots in color, have 
been cut from diopside crystals, chief- 
ly from an occurrence at Dekalb, 
N. Y. Diopside is a lime-magnesia 
silicate, somewhat softer than peri- 
dot, but the lovely gems which have 
been cut from this material are de- 
serving of wider fame among gem 
collectors. 


Enstatite is another of the pyroxene - 


group which includes Diopside. It is 
known in South Africa as “green gar- 
net” and is found in association with 
diamonds. Brilliant cut stones of 
Enstatite are cut and sold locally. 
Euclase is a silicate of aluminum 
and beryllium which bears a close 
resemblance to aquamarine. It is 
found in the topaz deposits in Brazil 


but the blue to sea-green crystals are

 ptoabateunetd of Sheridan, Wyo., 
several thousand Crow Indians 
make their home on the Crow Reser- 
vation.

A large tract of ground is set aside 
at Crow Agency for the ceremonials 
of the tribe, and it is here that the 
annual Crow Fair, a colorful event, 
is held during the month of Septem- 
ber. 

This great gathering is attended by 
Indians from many other tribes and 
other reservation members from all 
over the western section of the United 
States and Canada. Their camping 
ground covers several acres, 

The various tribes and clans are 
given special places on the grounds 
and each teepee is pitched in its 
proper place, making a large circle 
of many teepees. The teepees in the 
temporary village number from 250 
to 400 at times. The circle of teepees 
sometimes measures four or five miles 
in circumference. This is a thrilling 
sight to witness and gives one some 
idea of what an Indian village might 
have looked like several hundred 
years ago. 

During the daytime the old men 
sit around visiting and telling stories. 
The younger people spend their time 
in horse racing and in other sports. 
The nights are spent in dancing in 
about the same manner as_ they 
danced two hundred years ago. 

To those of you who have been 
fortunate enough to have visited this 
great colorful pageant, no further 
introduction is necessary, but for 
those of you who have not had this 
opportunity, I take pleasure in bring- 
ing one scene of this pageant to you 
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and present my “Crow Indian Cere- 
monial Dance” in miniature. 

First should be given a brief 
description of the Indian people and 
of the exhibit before you. The minia- 
ture dance is made up of 70 carved 
figures ranging from 7% to 9 inches 
high. They are authentic miniatures 
of the Indians, themselves, and are 
carved out of basswood and dressed 
in the exact costumes of the Indian. 

I would like to particularly call 
your attention to the small moccasins 
worn by the figures. They were all 
made by a Crow Indian girl from the 
reservation and each pair is of a 
different design. There are no two 
patterns alike. The moccasins of each 
tribe in the United States are about 
the same cut and shape but vary in 
their ornamentation quite as much as 
do the tunics they wear. 

There is no article of dress or 
adornment so highty prized as the 
eagle’s quills and the killing of an 
eagle by an Indian is an event for 
much congratulations. Every feather 
is utilized. The wing quills and tail 
are used for personal adornment; the 
rest of the feathers have various uses. 
No Indian who aspires to distinction 
ever thinks himself fitted out until he 
has some article of headgear orna- 
mented with eagle’s quills. A poor 
fellow may have but one, but it is 
his warrant of respectability. 

At one time all of the Indian’s 
clothing was made from skins. Now 
these garments are worn at ceremoni- 
als, however, the buckskin moccasins 
are still generally worn. 

The men’s clothing at the cre- 
monial consist of buckskin shirts 
hanging from the neck to the knee 
and are usually heavily beaded. The 
women wear buckskin dresses hang- 
ing from the neck to below the knees 
and these too are heavily beaded and 
fringed. 

The Indian girl’s everyday clothing 
consists of a bright colored calico 
dress. Wide girdles are worn around 
the waist and a strap of the same 
material usually hangs from the

“It’s really wonderful to see those 

little Indian figures dance, turn in all directions to the real Indian music,” 

writes Lucy Reeder Young, a Sheridan, Wyo., reader who has viewed the 
miniature dance, 


girdle to their ankles. All Indian 
women still wear blankets over their 
shoulders and sometimes over their 
heads. Shawls of bright colored ma- 
terials are worn over the head by 
most of the girls. 

The dances are held in what is 
called a lodge. This usually is a struc- 
ture made up of cottonwood poles, 
and capable of holding several hun- 
dred people. The sides are more or 
less open and the top is covered with 
boughs of trees sufficient to keep out 
the rays of the sun. 

The time of the dance is announced 
by a crier who goes through the 
village making his announcement that 
the dance is about to begin. Soon the 
dancers and onlookers begin to arrive. 
The Indian orchestra arrives and they 
begin to warm up their drums over 
a small fire. The heat makes the 
leather tighten up and gives the drum 
a sharper and deeper sound. The 
orchestra usually consists of five or 
more drummers. Each is furnished 
with a thin stick about two feet long. 
They all squat and crowd around the 
drum or make a small circle if they 
have small drums. One drummer 


starts off and the rest take the time 
of the beat from him and strike in 
unison. 

There are many dances but the 
characteristic monotonous rhythm of 
all Indian dances is about the same. 

As there is no compulsion placed 
on the dancers, the summons is a 
welcome call to all, a frolic from 
which all expect amusement, excite- 
ment and religious enthusiasm. 
Dancers are actuated to perform by 
all kinds of human motives; some by 
vanity to display their vigor and en- 
durance; some by religious enthusi- 
asm; some by love, hoping to render 
themselves more pleasing in the eyes 
of their loved ones. The majority of 
the young men enter the dance be- 
cause it is “the thing to do,” in other 
words — fashionable. 

Some of the Indians, carried away 
by enthisasm, leap vigorously into the 
air, others exert a barely perceptible 
motion. As the dance progresses, more 
and more enthusiasm is shown and 
the lodge becomes a babble of sounds, 
which culminate in the shrieks and 
howls of the men, mingled with the 
moans and wails of the women. 
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My miniature Crow dancers are 
practically exact miniatures of the 
Indian people themselves, in the de- 
tails of features, color, dress and 
actions. 

With the aid of motors, I have been 
able to put the figures through al- 
most the same motions that the real 
Indians go through in the dance. By 
recording their music, I have been 
able to recreate just about what you 
would see and hear at the pageant. 

Now the drummers are getting set, 
so let’s all watch the Indians dance.

so small and command such high 
prices that their use in jewelry is 
restricted. This scarcity makes euclase 
interesting only as a rarity and col- 
lector’s item. 

Iolite is a silicate of magnesium, 
aluminum and iron first found among 
the stream gravels of Ceylon where 
it is known as water-sapphire. The 
gem stones cut from iolite are smoky- 
blue in color and were popular for 
a time in Europe during the last 
century. Iolite is also found near 
Guilford, Conn., and the small but 
attractive stones are usually step-cut. 
The gem material is too scarce to be- 
come widely known. 

Variscite is another exclusively 
American gem stone. It is found only 
in Central Utah and is apple-green 
to bluish green hydrated aluminum 
phosphate resembling turquoise in 
everything but color. It is popular 
locally under the name of “Amatrice.” 

Vesuvianite is a silicate of alumi- 
num and calcium and stones cut from 
this material are very rare. They are 
transparent, leaf-green and yellowish 
green in color, somewhat resembling 
tourmaline and zircon. Some attrac- 
tive gem quality vesuvianite is found 
in this country, but the chief sources 
for the small quantity found has 
been Russia, and from Piedmont and 
Mount Vesuvius in Italy. 

Rhodolite is an attractive light 
violet garnet which is found oniy 
in Macon County, North Carolina. 
Stones cut from this material are all 
small, and this rarity makes it seldom 
seen outside of gem collections, 


Doubtful Diamonds 


The large stone called the Braganza 
diamond, weighing 1680 carats, which 
is a part of the Portuguese crown 
jewels, is now believed to be a white 
topaz. Another large stone, pear- 
shaped and weighing 367 carats, 
owned by the Maharajah of Mattan, 
was long thought to be a diamond 
from the Borneo diamond fields. 
Competent gemmologists have never 
been permitted to examine it, and it 
is now suspected to be quartz.—V. C. 
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aes these days when we are 
“fighting for peace,” it is in- 
teresting and enlightening to read of 
other days when people stood their 
ground that they might have personal 
and family liberty and rights. We 
discover that they suffered greatly 
and were willing to go to any ex- 
tremes to claim their just rights. 

One of these periods was during 
the reign of King John of England, 
when 25 barons of his kingdom rose 
to the occasion, “took the bull by the 
horns,” forced him to sign a charter, 
and helped him fulfil his vows. 

June 15, 1215 A.D., in the meadow 
Runnymede, not far from London, the 
Magna Carta was signed. The main 
points were that arbitrary arrests and 
arbitrary taxation were forbidden, 
freedom was given to foreign mer- 
chants, and the liberties of cities and 
towns were declared inviolable. 

A few quotations from histories 
will suffice to make its purpose and

results clear, and for more detailed 
information, libraries have material. 
“It is the greatest and most enduring 
landmark of English constitutional 
liberty.” “The importance of Magna 
Carta is due more to the use that was 
afterwards made of it by the cham- 
pions of popular rights than to what 
was actually desired by the men who 
framed it.” “It consists not so much 
in any of its particular provisions as 
in imposing the first restrictions upon 
royal absolutism.” “In form a grant 
from the king to his people, in reality 
a treaty extorted from him by his 
barons, acting with the clergy and 
the commons.” “Not the foundation 
of English liberty, but the first, clear- 
est, most united, and historically the 
most important enunciation of it.” 
“The revelation of the possibility of 
freedom to the medieval world.” 

The original manuscript has not 
been preserved, but there are some 
very fine copies of it in England, and 
one was recently brought to the 
United States, and placed in Wash- 
ington, D. C. In many public and 
private libraries in the country are 
large reproductions, surrounded by 
the Coats-of-Arms of the Barons, 
and the seals of those who were made 
the “sureties,” or the ones to see that 
the treaty was kept. King John’s 
Coat-of-Arms, which is similar to the 
present Royal Arms of England, and 
those of William the Marshall, the 
mayor of London, and the Archbishop 
Stephen Langton are across the top 
of the document. 

Besides the historical interest that 
any of us should have in any great 
issue, there is a “family interest” to 
thousands of people in this country, 
who happen to be descendants of some 
of these barons. Neither is it that 
they care because they are descend- 
ants of barons, but that there were 
men generations back of them, who 
also had the spirit of standing firmly 
for their rights, and accomplished 
their purpose. 

The Baronial Order of Runnymede 
for men, and two ladies’ organiza- 
tions, The National Society of Magna 
Carta Dames (1909), and The Na- 
tional Society of the Daughters of the 
Barons of Runnymede (1921), are 
descendants of these signers of the 
Magna Carta whose purpose it is to 
perpetuate the memory of those who 
stood for their principles of liberty, 
and forced King John to recognize 
the rights of all the people in his 
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domain. From 9 to 18 of these barons 
are stipulated by the societies as those 
having descendants in this country 
through whom people may be eligible 
to membership. 

As their families intermarried, if 
a person is in line with one of the 
barons, he may be of two or three. 
I hold in my hands the papers of one 
who has 8 lines. 

The Coats-of-Arms pictured here 
are those of the barons whose names 
are most often found in the papers 
of those back to Magna Carta days. 
Then there are William de Mowbray 
and John de Lacy who have one lion 
as does Albini, but Mowbray’s is a 
silver lion on red, and de Lacy’s is 
a blue lion on gold. There were 
Roger Bigot(d), and Picus de Clare. 

In his “Romance of Heraldry,” 
Scott-Giles points out how one can 
tell of the intermarriages among 
these families through the similarity 
of their Coats-of-Arms. “Five of the 
barons bore chevrons from the Arms 
of Clare. The Clare chevrons them- 
selves, red upon gold, were displayed 
by Richard, Earl of Gloucester, and 
Gilbert de Clare. Richard de Munt- 
fichet, whose mother was a Clare, had 
three gold chevrons on red with a 
blue label. Robert Fitzwalter, of 
Clare stock by paternal descent, 
varied the Clare Arms by substituting 
a red fess (horizontal band) for the 
middle chevron, and a similar dif- 
ference was made by Saer de Quincy, 
Earl of Winchester, whose mother 
was a widow of the Clare ancestor of 
the Winchesters.” 

The blazons, or word-descriptions, 
of the Coats-of-Arms of the barons 
here featured, are: 

Robert de Vere — Quarterly gules 
and or, in the upper dexter quarter a 
mullet argent. 

Hug le Bigot — Or a cross gules 
surmounted by a label azure. 

Gilbert de Clare — Or three chevro- 
nelles gules surmounted by a label 
azure, 

Saher de Quinci — Or a fesse gules

Glossary: Quarterly, divided into 4 
equal parts; gules, red; or, gold; 
dexter, right; mullet, 5-pointed star; 
argent, silver; label, horizontal band 
with the wedge-shaped edge; azure; 
blue; chevronelles, narrow chevrons, 
the width of a chevron being one- 
third the width of the shield; fesse, 
horizontal band one-third the width 
of the shield; rampant, standing on 
one foot, pawing the air. 

Color code; Red, vertical lines; 
blue, horizontal lines; gold, dots; 
silver, plain. 

Interpretations: Red, courage and 
magnanimity; blue, loyalty and truth; 
gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind; silver, sincerity and peace. 
(However, when heraldry was young, 
as it was before 1215, red and gold, 
and red and silver, were the most 
popular colors because they were easy 
to see at a distance for identification 
purposes, and the meanings of the 
colors were not so significant at that 
time; also, labels were nearly always 
blue.) Mullet, a man above the ruder 
sort of men, whose influence was shed 
afar as the rays of a star. Cross, 
indicates Crusader ancestry, and suf- 
fering and sorrow. Label, oldest 
son’s differencing symbol, (see later). 
Chevron, or chevronelle, one who 
protects the defenceless. Lion, service 
to his country and deathless courage.

Differencing Symbols 

This is the first time, I believe, (and 
this issue starts my 6th year), that 
this symbolism of Heraldry has come 
to the front. A differencing symbol 
is borne on the Coat-of-Arms of the 
different sons when their father is 
living. And as the family Coat-of- 
Arms of a certain line has always 
been described in these articles, and 
the father of the bearer never living, 
(as we do not “bear arms,” only com- 
memorate, in this country), there- 
fore, very naturally, the differencing 
symbols have not been shown. 

There is a differencing symbol for 
each of nine sons. Ist son, the label 
as shown in these three pictures; 2nd 
son, a crescent; 3rd, a star; 4th, a 
martlet, or footless swallow; 5th, an 
annulet, or ring; 6th, a fleur-de-lis; 
7th, an heraldic rose; 8th, a cross 
moline; 9th, a double quatrefoil, or 
8-petalled conventional flower. (And 
that’s all! -- and the daughters did 
not have any!) 

The position of these symbols on 
the shield is in the upper part of 
the shield, either in the center or 
right corner. The size is always 
small, as the same symbols are regu- 
lar heraldic charges, and the differ- 
ences in position and size designates 
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the distinction between the differenc- 
ing symbol and the regular charge. 
If a man’s second son has a son 
while the grandfather is living, the 
grandson bears a label (for 1st son), 
on a crescent (for 2nd son), and so 
on for every necessary combination. 
The story goes that the 4th son 
was given the footless swallow, be- 
cause he never inherits any land— 
therefore he needs no feet!! 


The Magna Carta Today 


From an address before the Ba- 
ronial Order of Runnymede in 1935, 
by Walter Rhoads White, we quote 
these words which are apropos to- 
day, as then. “Two rival philosophies 
clashed at Runnymede in a first skir- 
mish of a battle not yet won. The 
smoke of that fight still enshrouds 
the world. On the one hand is the 
Herd, dominated by the tyrant of the 
Herd and grovelingly obedient to his 
will. Arrayed against this stands 
the Folk — the federation of an in- 
definite number of family entities in 
combination for the common good. — 
Observation of many a past Magna 
Carta day seemed merely a_ noble 
gesture of remembrance, a tribute to 
great men whose work was long since 
done; but now in a world aching from 
the tryranny of dictator or of mobs 
the lessons of Magna Carta are vital 
and alive. The issues there first 
fought are news today and the victory 
then extorted by grim freemen from 
a cowed King gives heart to embattled 
ranks of those who still believe that 
the individual responsibilty. of self 
and clan transcends the doctrine of 


the Pack.”

Some of our readers might want to 
offer suggestions about the problem 
facing us with HOBBIES’ Museum. 
We plan in the next few months to 
deed it to some charitable, educational 
or public welfare institution who can 
carry on the work. For some time we 
have realized that the day would come 
when we would be faced with the 
problem of either holding an auction 
sale of all the material in it and 
giving up the plan, or deeding it to 
an organization of this kind who 
could carry it tax free. We have 
given the matter very deep and 
earnest consideration and we cannot 
bring ourselves to let all our work 
go for naught. Within a few months 
the origina! building will be entirely 
finished and all the collections in- 
stalled. It will contain 31 rooms 
housing 160 different collections. We 
then plan to proceed in the Kohl 
mansion, connecting the two mansions 
with the Washington Park conserva- 
tory which we purchased from the 
city. Whether we can get a permit to 
re-erect this conservatory this sum- 
mer, we do not know. 

_ At any rate, the tax burden has 
gradually assumed proportions that 
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we do not want to carry. In the im- 
mediate neighborhood between 30 to 
40 per cent of the property has been 
taken by the city for delinquent taxes 
and naturally when they see someone 
active, they throw that much more 
taxes on him. There is no need to 
argue or appeal. They tell you they 
need the money and you have to pay 
it or lose your property. Likewise, the 
personal property taxes are a political 
football in Chicago and can be used 
to harass or even destroy anyone the 
politicians want. 

Lately we have been in consultation 
with committees of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and have 
made tentative offers to this organi- 
zation. It remains for the State 
society in their meeting a few months 
hence to give final consideration to 
the offer. 

In the meantime it is no more than 
right that we accept suggestions from 
our readers. We are willing to deed 
the museum to any responsible 
organization, free and unincumbered, 
all taxes paid, title guaranteed by the 
Chicago Title & Trust Company. The 
only thing we ask is that it be held 
in perpetuity and not sold and dis- 
sipated as soon as the donor is gone. 
If it is going to be sold and dis- 
sipated, we might as well do it now. 
We expect to continue to add to the 
museum and donate further funds for 
its completion and perhaps to endow 
it. We have considered offering it to 
the National Recreation Association 
to carry on their work in spare-time 
activities, devoting a branch to the 
subject of hobby collecting. We have 
also considered donating it to the 
State of Illinois, but it is almost 
impossible to bind the state to per- 
form any definite pledges. Other or- 
ganizations have been suggested but 
they are local in character and it 
would be too easy for them to file 
dissolution proceedings and thus not 
carry out the agreement. Other 
friends have suggested that we form 
a separate hobby organization which 
would come within the scope of 
public welfare. 

Perhaps some one of our readers 
has a brilliant idea in mind. We will 
be glad to hear from any of you and 
will give careful consideration to any 
suggestions you have to offer,

_As I sit in my office and look down 
Chicago’s automobile row the scene 
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of desolation is depressing. Not only 
are the automobile people out, with 
block after block of empty buildings 
staring at us each day as we ride 
through, but platers, glaziers, elec- 
trical shops and scores of every kind 
of business that depended more or 
less upon the automobile trade are 
closed and deserted. Those who had 
a nest-egg are fortunate; they can 
retire and avoid the drudgery which 
faces all of us who are active today. 
But many of them had their savings 
in their property, and some of these 
great buildings that housed the auto- 
mobile industry are about to be lost 
for taxes. Through taxes and penal- 
ties you can lose your property in 
Chicago in four years. Its value is 
not worth the cost of redemption. 
—— 


The tax on wages that we are fac- 
ing is going to start a period of un- 
bridled inflation. They have let it get 
out of hand. It could easily be fore- 
seen that employees were not going 
to pay taxes. Even with the five per- 
cent tax, a wave of discontent has 
swept the country and employers are 
faced with demands for increases to 
make up for the tax. It is going to 
be the same thing if we are forced to 
collect the income tax from the pay 
check. They will demand increases to 
make up for it. 

Business men should have a talk 
with their employees at once. Ascer- 
tain how many will stay when 20 to 
25 per cent income tax is deducted 
from their pay. That will give you 
something to plan on. Employers in 
non-war activities cannot take the 
cost and pass it on. Thousands will 
be forced out of business. 

Where will the workers go to avoid 
the tax? They will go to the war 
industries who are working on a cost- 
plus basis and can pay them enough 
to take up the tax—and where, also, 
they will not be allowed to quit. 

The pay-as-you-go plan seems 
sensible, but when you stop to look 
into it, it puts the grief onto the em- 
ployer. I think it would have been 
much better had everybody been al- 
lowed to pay their taxes for the previ- 
ous year in orderly installments. The 
employee would realize he would have 
to do a little less spending and save 
money for his taxes. 

The Republicans in Congress will 
make a big mistake if they vote for 
the pay-as-you-go plan. This is just 
a scheme to put the onus and dis- 
satisfaction on to the employers, all 
of whom are Republicans, instead of 
the politicians. 

This fellow Ruml is just a front. 
When the department store he works 
for finds out the turnover of grief 
he brings on them with the inaugura- 
tion of his scheme they will fire him 
out. Then he will hire a press agent, 
enter politics and perhaps become an- 
other Willkie. 
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But whether it is the Rum! plan 
or any other pay-as-you-go plan the 
results will be the same for private 
industry. 

When you make the employer a 
goat in the form of a tax-collector 
for the government, the employee is 
going to take his spite out on him. 
It means that private business is 
going to be driven out and that only 
the strongest monopolies who can 
pass the costs on will be able to 
stand the gaff. We will all be con- 
trolled by the government and we 
will move relentlessly and swiftly 
into a socialistic state. The govern- 
ment will have control over every- 
body’s actions, their incomes and their 
lives. 

The ceiling that was put on wages 
is already a joke. When this 25 per 
cent is deducted, there will be thou- 
sands of strikes throughout the coun- 
try. Business will be paralyzed be- 
cause the wage earners are not going 
to pay those taxes without a struggle. 
I warn the country, and I warn the 
Congress, that this tax is going to 
cause the greatest internal crisis of 
the war. 


Now comes the announcement that 
a new coin magazine is going to be 
started in New York by one of the 
coin dealers. There are four coin 
magazines in existence now, including 
the official organ of the association. 
That certainly is enough to cover 
every possible phase of the hobby. It 
is true that coin collecting has taken 
great impetus on account of the 
money situation throughout the world, 
but still there is no plausible excuse 
for inflicting another magazine on 
the collectors at this time. 

A year ago the publishers of the 
country agreed to curtail the use of 
paper and certainly not to expand. 
Some violated that agreement, which 
resulted in a government edict being 
put into effect the first of the year 
curtailing our paper consumption to 
90% of last year. There are heavy 
penalties for a violation. 

The publishers also agreed not to 
start any new enterprises during the 
war. We believe they have adhered 
to that. Some publishers have dropped 
a number of their magazines. We can- 
not, however, see the right and justice 
in established publishers with large 
capital investment having to adhere 
to these regulations and let outside 
chiselers come in with new enterprises. 
A lot of these birds were very loud 
in hollering for war but you have to 
get a microscope to find an atom of 
patriotism on them. The instigators 
of this magazine are dealers who are 
eut for every dollar they can make, 
their principal scheme being to get 
others to pay for their promotional 
expenses. This attempt to use scarce 
paper and still scarcer labor at this 
time ought to be resented by every 
coin collector in America.

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Echo From The Last Show 


Washington—I was among the mem- 
bers of the National Button Society’s 
tour of the Museum of Hobbies. I left 
this museum of Mr. Lightner’s with 
mixed emotions. Although I had read 
of it in the magazine and had heard 
from a number of people who had been 
there, I was completely amazed at what 
he has assembled; it is thoroughly a 
museum. 

The first floor of the building is used 
for printing HOBBIES. As you enter the 
large hall going up the stairway, you 
find at the top of the stairs the words, 
“TJ dream’t I dwelt in Marble Halls,” 
chiseled in marble. Then you walk 
through the hall where beautiful marble 
statues on pedestals are appropriately 
placed, and as you walk on the large 
white bear rugs the feeling of actually 
living in these halls comes to you. The 
rooms adjoining are filled with rare Pa- 
rian figures, fine Majolica, exquisite Dres- 
den figures and figurines, and some of the 
most beautiful overlay vases and Vene- 
tian glass I have ever seen. Among 
other things there is a collection of 
open parasols made of the most delicate 
laces and fabrics, all encased in glass. 

Coffee was served in the Crystal Room 
— tumblers, candelabra, hundreds of 
glistening crystals were in this large 
dining room; the maid explained, “It 
took me three weeks to wash _ them,” 
which gives you some idea of the con- 
tents of this large room. 

A small stairway around the pipe or- 
gan winds down to the club room or 
‘parlor’? in which various types of up- 
holstered chairs are arranged. This serves 
as an informal lecture room. The cabi- 
nets in this room are filled with rare 
and beautiful pieces of carved ivory. One 
cannot associate hobby collecting in gen- 
eral with the beautiful articles seen in 
this museum. 

The time allotted was way too short 
to permit time to study these lovely 
pieces, most of them made by artists 
and experienced craftsmen of Europe. 
The Museum holds treasures which must 
be preserved for generations to come, 
for “Craftsmanship is never an accident 
but always the result of high intention, 
sincere effort.” 

I hope that some of the enthusiasm 
shown by all who attended the show 
will be passed on to other collectors. 
There is no doubt that bonds of friend- 
ship are drawn closer from seeing all the 
fine entries; it is worth any effort and 
sacrifice to attend.

“February 5th, 1822.” 

I am a collector of nautical items and 
have five whaling logs, four logs of U. S. 
naval vessels, eight logs of British naval 
ships and about eight or ten logs of 
merchant vessels. The majority of these 
logs I have obtained through ads in 
HOBBIES.

Clay Bells from Mexico 

During their visit to Mexico, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. C. Meyer of St. Louis, 
Mo., found a few bells of more than 
ordinary interest. One of these was 
a clay bell that was worn by a noted 
Indian dancer; another was a bronze 
bell that formerly had a place on the 
altar in the home of a prominent 
citizen in the town of Morelia. 

An enthusiastic bell collector of 
California, knowing of the contem- 
plated trip, mailed Mr. Meyer a 
sketch with full description of a cer- 
tain type of clay bell, of which he was 
anxious to obtain a limited number. 
His wish was gratified in that some 
of these were brought from Oaxaca, 
the only locality where these are 
made. These bells, with some stretch 
of imagination, resemble four-leaf 
clovers. 

A tribe of Indians in the interior 
of Mexico form bells out of a mineral 
composition and bake them, The fin- 
ished article is crude but is fairly 
artistic and has a tone that is metallic 
and musical.

Prince Matchabelli Bell 

This bell of light weight brass 
measures four inches in height and 
three inches across the base. Its shape 
resembles that of a pear. The name 
“Prince Matchabelli” appears in 
scrip; beneath the coat-of-arms. A 
tiny square in the center shows the 
figure of a man mounted on a spirited 
horse, and other miniature impres- 
sions of wings and castles surround 
this. The border and upper part of 
the coat-of-arms are in the formation 
of graceful lines, topped by a royal 
crown with five indentations at the 
lower part. 

The bell supposedly belonged to a 
Russian prince. This design has been 
used by a perfumer as a package for 
one of his products.

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1938 visit to Glasgow, Scotland. This 
historic bell had been all but for- 
gotten and reposed in an obscure 
place in the shop of Muirhead, Moffat 
and Company. One of the older mem- 
bers of the firm recalled its existence 
after the subject of bells had been the 
topic of conversation for a consider- 
able time. 

This bell, which now measures 12% 
inches high and six inches at its 
widest diameter, was recast from the 
old bell (1594) in the Cathedral 
Church of Glasgow — first at Batav- 
um, then again at London in 1790. 
The cast was reproduced by John 
Carroway, a merchant, who was one 
of the founders of Glasgow; its in- 
scription is in Latin.

Royal Family Bell of England 

This bell found its way to New 
England and later came into the pos- 
session of Mr. Meyer. The entire bell 
measures 13% inches. Its very sub- 
stantial handle is six and one-half 
inches long, as is the diameter at 
the base of the bell. The ornamenta- 
tion on the top is in the form of a 
crown and its crest is that of a lion, 
worked into the order of the garter. 

This historic, imposing, majestic 
bell shows evidence of many years’ 
service, and undoubtedly was used 
in the royal household over a great 
number of years.

Mrs. Celeste Murphy, California 
bell collector, prizes a bell that 
formerly belonged to Jack London. 
It is an Oriental “tree bell” and once 
hung from a tree on his ranch in the 
Valley of the Moon in California.

Organ Bells 


R. W. Lindsey, Providence, R. L, 
collector, has another theory regard- 
ing graduated bells on rods. He 
writes: 

“TI am quite sure that you will find 
that these cup-shaped bells, gradu- 
ated in size and assembled to an iron 
rod, sometimes marked with the let- 
ters of the musical scale, but always 
tuned to the scale, of two to two and 


a half octaves, comprising respective- . 


ly 26 or 80 bells, were originally used 
on early parlor organs. 

“Recently I acquired a parlor or- 
gan, manufactured by B. Shoninger, 
New Haven, Conn., probably in the 
1860’s or 1870’s, which has the gradu- 
ated bell attachment built in, and 
controlled, while playing the organ, 
by a stop called the Cymbella. An 
instruction card on the organ states: 
‘To use the bells draw out the Cym- 
bella stop and give the same touch to 
the keys as when playing a piano; 
play the accompaniment with the left 
hand or bass part of the organ.’”

“Panada”’ 

And here’s another bit of West Vir- 
giniana furnished by E. E. Meredith, 
newspaper man of that state. Writes 
Mr. Meredith: 

“‘Greenbrier Pioneers and Their 
Homes’ by Ruth Woods Dayton, pub- 
lished late last year by the West 
Virginia Publishing Company at 
Cha1leston, W. Va., is of historical 
value, but Mrs. Woods is ma‘nly in- 
terested in ‘the famous and beauti- 
fully gracious houses and gardens of 
the wealthy Tidewater colonists,’ as 
her book shows. There are 23 draw- 
ings of old homes, staircases, mantels, 
etc. As White Sulphur Springs, which 
recently passed from the control of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad to 
the government, is in Greenbrier 
County, Mrs. Dayton’s book takes on 
added interest. There are dozens of 
anecdotes which are descriptive of 
pioneer customs. In one chapter she 
tells of a concoction known as ‘pan- 
ada.’ It was given from boyhood to 
old age, the only variation being the 
amount of strengthening added — 
starting with a few drops and in- 
creasing according to age and capac- 
ity. Panada consisted of a generous 
bowl of salt-risin’ bread covered 
with hot milk and flavored with apple 
brandy.” 

By the way, there are two stores 
in Chicago whose bakery departments 
sell salt-rising bread.

THE SHIELD

expresses a preparation for battle, 
Isa. xxii. 6. 

The shields belonging to the Arabs 
are generally round, and vary from 
ten to eighteen inches in diameter. 
The most valued of these are made 
with the skin of the hippopotamus; 
but they have some made with the 
skin of the manat, a fish which is 
the trichechus manatus of Linnzus; 
and they possess also shields of 
metal and hard wood, the latter of 
which are sometimes plated with 
copper, or covered with iron bars. The 
Hebrews are also supposed to have 
been acquainted with the shields of 
Persia. Some of the shields of the 
ancients were elaborately ornamented 
with various figures; such as birds, 
beasts, and the inanimate works of 
nature; representations of the ex- 
ploits of warriors, and effigies of gods 
and heroes. In such a manner were 
the shields of Achilles and Agamem- 
non adorned; and some conjecture 
that the golden shields of Solomon 
were ornamented in like manner; but 
of this no proof can be adduced. 

The use of the shield, as is well 
known, is to defend the warrior from 
harm. How emphatic, then, are those 
passages of Scripture which represent 
the Almighty as a shield and protec- 
tor of his people. “Fear not,” said he 
to Abraham, in a vision; “I am thy 
shield, and thy exceeding great re- 
ward,” Gen. xv. 1. The _ psalmist, 
also, calls the Most High his “buck- 
ler,” and boasts that he had given 
him the shield of his salvation, Psa. 
xvili. 2, 35; and speaking of the 
safety of the righteous, he says, “His 
truth shall be thy shield and buckler,” 
Psa. xci. 4; see also Psa. v. 12. Faith, 
moreover, that is, the firm belief of 
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XVIII 2, 35; and speaking of the 
everlasting gospel, is represented as 
the Christian warrior’s shield. In 
the description of his armor, the 
apostle Paul says, “Above all, taking 
the shield of faith” (to the efficacy 
of which he bears his testimony), 
“wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked,” 
Eph. vi. 16. (Froman old manu- 
script.)

One of the first forms of matches 
was the brimstone type, made by cut- 
ting very thin strips of resinous or 
dry pine wood about six inches long; 
its pointed ends were dipped in melted 
sulphur. When thus prepared the 
sulphur points ignited instantly when 
applied to a spark which resulted 
from striking fire into tinder from a 
flint and steel. After the brimstone 
match came the “instantaneous-light” 
box, which was nothing more than a 
small tin-box containing a bottle in 
which was placed some sulphuric acid 
with enough fibrous asbestos to soak 
it up; and of course, there was a 
supply of properly prepared matches. 
These matches were nothing more 
than small pieces of wood, having 
one end coated with a mixture of 
chlorate of potash, powdered loaf 
sugar, powdered gum-arabic. The 
splints were dipped into this paste, 
first having been dipped into melted 
sulphur.
